INTRODUCTION. 

The  United  Kingdom  is  the  principal  market  for  the  surplus  agri- 
cultural  produce  of  exporting  countries.  The  products  of  agriculture 
sent  to  that  market  from  all  sources  in  1900  reached  the  enormous 
value  of  $1,578,000,000,  forming  62  per  cent  of  the  entire  import  trade 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 

The  total  value  of  the  merchandise  imported  into  the  United  King- 
dom during  each  of  the  five  years  1896-1900,  and  the  extent  to  which 
that  merchandise  consisted  of  agricultural  produce,  will  be  seen  from 
the  following  table:

SOURCES  OF  IMPORTATION. 

To  this  extraordinary  import  trade  in  agricultural  produce  the 
United  States  was  the  principal  contributor,  furnishing  about  33  per 
cent,  or  nearl}^  one-third,  of  the  supply.  About  43  per  cent  came  from 
foreign  countries  other  than  the  United  States.  The  several  posses- 
sions and  dependencies  of  the  United  Kingdom  throughout  the  world 
together  contributed  about  24  per  cent. 

«  The  EftatiHtics  given  in  the  present  bulletin  are  based  on  the  official  import  returns 
collected  by  the  British  customs  department.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  A.  J. 
Wocxi,  the  statistician  of  that  department,  it  has  been  possible  as  regards  certain 
articles  to  print  more  detailed  figures  than  those  published  in  the  department's 
yearly  report,  entitled  Annual  Statement  of  the  Trade  of  the  I'nited  Kingdom  with 
Foreign  Countries  and  British  Possessions.  AVith  the  exception  of  the  figures  thus 
furnished  by  Mr.  Wood  from  the  records  of  his  department,  the  official  publication 
mentioned  is  the  authority  for  all  statistical  matter  here  presented.  To  serve  more 
satisfactorily  the  purposes  of  the  bulletin,  the  British  denominations  of  quantity  and 
value  have  in  every  instance  been  converted  into  I'nited  States  equivalentF.

UNITED   STATES. 

The  value  of  the  agricultural  produce  received  from  the  United 
States  amounted  to  $513,000,000,  leaving  over  $1,000,000,000  worth  of 
such  produce  to  be  supplied  from  other  sources. 

While  the  United  States  already  possesses  a  market  of  exceeding 
importance  in  the  United  Kingdom,  selling  to  that  country  more  than 
half  of  the  surplus  production  of  American  farms,  it  will  be  seen  from 
the  figures  just  quoted  that  the  possibilities  of  further  trade  extension 
there,  in  competition  with  other  exporting  countries,  are  well  worth 
considei*ation. 

Among  the  agricultural  imports  into  the  British  market  during 
1900  there  were  comparatively  few  products  in  which  the  United 
States  controlled  the  larger  portion  of  the  trade.  Taking  such  items  "  as 
had  a  value  exceeding  $10,000,000,  of  which  there  were,  thirty -four  in 
the  year  under  consideration,  we  find  that  only  nine  of  them  came 
more  extensively  from  the  United  States  than  from  the  various  other 
sources.  These  nine  items,  with  the  percentage  of  the  total  supply 
Teceived  in  each  case  from  the  United  States,  were  as  follows:  Lard, 
93  per  cent;  hams,  89  per  cent;  tobacco,  84  per  cent;  wheat  flour,  83 
per  cent;  fresh  beef,  74  per  cent:  raw  cotton,  74  per  cent;  cattle,  72 
per  cent;  indian  corn,  70  per  cent;  and  bacon,  64  per  cent. 

It  will  be  noticed  that,  with  the  exception  of  cotton,  indian  corn,  and 
tobacco,  the  products  enumerated  are  all  articles  of  food.  They  occupy 
a  most  important  place  with  reference  to  the  bread  and  meat  supply  of 
the  British  people.  While  other  countries  are  the  chief  contributors 
as  regards  the  various  food  articles  that  ma}^  be  properly  designated 
as  luxuries,  and  especially  such  articles  as  can  in  cases  of  emergency 
be  readil}^  dispensed  with,  the  United  States  is  the  source  from  which 
the  British  people  procure  in  large  measure  those  staple  food  products 
that  are  absolutelv  necessarv  to  the  maintenance  of  life.  It  is  this 
staple  character  of  the  foods  in  question  that  causes  the  peculiar  depend- 
ence of  the  United  Kingdom  on  American  sources  of  suppty. 

The  above-mentioned  articles  that  are  so  largely  furnished  by  the 
United  States  comprised  in  1900  nearly  three-fourths  of  all  the  farm 
produce  imported  from  that  source.  The  residue  of  the  British 
agricultural  imports  for  1900  included  several  products  that  were 
received  quite  extensively  from  the  United  States,  but  in  amounts 
forming  less  than  50  per  cent  of  the  total,  as  follows:  Wheat,  48  per 
cent;  oil  cake,  46  per  cent;  oats,  28  per  cent;  barley,  26  per  cent; 
cheese,  25  per  cent;  and  tallow,  25  per  cent.  Although  at  present  the 
principal  part  of  the  trade  in  each  of  these  articles  goes  to  competing 
countries,  there  is  unquestionably  abundant  opportunity,  in  the  face 
of  this  competition,  to  extend  the  sale  of  the  American  products. 

Aside  from  the  various  leading  items  to  which  reference  has  already 
been  made,  the  agricultural  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  during

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the  year  in  question  embraced  nineteen  additional  articles  with  values 
exceeding  $10,000,000.  In  the  case  of  these  latter  articles,  the  United 
States  supplied  only  a  small  portion  of  the  total  importations. 

Some  of  the  products  in  which  the  American  export  trade  is  now 
comparativeh'  small,  as,  for  instance,  butter,  eggs,  wines,  oleomarga- 
rin,  potatoes,  and  oranges,  seem  capable  under  favorable  conditions  of 
being  produced  in  the  United  States  in  sufficient  quantities  to  warrant 
much  larger  expoilations. 

Less  than  2  per  cent  of  the  butter  imported  into  the  British  market 
during  1900  was  furnished  by  the  United  States.  For  the  imports 
received  from  other  sources  the  United  Kingdom  paid  over  $83,000, 000. 
These  figufes  suggest  large  possibilities  in  the  way  of  extended  trade 
for  American  butter. 

The  British  market  apparently  offers  the  United  States  abundant 
opportunity  to  establish  a  valuable  export  business  in  eggs.  The  eggs 
imported  by  the  United  Kingdom  in  1900  cost  over  $20,000,000.  Only 
about  3  per  cent  of  this  sum  went  into  the  pockets  of  American 
exporters. 

During  1900  the  considerable  sum  of  $25,000,000  was  spent  by  the 
British  people  for  imported  wines.  Less  than  1  per  cent  of  these 
wines  came  from  the  United  States.  With  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
California  wine  industry  the  outlook  for  a  larger  export  trade  in  that 
product  becomes  brighter. 

About  $12,0(K),000  worth  of  oleomargarin  was  imported  during 
19(X)  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  British  people.  While  at  present  the 
amount  of  oleomargarin  manufactured  in  the  United  States  exceeds 
only  slightly  the  domestic  requirements,  this  article  could  unquestion- 
ably be  produced  for  exportation.  Of  the  British  imports  for  1900 
the  United  States  supplied  less  than  1  per  cent. 

During  the  year  under  consideration  the  United  Kingdom  spent 
nearly  $11,000,000  for  imported  potatoes.  Practically  the  entire  trade 
went  to  countries  other  than  the  United  States.  The  British  market 
would  seem  to  afford  a  promising  fi61d  for  the  sale  of  American  pota- 
toes. This  apparent  opportunity  to  develop  a  larger  export  trade  in 
potatoes  suggests  also  the  possibility  of  creating  a  foreign  demand  for 
that  important  American  product,  the  yam,  or  sweet  potato. 

Oranges  form  another  item  among  the  British  agricultural  imports 
that  could  be  more  largely  supplied  from  American  sources.  The 
remarkable  development  of  orange  culture  in  the  United  States,  espe- 
ciall}^  on  the  Pacific  coast,  and  the  recently  improved  facilities  for 
ti*an8portation  across  the  continent,  will  doubtless  result  in  bringing 
the  American  fruit  into  more  active  competition  with  the  product  of 
other  countries  that  now  supply  the  British  market.  During  1900  the 
people  of  the  United  Kingdom  spent  over  $10,000,000  in  the  importa- 
tion of  oranges.  Less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  shipments  received  came 
from  the  United  States. 
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Aside  from  the  products  just  mentioned,  which  have  been  selected 
as  offering  some  of  the  most  promising  opportunities  for  development 
in  the  trade  between  the  United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom,  there 
are  numerous  other  agricultural  products  that  suggest  possibilities  in 
the  way  of  a  larger  sale  in  the  British  market.  Many  of  the  articles 
falling  within  this  class  are  what  are  known  as  perishable  merchandise, 
consisting  of  products  that  can  not  be  transported  great  distances  except 
under  refrigeration.  The  more  general  introduction  of  ref rigei*ation 
facilities  on  land  and  sea  has  greatly  increased  the  opportunities  for 
trade  extension  in  such  products,  making  it  possible  to  forward  them 
in  good  condition  to  the  seaboard  and  transport  them  undamaged  across 
the  Atlantic  to  the  British  market  in  competition  with  similar  prod- 
ucts that  are  sent  to  that  market  by  the  less  distant  countries  of  Europe. 
It  is  in  these  perishable  products,  the  exportation  of  which  is  made 
possible  by  modern  transportation  methods,  that  the  greatest  future 
development  of  American  trade  in  the  British  market  may  be  expected. 

FOREION    CX3UNTRIE8.^ 
FRANCE. 

Chief  among  the  foreign  countries  that  compete  with  the  United 
States  in  supplying  farm  produce  to  the  United  Kingdom  is  the  great 
neighboring  republic  of  France,  from  which  in  1900  agricultural 
imports  were  received  to  the  value  of  $103,000,000,  comprising  6.5  per 
cent  of  the  total.  Large  as  are  the  purchases  made  from  Fi-ance, 
however,  they  amount  to  less  than  a  quarter  of  what  is  bought  from  the 
United  States. 

Sugar  and  wines  are  the  leading  articles  of  importation  from  France. 
That  country  also  furnishes  large  quantities  of  butter  and  eggs,  as  well 
as  fruits  and  vegetables  in  abundance.  French  brandies  are  imported 
quite  extensively,  forming  another  item  of  considerable  value.  Wool 
is  also  one  of  the  leading  imports  from  France. 

GERMANY. 

Next  to  France,  the  largest  competitor  of  the  United  States  in  the 
British  market  is  Germany,  from  which  country  in  1900  there  was 

«Unf()rtiinatel\'  the  British  import  returns  do  not  always  show  the  original  Bourcee 
of  the  articles  received,  it  l)eing  the  general  practice  to  record  imports  as  coming  from 
the  last  country  of  shipment.  Under  this  method  the  recorded  importi?  from  sea- 
board natioHH,  such  as  France,  Beljiium,  the  Netherlands,  and  Germany,  frequently 
include  merchandise  originally  shipped  from  interior  countries  like  vSwitzerland  and 
Austria-Hungary.  In  the  case  of  Switzerland,  for  instance,  while  products  of  that 
country  were  unquestionably  imported  into  the  Ignited  Kingdom  during  the  years 
covere<l  by  the  rei)ort,  no  such  imports  appear  on  the  face  of  the  returns.  The 
imports  from  Switzerland  were  undoubtedly  cre<lited  to  the  intermediate  countries 
through  which  they  passed.  The  character  of  the  returns  in  this  regard  should  be 
taken  into  consideration  in  making  use  of  the  stati>?tics  here  presented,  and  espec^ially 
with  reference  to  the  im|M»rtation8  recorded  from  the  several  seaboard  countries  adja- 
cent to  the  United  Kingdom. 
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imported  $79,000,000  worth  of  agricultuml  produce,  or  5  per  cent  of 
the  total.  Sugar,  which  is  the  principal  factor  in  the  German  trade, 
constituted  more  than  half  of  these  imports.  Aside  from  sugar,  the 
agricultural  products  purchased  most  extensively  from  Germany 
are  eggs,  wheat,  oats,  and  oil  cake.  The  wheat  and  oats,  if  not  also 
the  eggs  and  oil  cake,  are  doubtless  in  large  part  reexports  of  produce 
received  originally  from  other  countries,  and  particularly  from  Russia. 

NETHERLANDS. 

The  Netherlands  supplied  4.4  per  cent  of  the  agricultural  produce 
imported  into  the  Utfited  Kingdom  during  1900,  the  value  amounting 
to  ^9,000,000.  Oleomargarin,  or  imitation  butter,  formed  the  largest 
item,  and  sugar  the  second  largest.  Among  other  products  that  are 
imported  in  considerable  quantities  from  the  Netherlands  should  be 
mentioned  butter,  cheese,  and  milk,  and  also  fresh  pork  and  fresh 
mutton. 

ARGENTINA. 

Agricultural  imports  worth  $63,000,000,  or  4  per  cent  of  the  total, 
were  received  in  1900  from  Argentina.  Wheat  is  the  product  imported 
most  extensively  from  that  source.  Another  grain  that  the  United 
Kingdom  receives  in  large  quantities  from  Argentina  is  indian  corn,  or 
maize.  Recently  an  extensive  trade  has  been  developed  in  fresh  mutton, 
and  also  a  considerable  trade  in  fresh  beef.  Argentine  cattle  and  sheep 
are  imported  quite  largely,  and  to  some  extent  their  products — ^tallow 
and  wool.  Flaxseed  is  another  item  of  considerable  importance  among 
the  agricultural  imports  received  from  Argentina. 

RUSSIA. 

During  1900  Russia  kept  equal  pace  with  Argentina  as  a  contributor 
to  the  agricultural  import  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom,  furnishing 
products  worth  $63,000,000,  or  4  per  cent  of  the  total.  Grains  occupy 
an  important  place  among  the  products  received  from  Russia.  In  the 
year  mentioned  oats  were  imported  more  extensively  than  any  other 
variety.  Wheat,  barlej^  and  indian  corn  followed  in  the  order  named. 
Flax  and  flaxseed  are  also  leading  imports  from  Russia,  and  within  the 
last  few  years  an  important  trade  has  been  developed  in  butter  and  eggs. 

DENMARK. 

From  Denmark,  which  is  the  leading  source  of  the  United  King- 
dom's butter  imports,  agricultural  produce  was  received  in  1900  to 
the  value  of  $62,000,000,  or  3.9  per  cent  of  the  total.  After  butter, 
the  principal  item  received  from  Denmark  is  bacon,  to  the  production 
of  which  Danish  agriculturists  have  recently  given  much  attention. 
In  addition  to  butter  and  bacon,  the  Danes  are  now  beginning  to  send 
large  quantities  of  eggs  to  the  British  market. 
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EGYPT. 


The  large  amount  of  cotton  supplied  by  Egypt  gives  that  country  a 
place  of  some  prominence  among  the  sources  of  the  United  Kingdom's 
agricultural  imports.  In  1900  the  agricultural  products  of  all  kinds 
imported  from  Egypt  had  an  aggregate  value  of  $60,000,000,  forming 
3.8  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  long-fibered  Egyptian  cotton,  which  is 
used  so  extensively  b}'  the  British  in  the  manufacture  of  certain  lines 
of  cotton  goods,  comprises  by  far  the  largest  part  of  the  trade.  Of 
the  remaining  imports,  cotton  seed,  another  product  of  the  cotton 
plant,  is  decidedly  the  most  important. 


BELGIUM. 


Belgium  contributed  2.2  per  cent  of  the  agricultural  produce  im- 
ported by  the  United  Kingdom  during  1900,  the  shipments  for  that  3^ear 
having  a  value  of  $34,000,000.  Sugar,  flax,  and  eggs  are  the  articles 
received  in  largest  quantities  from  Belgium.  Other  items  of  consider- 
able importance  in  the  Belgian  trade  are  potatoes,  butter,  and  wool. 
It  is  to  be  assumed  that  the  wool  furnished  by  Belgium  was  almost 
entirely  the  product  of  other  countries,  and  probably  in  chief  part  of 
France  and  Argentina. 


HPAIN. 


From  Spain  agricultural  imports  amounting  in  value  to  $26,000,000, 
and  forming  1.7  per  cent  of  the  total,  were  received  during  1900. 
Fruits  occupy  the  most  important  place  among  the  products  purchased 
from  that  country.  The  orange  is  the  fruit  imported  most  extensively, 
but  i*aisins  and  grapes  are  also  received  in  considerable  quantities. 
Next  to  fruits  the  principal  item  consists  of  wines.  Other  leading 
imports  from  Spain  are  Spanish  onions,  esparto,  olive  oil,  and  almonds. 


ASIATIC   TURKEY. 


Asiatic  Turkey  sent  to  the  British  market  in  1900  $1(3,000,000  worth 
of  agricultural  produce,  or  1  per  cent  of  the  total.  Barley  forms  the 
largest  item  among  the  agricultural  imports  from  that  country.  Other 
articles  of  considerable  importance  are  raisins,  figs,  and  wool. 


BRITISH   POSSESSIONS. 

AUSTRALASIA. 


Among  the  British  possessions  that  contribute  to  the  agricultural 
import  trade  of  the  parent  countr}^  the  Australasian  colonies  now 
rank  foremost.  In  1900  Australasia  furnished  about  9  per  cent  of  all 
the  agricultural  produce  imported  by  the  United  Kingdom,  the  com- 
bined imports  from  the  various  Australasian  colonies  having  an 
aggregate  value  of  $146,000,000.  New  Zealand,  New  South  Wales, 
and  Victoria  are  the  leading  sources,  but  Queensland  and  South  Aus- 
tralia also  make  important  contributions.     Producti>  of  animal  industry, 
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and  particularly  of  sheep  raising,  are  conspicuous  among  the  impoi'ta- 
tlons  from  Australasia.  Wool  forms  decidedly  the  largest  item  in  the 
trade,  while  fresh  mutton  ranks  second  in  importance.  Butter  is  also 
imported  quite  extensively  from  Australasia,  and  so  are  tallow  and 
stearin.  Beef,  fresh  and  cured,  forms  another  item  of  considerable 
importance. 

BKITISH   BA8T  INDIES. 

Next  to  Australasia,  the  British  East  Indies  supply  the  greatest 
amount  of  agricultural  produce  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom 
from  its  several  colonial  possessions.  In  1900  the  value  of  the  ship- 
ments rex^eived  from  that  source  amounted  to  $126,000,000,  forming 
about  8  per  cent  of  the  total.  A  large  part  of  the  imports  received 
from  the  British  East  Indies  comes  from  Bengal.  After  Bengal,  the 
most  important  sources  are  Ceylon  and  Bombay. 

The  principal  import  into  the  United  Kingdom  from  the  British 
East  Indies  is  tea.  Jute  ranks  next  to  tea  in  importance,  while  flax- 
seed stands  third  and  rice  fourth.  Hides  and  skins  also  form  a  consid- 
erable item  among  the  articles  of  importation. 

CANADA. 

With  the  exception  of  Australasia  and  the  British  East  Indies, 
Canada  outstrips  all  other  British  possessions  as  a  contributor  to  the 
agricultural  import  trade  of  the  mother  country.  During  1900  the 
agricultural  products  received  from  Canada  comprised  4 A  per  cent  of 
the  total,  their  value  being  $69,000,000. 

(yheese  is  the  item  of  leading  value  among  the  articles  supplied  by 
Canada.  Other  animal  products  furnished  quite  extensively  are  bacon 
and  hams,  and  butter  and  eggs.  Canadian  beef  cattle  are  shipped  in 
large  numbers  to  the  United  Kingdom,  forming  one  of  the  principal 
features  of  the  trade.  Canada  also  sends  heavy  shipments  of  grain  to 
the  British  market,  particularly  wheat  and  Indian  corn,  with  oats  in 
smaller  quantities.  Wheat  flour  is  another  important  article  of  ship- 
ment, as  are  also  fresh  apples. 

CAPE  OP  GOOD   HOPE. 

Of  the  remaining  British  dependencies  that  send  agricultural  pro- 
duce to  the  markets  of  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
is  the  most  important.  During  1900  about  1  per  cent  of  the  British 
agricultural  imports  came  from  that  source,  the  value  amounting  to 
$14,000,000,  The  principal  products  received  from  the  Cape  are  wool, 
ostrich  feathers,  and  mohair. 

SUMMABY   STATEMENT,  BY   COUNTRIES,  OF   AGBICULTURAL   IMPORTS. 

Following  is  a  table  that  shows  the  value  of  the  agricultural  products 
imported  into  the  United  Kingdom  from  the  various  countries  of  sup- 
ply during  each  of  the  five  years  1896-1900:

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GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF  AGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS. 


An  examination  into  the  character  of  the  agricultural  imports  of  the 
United  Kingdom  for  1900  brings  out  the  fact  that  about  60  per  cent 
comprised  articles  of  food,  about  35  per  cent  I'aw  materials  for  manu- 
facture, and  about  5  per  cent  feed  stuffs  for  the  maintenance  of  live 
stock. 

The  amount  paid  by  the  United  Kingdom  for  imported  foods  in  the 
year  under  consideration  reached  as  high  as  $937,000,000,  or  about  $23 
per  capita.  This  shows  how  largely  the  British  people  depend  on  out- 
side sources  of  supply  for  their  means  of  sustenance. 

The  people  of  the  United  Kingdom  also  depend  in  great  measure  on 
foreign  sources  for  the  various  raw  materials  that  form  the  basis  of 
their  extensive  manufacturing  industries.  During  1900  the  imports  of 
such  materials  of  an  agricultuml  nature  cost  $523,000,000,  or  $13  per 
capita. 

The  British  are  likewise  obliged  to  purchase  from  other  countries  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  feed  required  for  their  dair\'  cattle  and 
for  the  large  number  of  di-aft  animals  used  throughout  the  United 
Kingdom.  In  the  importation  of  feed  stuffs  during  1900  the  sum  of 
$102,000,000  was  expended. 

In  addition  to  the  three  great  classes  of  imports  mentioned  —food 
products,  raw  materials  for  manufacture,  and  feed  stuffs — about 
$15,000,000  worth  of  miscellaneous  agricultural  produce  was  imported 
into  the  British  market  during  1900. 

Of  the  food  products  received  from  abroad  in  that  year  the  United 
States  supplied  about  30  per  cent,  outl^nng  British  possessions  about 
20  per  cent,  and  foreign  countries  other  than  the  United  States  the 
remaining  50  per  cent. 

In  the  case  of  luw  materials  the  United  States  was  the  source  of  33 
per  cent,  the  British  possessions  of  35  per  cent,  and  other  countries  of 
32  per  cent. 

Of  the  feed  stuffs  the  United  States  contributed  57  per  cent,  the 
British  possessions  less  than  8  per  cent,  and  other  sources  about  35 
per  cent. 

The  following  table  shows  the  value  of  the  agricultural  imports  into 
the  United  Kingdom  classified  as  food  products,  raw  materials,  and 
feed  stuffs,  and  the  percentage  of  each  class  received  from  the  United 
States,  from  British  possessions,  and  from  other  sources:

Breadstuffs  form  decidedly  the  most  important  item  in  the  British 
agricultural  import  trade.  During  1!)00  the  amount  expended  for 
imported  breadstuffs  was  $288,000,000,  of  which  sum  ?15",000,000,  or 
55  per  cent  was  paid  to  the  United  States,  The  breadstuffs  procured 
from  foreign  countries  other  than  the  United  States  cost  $99,000,000, 
forming  34  per  cent  of  the  total,  while  from  British  possessions  there 
were  purchases  amounting  to  $32,000,000,  or  11  per  cent.  Wheat  and 
wheat  flour,  corn,  oats,  and  barley  were  the  principal  imports  under 
the  head  of  breadstuffs. 

Wh£at. — The  imports  of  wheat  into  the  United  Kingdom  during 
1900  were  valued  at  $11-I:,000,I)00,  amounting  to  l:iS, 000, 000  bushels. 
Nearly  one-half  of  these  imports*  came  from  the  United  Stat«s,  from 
which  source  consignments  having  an  aggregate  value  of  $.55,000,000, 
or  48  per  cent  of  the  total,  were  shipped  to  the  British  market. 
Measured  in  quantity,  the  wheat  received  from  the  United  States 
amounted  to  61,000,000  bushels.  After  the  United  Stat«s  the  principal 
source  of  supply  in  19(K)  was  Argentina,  from  which  country 
35,00(1,000  bushels,  valued  at  about  $30,000,0(10,  or  2ti  per  cent  of  the 
total,  wei-e  imported.  About  9  per  cent  came  from  Canada,  the 
imports  of  Canadian  wheat  amounting  to  12,000,000  bii.slicU,  with  a 
value  of  about  $11,000,000.  Rus.sia  furnished  fi.S  per  cent  of  the 
wheat  imports,  sending  8,859,000  bushels,  with  a  value  of  $7,428,000. 
Imports*  amounting  to  7,071,(X)O  bushels,  and  valued  at  $6,402,000, 
were  received  from  Australasia^  that  source  supplying  about  5.6  per 
cent  of  the  total.     From  Germany  3,413,000  bushels  were  purchased, 
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the  value  being  $2,917,000,  or  2.6  per  cent  of  the  total.  Roumania 
contributed  shipments  amounting  to  1.1  per  cent  of  the  total,  the 
quantity  being  1,411,000  bushels  and  the  value  $1,278,000. 

Of  the  several  countries  mentioned,  the  United  States  is  the  only 
one  that  shows  any  considerable  constancy  as  a  source  of  supply.  In 
the  other  great  wheat-exporting  countries  the  surplus  available  for 
shipment  to  foreign  markets  from  year  to  year  is  a  much  more  varia- 
ble quantity  than  in  the  United  States.  The  imports  from  Argentina 
during  1900  were  exceptionally  large,  while  those  from  Russia  were 
much  smaller  than  in  some  of  the  preceding  years.  In  1896,  for 
instance,  Argentina  furnished  only  9,198,000  bushels,  while  Russia 
supplied  32,000,000  bushels,  or  nearly  the  reverse  of  the  situation  in 
1900.  The  imports  from  Canada  and  from  Australasia  during  1900 
were  also  much  in  excess  of  the  average.  The  shipments  received 
from  Germany  during  1900  were  considerably  larger  than  those 
reported  for  the  years  immediately  preceding,  while  in  the  case  of 
Roumania  the  1900  figures  were  noticeably  small  when  compared  with 
the  returns  for  1896,  in  which  year  imports  amounting  to  10,000,000 
bushels  were  recorded. 

Among  the  various  other  countries  contributing  to  the  British  wheat 
supply  in  1900  Bulgaria,  Cyprus,  Uruguay,  Denmark,  and  European 
Turkey  sent  the  principal  shipments. 

Wheat  fioxiT, — ^The  enormous  quantities  of  wheat  in  the  grain  that  are 
annually  brought  into  the  United  Kingdom  to  be  milled  do  not  by  any 
means  supply  the  demand.  The  grain  imports  are  each  year  supple- 
mented by  heavy  importations  of  flour.  During  1900  over  12,000,000 
barrels  of  foreign  flour  were  disposed  of  in  the  British  market  at  a  value 
of  nearly  $50,000,000.  The  principal  part  of  these  imports  came  from 
the  United  States,  from  which  countr}-  about  10,000,000  barrels  were 
procured,  the  value  amounting  to  $41,000,000,  or  83  per  cent  of  the 
total.  When  contrasted  with  the  importations  from  the  United  States 
the  shipments  received  from  other  countries  seem  comparatively  small. 
Canada,  Austria-Hungary,  and  France  were  the  only  competitors  of 
any  considerable  importance.  Canada  supplied  688,000  barrels,  valued 
at  $2,777,000,  or  5.7  per  cent  of  the  total.  From  Austria-Hungary 
there  were  imports  amounting  to  667,000  barrels,  with  a  value  of 
$3,063,000,  or  6.2  per  cent.  Owing  to  the  exceptionally  high  grade 
of  Hungarian  flour,  the  imports  from  that  source,  although  somewhat 
less  in  quantity  than  the  imports  from  Canada,  exceeded  the  latter 
quite  noticeably  in  value.  France,  which  ranked  next  to  Canada  and 
Austria-Hungary  as  a  competitor  of  the  United  States  in  the  British 
flour  trade,  supplied  432,000  barrels,  the  value  amounting  to  $1,577,000, 
or  3.2  per  cent  of  the  totiil. 

Of  the  remaining  sources  of  supply  Australasia,  Argentina,  and  Bel- 
gium were  the  most  important. 
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Cam,— During  1900  the  United  Kingdom  expended  $60,000,000  in 
the  importation  of  indian  corn,  or  maize,  the  quantity  received  amount- 
ing to  108,000,000  bushels. 

Com  is  imported  chiefly  as  a  feed  for  live  stock,  including  poultry^. 
The  amount  used  for  manufacturing  purposes,  such  as  distilling,  the 
production  of  corn  starch,  etc.,  is  comparatively  small,  and  the  amount 
used  for  human  food  still  smaller. 

The  United  States  is  naturally  the  principal  contributor  to  the  supply. 
The  imports  from  this  source  during  1900  amounted  to  77,000,000 
bushels,  having  an  aggregate  value  of  $42,000,000,  or  70  per  cent  of 
the  total.  The  leading  competitors  of  the  United  States  in  the  corn 
trade  of  1900  were  Argentina,  Canada,  Roumania,  and  Russia,  named 
in  the  order  of  their  importance.  During  that  year  Argentine  corn 
was  imported  into  the  British  market  to  the  extent  of  18,000,000 
bushels,  the  value  amounting  to  $7,369,000,  or  about  12  per  cent  of  the 
total.  The  quantity  imported  from  Canada  was  9,591,000  bushels, 
with  a  value  of  $5,205,000,  or  8.7  per  cent.  From  Roumania  4,553,000 
bushels,  valued  at  $2,940,000,  or  4.9  per  cent,  were  imported.  The 
shipments  received  from  Russia  amounted  in  quantity  to  3,779,000 
bushels,  and  in  value  to  $2,344,000,  forming  3.9  per  cent  of  the  total. 

European  Turkey,  Morocco,  and  Uruguay  stood  foremost  among 
the  remaining  sources  from  which  in  1900  the  United  Kingdom  drew 
its  indian-corn  supply. 

Com  meal, — In  addition  to  the  heavy  receipts  of  indian  corn  in  the 
grain,  the  United  Kingdom  also  makes  annual  importations,  but  to  a 
very  limited  extent,  of  corn  meal.  In  1900  933,000  barrels  of  this 
product  were  received  from  abroad,  the  value  amounting  to  $2,221,000. 
Practically  all  of  these  imports  were  furnished  by  the  United  States. 

Like  the  imports  of  corn  in  the  grain,  those  of  meal  are  used  princi- 
pally as  feed  for  live  stock. 

Oats. — ^The  United  Kingdom  is  also  a  heavy  buyer  of  oats,  depend- 
ing largely  on  outside  sources  for  this  important  feed  stuff.  During 
1900  oats  were  imported  to  the  extent  of  70,000,000  bushels,  the  value 
amounting  to  $25,000,000. 

Russia  and  the  United  States  are  the  most  important  sources  of  sup- 
plv.  For  several  years  prior  to  19(X)  the  United  States  outstripped  its 
chief  competitor  in  the  quantity  furnished,  but  in  1900  Russia  came  to 
the  front  with  exceptionally  heavy  shipments,  supplying  37,000,000 
bushels,  worth  $13,000,000,  or  52  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  imports 
from  the  United  States  in  that  vear  amounted  to  20,000,000  bushels,

with  a  value  of  $7,201,000,  or  28  per  cent.  After  Russia  and  the 
United  States,  Gennany  and  Canada  are  the  principal  contributors. 
In  1900  the  former  country  furnished  5,884,000  Imshels,  valued  at 
$2,289,0(X),  or  9  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  the  latter  5,313,000  bushels, 
valued  at  $1,991,000,  or  7.8  per  cent. 
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Among  the  various  other  sources  from  which  the  United  K'ingdom 
bought  oats  in  1900,  the  Netherlands,  Sweden,  and  Asiatic  Turkey  fur- 
nished the  largest  shipments. 

While  the  principal  part  of  the  oats  imported  into  the  United  King- 
dom is  unquestionably  fed  to  live  stock,  a  considerable  quantity  of 
this  grain  is  also  ground  up  into  oatmeal  to  be  used  as  human  food, 
supplementing  the  large  imports  of  that  breakfast  cereal  in  its  ore- 
pared  form. 

Oatmeal, — Unfortunately  the  British  trade  statistics  do  not  show  the 
exact  quantity  of  oatmeal  imported,  the  returns  for  that  item  being  con- 
solidated with  those  for  groats.  The  combined  imports  of  oatmeal  and 
groats  in  1900  amounted  to  94,000,000  pounds  and  had  an  aggregate 
value  of  $2,549,000.  Of  these  imports,  the  United  States  supplied 
80,000,000  pounds,  worth  1^2,255,000,  or  88  per  cent  of  the  total.  Pre- 
sumabl}'  more  than  half  of  the  imports  under  this  head  from  the  United 
States  consisted  of  oatmeal.  The  presumption  is  strengthened  by  the 
United  States  export  returns  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1 901 ,  which 
show  that  in  the  year  mentioned  about  54;000,000  pounds  of  oatmeal 
were  shipped  from  this  country  to  the  United  Kingdom.  Aside  from 
the  United  States,  the  only  country  shipping  oatmeal  in  any  consider- 
able quantities  to  the  British  market  is  Canada.  In  1900  the  shipments 
of  oatmeal  and  groats  received  from  Canada  amounted  to  13,000,000 
pounds,  worth  $270,000,  or  about  11  per  cent  of  the  total.  An  exami- 
nation of  the  Canadian  export  returns  shows  that  these  shipments 
consisted  chiefly  of  oatmeal. 

Barley, — Barley  is  used  quite  extensively  in  the  United  Kingdom  for 
malting,  and  also  to  some  extent  for  })read  purposes.  During  1900  the 
imports  of  this  grain  amounted  to  40,000,000  bushels,  having  a  value 
of  $25,000,000.  The  principal  importations  came  from  the  United 
States,  Russia,  Asiatic  Turkev,  and  Roumania. 

The  United  States  contributed  9,980,000  bushels,  with  a  value  of 
$6,569,000,  or  26  per  cent  of  the  total.  From  Russia  there  were 
imported  11,000,000  bushels,  worth  $6,145,000,  or  25  per  cent.  The 
imports  from  Asiatic  Turkey  were  recorded  at  9,355,000  bushels,  hav- 
ing a  value  of  $6,012,000,  or  24  per  cent.  From  Roumania  3,478,000 
bushels  were  received,  the  value  being  $1,986,000,  or  about  8  per  cent. 

The  imports  from  Russia  and  Roumania  during  1900  were  much 
smaller  than  in  average  years,  while  on  the  other  hand  unusually  large 
quantities  came  from  the  United  Sttites  and  Asiatic  Turke3\ 

Among  numerous  other  sources  from  which  the  barley  supply  of  the 
United  Kingdom  was  obtained  in  1900,  Canada,  (lermany,  Chile,  and 
France  were  the  most  important. 

Rye, — Another  bread  grain  that  the  United  Kingdom  purchases  in 
considerable  quantities  is  rye.  During  1900  the  importation  of  this 
cereal  amounted  to  2,449,000  bushels  and  had  a  value  of  $1,751,000. 
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The  quantitiovS  furnished  from  3'ear  to  year  by  the  several  countries 
contributintr  to  the  supply  have  varied  widely,  and  especially  the 
imports  from  Russia  and  the  Ignited  States.  The  two  countries  men- 
tioned have  alternated  as  the  leading  source  of  importation.  In  1900 
Russia  furnished  slightly  largei*  shipments  than  the  Ignited  States,  the 
imports  received  from  the  former  country  amounting  to  827,000  bush- 
els and  having  a  value  pf  $613,000,  or  35  per  cent  of  the  total,  while 
the  Tnited  States  contributed  821,000  bushels,  valued  at  $555,000,  or 
32  per  cent.  After  Russia  and  the  United  States,  the  only  important 
sources  were  Canada,  Germany,  and  Roumania.  In  1900  the  imports 
from  Canada  were  recorded  at  510,000  bushels,  with  a  value  of  $363,000, 
or  21  per  cent.  Germany  supplied  in  that  year  216,000  bushels,  the 
value  amounting  to  $165,000,  or  9.4  per  cent.  The  quantity  of  rye 
received  from  Roumania  during  1900  was  unusually  small,  amounting 
to  only  60,000  bushels,  with  a  value  of  $44,000,  or  2.5  per  cent.  The 
imports  from  all  sources  other  than  those  mentioned  comprised  in 
value  less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  total. 

MEAT  PRODUcrrs. 

Next  to  breadstuff s,  the  item  of  largest  value  in  the  agricultural 
import  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  is  that  comprising  the  various 
articles  of  merchandise  known  as  meat  products.  During  1900  the 
total  value  of  this  class  of  imports  reached  the  enormous  sum  of 
$225,000,000. 

A  little  over  one-half  of  the  British  import  trade  in  meat  products 
had  its  source  in  the  United  States,  from  which  country  shipments 
were  received  amounting  in  value  to  $116,000,000,  or  52  per  cent  of 
the  total.  Foreign  countries  other  than  the  United  States  supplied  28 
per  cent,  the  value  of  the  imports  from  such  sources  amounting  to 
$63,000,000.  From  the  outlying  possessions  of  the  United  Kingdom 
there  were  imports  valued  at  $46,000,000,  or  20  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Hog  products  were  decidedly  the  leading  factor  in  this  trade,  their 
import  value  in  1900  reaching  as  high  as  $102,000,000.  The  imports 
of  beef  products,  which  came  next  in  importance,  carried  a  value  of 
$62,000,(X)0.  Mutton  and  oleomargarin  were  also  imported  quite 
extensively. 

Baam, — Bacon,  which  is  so  staple  an  article  of  food  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  was  the  principal  item  under  the  head  of  hog  products. 
During  1900  the  British  people  expended  for  imported  bacon  the 
considerable  sum  of  $57,oOo,000,  the  quantity  purchased  amounting  to 
632,000,000  pounds.  From  the  United  States  alone  they  imported 
443,000,000  pounds,  having  a  value  of  $36,000,000,  or  64  per  cent  of 
the  total. 

Although  the  United  States  controls  the  principal  part  of  the  trade, 
it  has  two  aggressive  competitors  in  Denmark  and  Canada.     During 
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1900  Denmark  sent  to  the  British  market  123,000,000  pounds  of  bacon, 
valued  at  $16,000,000,  or  26  per  cent  of  the  total.  Canada  furnished 
in  that  year  59,000,000  pounds,  worth  $5,234,000,  or  about  9  per  cent. 

It  will  be  noticed  from  the  figures  just  quoted  that  the  imports  from 
Denmark  and  Canada  brought  proportionately  a  much  higher  price 
than  the  consignments  received  from  the  United  States.  In  1900  the 
average  import  price  of  all  bacon  coming  from  the  United  States  was 
8.2  cents  per  pound,  whereas  the  import  price  of  the  Danish  bacon 
averaged  li.l  cents  and  that  of  the  Canadian  bacon  8.8  cents  per 
pound. 

While  the  United  States  furnishes  a  much  larger  portion  of  the 
British  bacon  supply  than  either  Denmark  or  Canada,  the  latter  coun- 
tries take  greater  pains  to  produce  for  export  the  particular  grade 
preferred  in  the  British  market,  and  their  produce  accordingly  brings 
on  the  average  a  considerably  higher  price  than  the  bacon  received 
from  the  United  States. 

Aside  from  the  United  States,  Denmark,  and  Canada,  the  only 
sources  from  which  bacon  wa.s  imported  into  the  Ignited  Kingdom  to 
any  considerable  extent  during  1900  were  the  Netherlands,  Sweden, 
and  Russia,  but  the  combined  importations  from  these  three  countries 
amounted  to  only  about  1  per  cent  of  the  total. 

HmiiH, — Next  to  bacon,  hams  form  the  principal  ai-ticle  of  impor- 
tation under  the  head  of  hog  products.  In  1900  the  ham  imports  of 
the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to  202,000,000  pounds  and  were  valued 
at  $21,(X)0,000.  They  were  furnished  chiefly  by  the  Unitt^d  States,  from 
which  country  shipments  were  received  to  the  amount  of  l79,000,0i)0 
pounds,  the  value  being  l?18,(KX),000,  or  89  per  cent  of  the  total.  Can- 
ada was  the  onlv  other  countrv  that  contributed  materiallv  to  the  sup- 
ply.  Of  Canadian  hams,  22,000,000  pounds  were  purchased,  the  cost 
being  1^2,175, OOO,  or  nearly'  11  per  cent  of  the  total  import  value. 

Lard. — Lard  is  another  hog  product  the  British  suppl}"  of  which  is 
derived  chiefly  from  the  United  States.  In  1900  the  United  Kingdom 
purchased  from  abroad  21(),00(),000  pounds  of  this  article,  paying 
therefor  the  sum  of  $U>,()0(),0()0.  Of  these  imports,  201,000,000 
pounds  were  furnished  by  the  United  States,  the  value  amounting  to 
$15,000,000,  or  93  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  only  other  source  from 
which  lard  was  imported  in  any  considerable  quantities  was  Canada, 
that  country  supplying  13,000,000  pounds,  valued  at  $987,000,  or  about 
6  per  cent.  The  small  additional  im|X)rts  received  came  principally 
from  Denmark,  Germany,  and  the  Netherlands. 

Po7'Jk\  Although  pork  is  not  imported  into  the  I'nited  Kingdom  as 
extensively  Jis  some  of  the  other  hog  products,  it  nevertheless  forms 
an  item  of  considerable  importance  in  the  trade.  During  1900  there 
were  imports  of  fresh  pork  amounting  to  78,000,000  pounds,  and 
valued  at  ^7,277,000.  Salted  or  pickled  pork  was  purchased  from 
abroad  to  the  extent  of  28,000,000  pounds,  the  value  being  ^1,467,000. 
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The  fresh  pork  came  chiefly  from  the  Netherlands  and  the  United 
States.  The  former  country  contributed  44,000,000  pounds,  worth 
$4,009,000,  or  55  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  the  United  States  27,000,000 
pounds,  worth  $2,446,000,  or  34  per  cent.  Among  the  additional 
sources  of  importation  Belgium  and  Denmark  ranked  foremost. 

The  imports  of  pork  in  a  salted  or  pickled  condition  were  received 
chiefly  from  the  United  States  and  Denmark.  The  United  States  sent 
to  the  British  market  in  1900  14,000,000  pounds,  valued  at  $865,000, 
or  59  per  cent  of  the  total,  while  Denmark  supplied  about  9,248,000 
pounds,  valued  at  $409,000,  or  28  per  cent.  Of  the  remaining  sources 
of  supply,  Canada  and  German}''  were  the  most  important. 

Fresh  beef, — Among  the  beef  products  imported  fresh  beef  forms 
the  -leading  item.  During  1900  there  were  sent  to  the  British  market 
from  abroad  462,000,000  pounds  of  this  article,  the  value  amounting  to 
$40,000,000.  The  United  States  was  the  principal  source  of  supply, 
furnishing  321,000,000  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $29,000,000,  or  74  per 
cent  of  the  total.  After  the  United  States,  the  Australasian  colonies 
were  the  principal  contributors,  supplying  81,000,000  pounds,  worth 
$5,685,000,  or  14  per  cent.  Queensland  and  New  Zealand  controlled 
the  largest  part  of  the  Australasian  trade  in  fresh  beef.  Argentina 
was  another  country  from  which  this  product  was  purchased  in  con- 
siderable quantities.  The  import*j  from  Argentina  in  1900  amounted 
to  46,000,000  pounds,  and  had  a  value  of  $3,247,000,  forming  about  8 
per  cent  of  the  total.  Among  other  countries  engaged  in  this  trade 
Denmark  and  Canada  were  the  most  prominent. 

Preserved  beef, — Befef  in  its  various  preserved  forms  is  not  imported 
by  the  United  Kingdom  nearly  so  extensively  as  fresh  beef.  During 
1900  there  were  imports  of  salted  or  pickled  beef  to  the  extent  of 
22,000,000  pounds,  valued  at  $1,248,000,  and  of  other  cured  beef,  con- 
sisting chiefly  of  the  canned  article,  to  the  extent  of  58,000,000  pounds, 
valued  at  $7,092,000. 

The  salted  or  pickled  beef  was  received  chiefly  from  the  United 
States,  that  country  supplying  21,000,000  pounds,  worth  $1,191,000, 
or  95  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  remaining  imports  came  largely  from 
Canada. 

The  United  States  was  also  the  principal  source  of  supply  as  regards 
the  cured  beef  imported  by  the  United  Kingdom,  furnishing  32,000,000 
pounds  in  1900,  valued  at  $3,447,000,  or  49  per  cent  of  the  total. 
Australasia  contributed  30  per  cent,  supplying  17,000,000  pounds, 
worth  $2,129,000.  The  Australasian  shipments  came  chiefly  from 
Queensland  and  New  South  Wales.  Belgium,  Argentina,  and  Canada 
ranked  foremost  among  the  remaining  countries  from  which  imports 
were  received. 

Tallmc, — Tallow  is  another  meat  product  that  the  United  Kingdom 
imports  in  large  quantities.  The  British  import  returns  for  1900  show 
that  in  that  year  244,000,000  pounds  of  tallow  and  stearin  were  received 
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from  abroad.  Unfortunately  the  amount  of  stearin  included  in  these 
figures  can  not  be  separately  stated,  but  it  was  presumably  a  com- 
paratively small  portion  of  the  whole.  The  eom})ined  imports  had  a 
value  of  $14,000,000.  They  came  chiefly  from  the  Australasian  col- 
onies and  from  the  United  States.  Australasia  furnished  136,000,000 
pounds,  worth  $7,737,000,  or  56  per  cent  of  the  total.  New  South 
Wales  and  New  Zealand  contributed  the  principal  part  of  these  ship- 
ments. From  the  United  States  64,000,000  pounds  were  imported, 
the  value  being  $3,417,000,  or  25  per  cent.  Argentina  also  contributed 
quite  largely,  supplying  20,000,000  pounds,  valued  at  $1,164,000,  or 
about  8  per  cent.  Of  the  remaining  sources  of  importation  France, 
Belgium,  the  Netherlands,  and  Canada  were  the  most  important. 

Muttm.— During  19(X)  the  British  people  imported  380,000,000 
pounds  of  fresh  mutton,  at  a  cost  of  $28,000,000.  More  than  half  of 
these  imports  came  from  the  Australasian  colonies,  the  shipments 
received  from  that  source  amounting  to  217,000,000  pounds,  and  hav- 
ing a  value  of  $16,000,000,  or  58  per  cent  of  the  total.  Aside  from 
Australasia  the  only  important  sources  of  supply  were  Argentina  and 
the  Netherlands,  the  former  country  contributing  125,000,000  pounds 
and  the  latter  country  37,(X)O,000  pounds.  The  imports  from  Argentina 
were  valued  at  $8,220,0(X),  or  29  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  the  imports 
from  the  Netherlands  at  $3,589,000,  or  13  per  cent. 

OleomargtiTtn^  or  Imitation  Imtter, — Another  article  of  importation 
classified  under  the  head  of  meat  products  is  oleomargarin,  or  imita- 
tion butter.  During  1900  the  British  people  spent  about  $12,000,000 
for  imports  of  this  product,  the  quantity  received  amounting  to 
103,000,000  pounds.  The  oleomargarin  imported  into  the  United 
Kingdom  comes  chiefly'  from  the  Netherlands.  In  1900  that  country 
supplied  97,000,000  pounds,  valued  at  $11,000,000,  or  93  per  cent  of 
the  total.  Among  the  remaining  countries  of  supply.  France  and 
German}^  were  the  largest  contributors.  The  United  States  furnished 
only  about  75,000  pounds,  worth  a  little  over  $5,000. 

COTTON. 

After  the  two  large  groups  of  merchandise  known  as  breadstuffs  and 
meat  products,  the  most  important  factor  in  the  agricultural  import 
trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  is  cotton,  enormous  quantities  of  which 
are  annually  purchased  to  supply  the  British  mills  with  raw  material. 
For  this  staple  article,  which  is  the  basis  of  one  of  their  greatest  manu- 
facturing industries,  the  British  people  are  largely  dependent  upon  the 
United  States.  During  1900  there  were  shipped  to  the  British  market 
from  all  sources  1,779,000,000  pounds  of  cotton,  having  an  aggregate 
value  of  about  $200,000,(X)0.  Of  these  imports  1,760,000,000  pounds, 
worth  over  $199,000,0(K),  consisted  of  raw  cotton,  and  19,000,000 
pounds,  worth  $656,000,  of  waste  cotton. 
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Of  the  raw  cotton  imported  the  United  States  furnished  1,305,000,000 
pounds,  valued  at  $147,000,000,  or  74  per  cent  of  the  total.  Next  to 
the  United  States  the  most  important  source  of  supply  was  Egypt. 
The  peculiar,  long-fibered  cotton  of  that  country  was  imported  to  the 
extent  of  312,000,000  pounds,  the  value  amounting  to  $44,000,000,  or 
22  per  cent.  The  British  East  Indies  also  supplied  cotton  in  consider- 
able quantities.  From  that  source  37,000,000  pounds  were  procured, 
the  value  being  $3,387,000,  or  1.7  per  cent.  Madras  furnished  the 
principal  part  of  these  shipments.  About  30,000,000  pounds,  valued 
at  $3,259,01)0,  or  1.6  per  cent,  came  from  Brazil.  Peru,  Chile,  and 
China  stood  foremost  among  the  countries  from  which  additional  im- 
ports were  received. 

DAIRY    PRODUCTS. 

Next  to  the  enormous  imports  of  breadstuffs  and  meat  products 
required  to  feed  the  British  people  the  most  important  group  of  food 
stuffs  received  from  abroad  is  that  comprising  the  several  products  of 
the  dairy — butter,  cheese,  and  milk.  In  the  importation  of  these 
three  products  the  people  of  the  United  Kingdom  expended  during 
1900  nearly  $127,000,000. 

The  part  played  by  the  United  States  as  a  contributor  to  the  British 
suppl}^  of  these  articles  was  strikingly  insignificant,  particularly  when 
contrasted  with  the  situation  just  described  as  regards  breadstuffs 
and  meat  products.  Of  the  sum  paid  by  the  British  for  imported 
dairy  products  in  1900  the  United  States  received  onh^  about 
$10,000,000,  or  less  than  8  per  cent.  The  outlying  possessions  of  the 
United  Kingdom  were  paid  $35,000,000,  or  about  28  per  cent.  The 
bulk  of  the  tmde,  however,  was  controlled  by  foreign  countries  other 
than  the  United  States,  the  amount  paid  to  such  countries  reaching 
as  high  as  $82,000,000,  and  forming  nearly  65  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Butter. — Among  the  dairy  products  imported,  butter  was  of  course 
the  principal  item.  The  butter  imported  by  the  British  people  in  1900 
cost  them  $85,000,000,  the  quantity  received  amounting  to  378,000,000 
pounds.  Denmark  was  the  leading  source  of  supply.  The  impoils 
from  that  country  during  1900  amounted  to  160,000,000  pounds,  and 
had  a  value  of  $39,000,000,  forming  46  per  cent  of  the  total. 

After  Denmark,  the  principal  sources  from  w^hich  the  United  King- 
dom purchases  butter  are  Australasia,  France,  the  Netherlands,  Swe- 
den, and  Russia.  During  1900  the  Australasian  colonies  sent  to  the 
British  market  58,000,000  pounds,  the  import  value  amounting  to 
$12,(XX),0iX),  or  14  per  cent.  Victoria  contributed  the  largest  portion 
of  these  shipments,  but  considerable  quantities  were  also  received 
from  New  Zealand  and  New  South  Wales.  The  amount  of  butter 
imported  from  France  in  1900  was  86,000,000  pounds,  having  a  value 
of  $8,689,000,  or  10  per  cent.  The  Netherlands  contributed  32,000,000 
pounds,  worth  $6,883,000,  or  8.1  per  cent.     From  Sweden  there  were 
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imports  valued  at  $4,934,000,  or  5.8  per  cent,  the  quantity  being 
22,000,000  pounds.  From  Russia,  including  Finland,  butter  was  pur- 
chased to  the  extent  of  23,000,000  pounds,  the  value  being  $4,773,000, 
or  5.6  per  cent. 

Among  the  various  other  countries  that  contributed  during  1900  to 
the  British  butter  supply  should  be  mentioned  Canada,  Belgium,  and 
the  United  States.  The  quantity  supplied  by  the  United  States  was 
surprisingly  small,  amounting  to  only  6,277,000  pounds,  with  a  value 
of  $1,206,000,  or  1.4  per  cent. 

Butter  is  one  of  the  agricultural  products  of  the  United  States  for 
which  there  should  be  an  exceptional  opportunity  in  the  way  of 
increased  export  trade,  provided  proper  care  is  taken  to  supply  an 
article  that  can  successfully  compete  with  the  high-grade  product  now 
furnished  by  competing  countries. 

Cheese. — Another  dairy  product  for  which  the  United  Kingdom 
depends  quite  largely  on  outside  sources  of  supply  is  cheese.  During 
1900  303,000,000  pounds  of  this  product  were  imported  into  the 
British  market,  at  a  cost  of  $33,000,000.  More  than  half  of  this  sum 
went  to  Canada,  that  country  supplying  shipments  to  the  value  of 
$18,000,000,  or  56  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  quantity  received  from 
Canada  was  169,000,000  pounds.  The  United  States  ranked  second  as 
a  source  of  supply,  contributing  76,000,000  pounds,  worth  $8,471,000, 
or  25  per  cent.  Cheese  was  also  purchased  quite  extensively  from  the 
Netherlands,  that  country  sending  shipments  to  the  amount  of  37,000,000 
pounds,  the  value  being  $3,891,000,  or  about  12  per  cent.  From 
Australasia  9,072,000  pounds,  having  a  value  of  $1,063,000,  or  about 
3  per  cent,  were  imported,  these  shipments  coming  chiefly  from  New 
Zealand.  Among  the  remaining  sources  from  which  the  United  King- 
dom procured  its  cheese  supply  in  1900  Belgium  and  France  were  the 
most  important. 

Milk, — The  British  people  consume  large  quantities  of  condensed 
milk.  The  imports  of  this  product  in  1900  amounted  to  111,000,000 
pounds,  with  a  value  of  $8,486,000.  In  addition  to  the  condensed  milk 
imported,  1,751,000  pounds  of  fresh  milk  were  purchased  from  foreign 
countries  at  a  cost  of  $131,000.  France,  Denmark,  and  the  Nether- 
lands were  the  principal  contributors  to  the  fresh-milk  supply. 

Of  the  condensed  milk  procured  from  abroad  consignments  amount 
ing  to  43,000,000  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $3,748,000,  or  44  per  cent 
of  the  total,  were  recorded  as  coming  from  France,  but  unquestion- 
ably a  large  part  of  these  consignments  originated  in  Switzerland. 
From  the  Netherlands  there  were  imports  valued  at  $2,930,000,  or  35 
per  cent,  the  quantity  amounting  to  44,000,000  pounds.  Norway  sup- 
plied 12,000,000  i)ounds,  valued  at  $908,000,  or  11  per  cent.  From  the 
United  States  shipments  amounting  to  4,178,000  pounds  were  received, 
the  value  being  $377,000,  or  4.5  percent.     Of  the  remaining  eouu- 
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tries  from  which  condensed  milk  was  imported,  Belgium,  Germany, 
and  Italy  sent  the  largest  shipments. 

WOOL. 

After  cotton  and  wheat  the  largest  single  item  in  point  of  value 
among  the  agricultural  products  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom 
during  1900  was  wool.  The  amount  expended  in  the  importation  of 
this  raw  material  was*115,000,000.  Of  the  sum  mentioned,  $93,000,000, 
or  81  per  cent,  went  to  the  various  British  possessions,  the  amount  of 
wool  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom  from  foreign  sources  being  a 
comparatively  small  portion  of  the  total.  In  1900  the  receipts  from 
countries  not  under  the  British  flag  had  a  value  of  about  $22,000,000, 
forming  about  19  per  cent. 

Under  the  geneml  head  of  wool  the  British  import  returns  include 
mohair,  other  goats'  hair,  hair  of  the  alpadt,  vicuna,  and  llama,  etc. 
The  principal  part  of  the  item,  however,  consists  of  sheep's  wool,  of 
which  553,000,000  pounds  were  imported  in  1900,  with  an  aggregate 
value  of  $106,000,000.  About  three-fourths  of  the  wool  sent  to  the 
British  market  in  that  year  came  from  the  Australasian  colonies.  The 
imports  from  this  source  amounted  to  386,000,000  pounds,  and  were 
valued  at  $79,000,000,  or  75  per  cent  of  the  total.  New  South  Wales, 
New  Zealand,  and  Victoria  were  the  largest  contributors,  but  consid- 
erable shipments  were  also  received  from  the  other  colonies.  Of  the 
remaining  British  possessions,  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  the  British 
East  Indies  were  the  principal  sources  of  supply.  From  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  2:7,000,000  pounds  were  imported,  having  a  value  of 
$4,849,000,  or  4.6  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  British  East  Indies 
furnished  31,000,000  pounds,  valued  at  $4,034,000,  or  3.8  per  cent, 
Bombay  alone  supplying  $3,700,000  worth. 

Among  the  foreign  countries  that  contributed  to  the  British  import 
trade  in  wool,  France,  Argentina,  Asiatic  Turkey,  and  Chile  were  the 
leading  factors.  From  France  20,000,000  pounds  were  imported,  the 
value  being  $4,221,000,  or  about  4  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  imports 
from  Argentina  amounted  to  1 1 ,000,000  pounds,  and  had  a  value  of 
$1,710,000,  or  1.6  per  cent.  Asiatic  Turkey  supplied  13,000,000 
pounds,  worth  $1,673,000,  or  1.6  per  cent.  From  Chile  there  were 
imports  amounting  to  12,000,000  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $1,635,000, 
or  1.5  per  cent. 

Belgium,  Russia,  Uruguay,  and  Germany  were  foremost  among  the 
various  other  countries  from  which  the  United  Kingdom  imported  wool 
during  1900.  The  United  States,  although  a  heavy  importer  of  wool, 
annually  contributes  small  shipments  to  the  British  import  trade. 
During  1900  these  shipments  amounted  to  701,000  pounds,  and  were 
valued  at  $92,000. 
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The  quantity  of  mohair  imported  b}^  the  United  Kingdom  in  1900 
was  18,000,000  pounds,  the  value  being  16,973,000.  These  imports 
came  chiefly  from  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  from  European  Turkey. 
Other  goats'  hair,  and  hair  of  the  alpaca,  vicuna,  and  llama  were 
imported  in  much  smaller  amounts. 

SUGAR. 

Sugar  is  another  important  food  product  for  which  the  United 
Kingdom  depends  almost  entirely  on  foreign  sources  of  supply.  In 
1900  imported  sugar  cost  the  British  people  $94,000,000,  and  of  this 
sum  about  $89,000,000,  or  95  per  cent  of  the  total,  was  paid  to  foreign 
countries.  The  sugar  received  from  British  possessions  amounted  in 
value  to  onl}'^  $4,327,000,  or  less  than  5  per  cent. 

Of  the  sugar  imported  into  the  British  market  during  1900 
2,156,000,000  pounds  had  been  refined,  while  1,482,000,000  pounds 
were  received  in  the  raw  state.  The  refined  sugar  was  valued  at 
$60,000,000  and  the  unrefined  at  $34,000,000.  More  than  half  of 
the  refined  sugar  came  from  Germany,  that  country  contributing 
1,329,000,000  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $37,000,000,  or  61  per  cent. 
From  France  485,000,0(X)  pounds  were  received,  the  value  amounting 
to  $13,000,000,  or  22  per  cent.  The  Netherlands  furnished  253,000,000 
pounds,  and  Belgium  68,000,000  pounds.  The  imports  from  the 
former  country  were  valued  at  $7,274,000,  or  12  per  cent,  and  the 
imports  from  the  latter  country  at  $1,900,000,  or  3.2  per  cent.  Among 
other  sources  of  supply  the  most  important  were  Austria-Hungary 
and  Russia.  Small  shipments,  amounting  to  210,000  pounds,  and 
valued  at  $9,600,  were  recorded  from  the  United  States. 

Of  the  unrefined  sugar  impoi-ted  1,147,000,000  pounds,  worth 
$25,000,000,  consisted  of  In^et  sugar,  and  335,000,000  pounds,  woith 
$8,743,000,  of  cane  sugar. 

France,  Germany,  and  Belgium  were  the  principal  sources  of  the 
raw  beet  sugar.  From  France  480,000,000  pounds  were  received,  the 
value  amounting  to  $11,000,000,  or  44  per  cent  of  the  total.  Germany 
supplied  358,000,000  pounds,  worth  $7,625,000,  or  31  per  cent.  The 
impoi-ts  from  Belgium,  amounting  to  232,000,000  pounds,  were  valued 
at  $4,848,000,  or  19  per  cent.  The  Netherlands  and  Austria- Hungary 
were  foremost  among  the  remaining  sources  of  importation. 

Of  the  unrefined  cane  sugar  imported  nearly  one-half  came  from 
the  British  tropical  possessions,  among  which  the  British  West  Indies, 
British  Guiana,  the  British  East  Indies,  and  Mauritius  were  the  prin- 
cipal contributors.  From  the  British  West  Indies  55,000,000  pounds 
were  imported,  the  value  being  $1,784,000,  or  20  per  cent  of  the  total. 
The  imports  from  British  Guiana  amounted  to  38,000,000  pounds,  and 
had  a  value  of  $1,232,000,  or  14  per  cent.     The  British  East  Indies 
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furnished  42,000,000  pounds,  valued  at  $909,000,  or  10  per  cent. 
Mauritius  contributed  19,000,000  pounds,  worth  $400,000,  or  4.6  per 
cent. 

Among  the  foreign  sources  from  which  the  United  Kingdom  received 
its  largest  imports  of  raw  cane  sugar  in  1900  were  France,  Peru, 
Argentina,  and  the  Philippine  Islands.  From  France  50,000,000  pounds 
were  purchased,  the  amount  paid  being  $1,402,000,  or  16  per  cent  of 
the  total.  The  consignments  received  from  France  consisted  of  sugar 
originally  imported  into  that  country  from  tropical  sources,  and  prob- 
ably in  chief  part  from  the  French  West  Indies.  From  Peru  the 
United  Kingdom  bought  27,000,000  pounds,  valued  at  $629,000,  or  7.2 
per  cent.  Argentina  furnished  24,000,000  pounds,  and  the  Philippine 
Islands  about  the  same  amount.  The  imports  from  Argentina  were 
valued  at  $523,000,  or  about  6  per  cent,  and  the  imports  from  the 
Philippines  at  $479,000  or  5.5  per  cent.  Among  other  sources  from 
which  the  United  Kingdom  received  unrefined  cane  sugar  in  consider- 
able quantities  should  be  mentioned  Java,  Brazil,  Chile,  and  Egypt. 
From  the  United  States  33,000  pounds  were  imported,  the  value 
being  $866. 

To  supplement  the  enormous  sugar  supply  required  by  the  people 
of  the  United  Kingdom  that  country  annually  procures  from  abroad 
large  quantities  of  molasses.^  The  imports  of  this  product  in  1900 
amounted  to  151,000,000  pounds  and  were  valued  at  $1,694,000. 
They  were  furnished  chiefly  by  the  United  States,  from  which  source 
124,000,000  pounds  were  received,  the  value  being  $1,483,000,  or  88 
per  cent  of  the  total. 

FRUITS   AND   NUTS. 

Fruits  and  nuts  foiin  an  important  class  among  the  agricultural 
products  the  British  people  are  obliged  to  procure  from  beyond  seas. 
The  impoilations  under  this  head  during  1900  were  exceptionally 
large,  having  a  total  value  of  $65,000,000.  They  were  supplied 
chiefly  by  foreign  countries  other  than  the  United  States,  the  imports 
from  such  sources  amounting  in  value  to  $52,000,000,  and  forming  80 
per  cent  of  the  total.  The  British  possessions  furnished  shipments  to 
the  value  of  $7,428,000,  or  about  11  per  cent.  The  imports  from  the 
United  States  were  valued  at  $5,732,000,  or  about  9  per  cent. 

Of  the  $65,000,000  expended  for  fruits  and  nuts,  about  $56,000,000 
represents  the  sum  paid  for  fruits  and  about  $9,000,0(X)  the  sum  paid 
for  nuts.  Fresh  fruits  were  imported  to  the  value  of  about  $32,000,000, 
and  fruits  that  had  been  dried  or  otherwise  preserved  to  the  value  of 
about  $24,000,000.  Oranges,  apples,  grapes,  bananas,  and  lemons 
were  the  varieties  of  fresh  fruit  imported  most  extensively. 

« Including  sirup. 
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()ra7ige8. — Of  oranges  570,000,000  pounds  were  received,  the  value 
being  about  $10,000,000.  Spain  was  the  principal  source  of  supply, 
the  imports  from  that  country  amounting  to  494,000,000  pounds  and 
having  a  value  of  $8,768,000,  or  85  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  remain- 
ing shipments  came  chiefly  from  Asiatic  Turkey,  Italy,  Portugal,  and 
Egypt.  The  United  States  supplied  only  426,000  pounds,  valued  at 
$14,000. 

Apples, — In  1900  there  were  imported  into  the  British  market 
238,000,000  pounds  of  fresh  apples,  worth  nearly  $6,000,000.  Of  these 
imports  the  United  States  furnished  101,000,000  pounds  and  Canada 
90,000,000  pounds.  The  shipments  received  from  the  United  States 
were  valued  at  $2,486,000,  or  42  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  those  from 
Canada  at  $2,082,000,  or  35  per  cent.  Aft-er  the  United  States  and 
Canada  the  principal  sources  of  supply  were  Australasia,  Belgium, 
Finance,  the  Netherlands,  and  Portugal. 

Gra2>es. — The  amount  of  grapes  imported  by  the  United  Kingdom 
during  1900  was  66,000,000  pounds,  having  a  value  of  $2,896,000.  A 
large  part  of  these  shipments  came  from  Spain,  that  country  supply- 
ing 53,000,000  pounds,  worth  about  $2,000,000,  or  69  per  cent  of  the 
total.  The  remaining  imports  were  received  chiefly  from  the  Channel 
Islands,  Portugal,  and  Belgium. 

Bananas, — ^The  Canary  Islands  supply  most  of  the  bananas  pur- 
chased by  the  United  Kingdom.  Of  the  total  importation  for  1900, 
amounting  to  1,287,000  bunches,  worth  $2,671,000,  these  islands  fur- 
nished 1,244,000  bunches,  the  value  being  $2,572,000,  or  96  per  cent  of 
the  total.  Next  to  the  Canaries,  the  Madeira  Islands  sent  the  largest 
shipments. 

Lemons, — The  British  imports  of  lemons,  including  limes  and  cit- 
rons, amounted  in  1900  to  106,000,000  pounds,  having  a  value  of 
$2,048,000.  Italy,  which  was  the  principal  source  of  supply,  fur- 
nished 92,000,000  pounds,  the  value  amounting  to  $1,716,000,  or  84 
per  cent  of  the  total.  The  remaining  imports  came  largely  from  Spain, 
although  shipments  of  some  importance  were  also  received  from  Ger- 
many, Portugal,  and  France. 

Other  fresh  fruits  purchased  by  the  United  Kingdom  in  (-onsider- 
able  quantities  were  plums,  pears,  and  cherries.  Of  fresh  plums  there 
were  imports  to  the  amount  of  47,000,000  pounds,  having  a  value  of 
$1,911,0(X).  Pears  were  imported  to  the  extent  of  53,000,000  pounds, 
worth  $1,785,000.  The  imports  of  cherries  were  recorded  at  27,000,000 
pounds,  with  a  value  of  $1,501,000.  Each  of  these  varieties  came  in 
largest  quantities  from  France. 

Among  the  dried  fruits  impoi-ted  in  1900,  currants  and  raisins  were 
leading  items. 

C?^/7wi^.— The  imports  of  dried  currants  amounted  to  92,000,000 
pounds,  and  had  a  value  of  $8,857,000.     The  principal  part  of  these 
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imports  came'  from  Greece,  that  country  sending  to  the  British  mar- 
ket 87,000,000  pounds  in  1900,  the  value  being  $8,488,000,  or  96  per 
cent  of  the  total.  The  Netherlands,  France,  Belgium,  and  Gennany 
stood  foremost  among  the  remaining  sources  of  supply. 

Raisins, — Kaisins  were  imported  during  1900  to  the  extent  of 
74,000,000  pounds,  the  value  amounting  to  $6,414,000.  Spain  and 
Asiatic  Turkey  were  the  largest  contributors.  From  Spain  45,000,000 
pounds  were  received  and  from  Asiatic  Turkey  24,000,000  pounds. 
The  imports  from  the  former  country  had  a  value  of  $3,765,000,  or  59 
per  cent  of  the  total,  and  those  from  the  latter  country  a  value  of 
$2,298,000,  or  36  per  cent.  Of  the  remaining  sources  of  importation 
Greece  and  France  sent  the  largest  consignments.  From  the  United 
States  288,000  pounds  were  recorded,  the  value  being  $28,000. 

Figs.  — Another  dried  fruit  that  is  imported  to  a  considerable  extent 
is  the  fig.  In  1900  the  imports  of  this  fruit,  including  fig  cake,  amounted 
to  18,000,000  pounds,  and  had  a  value  of  $1,319,000.  They  came  chiefly 
from* Asiatic  Turkev. 

Nuts, — As  regards  the  nuts  imported,  a  distinction  is  made  between 
those  used  for  food  and  those  for  other  purposes.  The  importations  of 
food  nuts  during  1900  amounted  in  value  to  $5,704,000.  The  principal 
item  was  almonds,  of  which  shipments  worth  $2,773,000  were  received, 
the  quantity  being  about  16,000,000  pounds.  Spain  and  Morocco  were 
the  leading  sources -of  supply.  From  Spain  5,928,000  pounds  were 
purchased,  and  from  Morocco  4,515,000  pounds.  The  imports  from 
the  former  country  cost  $1,052,000,  or  38  per  cent  of  the  total,  and 
the  imports  from  the  latter  $821,000,  or  30  per  cent.  The  remaining 
importations  came  chiefly  from  Italy,  Portugal,  France,  and  the  Canary 
Islands. 

Among  the  nuts  imported  for  purposes  other  than  food,  the  leading 
item  was  that  comprising  the  various  oil  nuts,  of  which  shipments 
amounting  to  127,000,000  pounds  were  received  in  1900,  the  value 
being  $3,478,000.  The  oil  nuts  came  from  numerous  sources,  but 
principally  from  the  Niger  Protectorate,  the  British  East  Indies,  Aus- 
tralasia, Sierra  Leone,  and  the  Pacific  islands.  The  United  States 
supplied  224,000  pounds,  worth  $7,000. 

LIVE  ANIMAUS. 

Another  important  item  in  the  agricultural  import  trade  of  the 
United  Kingdom  is  that  comprising  the  various  kinds  of  live  animals. 
The  imports  under  this  head  during  1900  amounted  in  value  to  nearly 
$54,000,000.  Cattle  formed  the  principal  part  of  the  item,  but  horses 
and  sheep  were  also  imported  quite  extensively. 

A  large  part  of  the  British  import  trade  in  live  stock  is  controlled  by 
the  United  States.  During  1900  that  country  sent  shipments  valued 
at  $37,000,000,  or  about  70  per  cent  of  the  total.      Other  foreign 
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countries  supplied  12  per  cent,  the  imports  from  such  sources  having 
a  value  of  $6,481,000.  From  the  British  possessions  shipments  were 
received  to  the  value  of  $9,731,000,  or  18  per  cent. 

Cattle, — During  1900  there  were  imported  into  the  British  market 
496,000  head  of  cattle,  having  an  aggregate  value  of  $44,000,000.  Of 
these  cattle  350,000  head  came  from  the  United  States,  the  imports 
from  that  source  amounting  in  value  to  $32,000,000,  or  72  per  cent  of 
the  total.  The  remaining  importations  had  their  origin  chiefly  in 
Canada  and  Argentina.  From  the  former  country  105,000  head  were 
received,  and  from  the  latter  39,000  head.  The  imports  from  Canada 
were  valued  at  $8,790,000,  or  20  per  cent,  and  those  from  Argentina 
at  $3,248,000,  or  7.4  per  cent.  The  only  other  sources  from  which 
imports  came  in  1900  were  the  Channel  Islands  and  Uruguay. 

JlorHes.— 'The  United  States  also  supplies  most  of  the  horses  imported 
into  the  United  Kingdom.  The  total  number  of  horses  sent  to  the 
British  market  from  abroad  during  1900  was  52,000,  worth  $6,572,000. 
Of  these  horses  30,000  were  received  from  the  United  States,  their 
vahie  being  $4,638,000,  or  71  per  cent  of  the  total.  After  the  United 
States  Russia  was  the  principal  source  of  supply  in  1900,  the  horses 
imported  from  that  country  numbering  12,000,  and  having  a  value  of 
$569,000,  or  8.7  per  cent  of  the  total.  Among  the  remaining  countries 
that  shipped  horses  to  the  British  market  in  1900,  France,  Canada,  the 
Netherlands,  and  Denmark  stood  foremost. 

Sh^ep. — Sheep  were  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom  during  1900 
to  the  value  of  $2,969,000,  the  number  received  being  383,000  head. 
Of  these  imports  179,000  head  came  from  Argentina  and  143,000  head 
from  the  United  States.  The  sheep  purchased  from  Argentina  cost 
$1,406,000,  or  47  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  those  from  the  United  States 
$1,094,000,  or  37  per  cent.  Other  sheep  imported  in  that  year  were 
received  principally  from  Canada  and  Denmark.  A  small  number 
also  came  from  Uruguay. 

TEA. 

Tea,  which  forms  the  favorite  table  drink  of  the  British  people,  was 
imported  in  1900  to  the  extent  of  nearly  300,000,000  pounds,  costing 
about  $52,000,(X)0.  The  United  Kingdom  derives  the  principal  part 
of  its  tea  supply  from  the  British  dependencies  in  the  East  Indies,  and 
especially  from  Bengal  and  Ceylon,  which  together  furnished  in  1900 
nearly  nine-tenths  of  all  the  tea  sent  to  the  British  market.  The  imports 
from  Bengal  amounted  to  151,000,000  pounds,  worth  $27,000,000, 
and  those  from  Ceylon  to  114,000,000  pounds,  worth  $20,000,000. 
The  quantity  received  from  all  British  possessions  was  271,000,000 
pounds,  with  an  aggregate  value  of  $47,000,000,  or  91  per  cent  of  the 
total.  The  receipts  from  countries  other  than  British  territory 
amounted  to  onh^  28,000,(X)0  pounds,  valued  at  $4,583,000,  or  9  per 
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Value  of  the  agrktUtural  imjtoris  of  Uie  ViiiUd  Kingtiom,  etc. — Continued.

40      AGBICULTUBAL   IMPORTS    OF   UNITED    KINGDOM,  1896-1900. 

Cotton  seed, — Of  cotton  seed  the  United  Kingdom  imported  during 
the  year  mentioned  911,000,000  pounds,  vahied  at  $13,000,000.  De- 
cidedly the  largest  part  of  these  imports  came  from  Egypt,  that 
country  sending  to  the  British  market  782,000,000  pounds,  valued  at 
$11,000,000,  or  88  per  cent  of  the  total.  Next  to  Egypt  the  most  im- 
portant sources  of  importation  were  Brazil,  the  United  States,  and 
Asiatic  Turkey.  From  Brazil  shipments  amounting  to  53,000,000  pounds 
were  received,  the  value  being  $562,000,  or  4.4  per  cent  The  United 
States  furnished  40,000,000  pounds,  worth  $524,000,  or  4.1  per  cent. 
The  importations  from  Asiatic  Turkey  amounted  to  22,000,000  pounds, 
with  a  value  of  $231,000,  or  1.8  per  cent.  Cotton  seed  also  came  in 
considerable  quantities  from  the  South  American  countries  of  Peru, 
Chile,  and  Colombia. 

Bape  seed, — Among  the  various  other  oilseeds  imported  into  the 
United  Kingdom  during  1900,  rape  seed  stood  foremost  as  regards 
value.  The  imports  for  that  year  had  a  valuation  of  $1,200,000  and 
amounted  in  quantity  to  1,108,000  bushels.  They  came  chiefly  from 
the  British  East  Indies  and  from  Russia. 

Grdss  seed. — In  addition  to  the  oilseeds  there  were  several  other 
kinds  of  seeds  imported,  grass  seed  forming  the  principal  item.  Dur- 
ing 1900  the  grass-seed  imports  amounted  to  29,000,000  pounds,  and 
had  a  value  of  $2,477,000.  The  United  States  was  the  leading  source 
of  supply.  From  that  country  12,000,000  pounds  were  received,  the 
value  amounting  to  $1,125,000,  or  45  per  cent  of  the  total.  Large 
imports  came  also  from  Germany,  Australasia,  and  France.  Germany 
furnished  4,157,000  pounds,  worth  $425,000,  or  17  per  cent.  From 
Australasia  there  were  imports  to  the  value  of  $363,000,  or  about  15 
per  cent,  the  quantity  received  being  4,458,000  pounds.  The  Austral- 
asian shipments  came  chiefly  from  New  Zealand.  France  contributed 
5,072,000  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $274,000,  or  11  per  cent.  Addi- 
tional sources  of  supply  included  the  Netherlands,  Chile,  Belgium, 
and  Canada. 

niDES   AND   SKINS. 

Among  the  various  classes  of  raw  materials  that  figure  extensively  in 
the  agricultural  import  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom,  hides  and  skins 
occupy  a  place  of  considerable  importance.  During  1900  hides  and 
skins  were  imported  to  the  value  of  nearly  $33,000,000.  The  major 
portion  of  the  supply  came  from  British  possessions,  the  shipments 
received  from  such  sources  having  a  value  of  $18,000,000,  or  55  per 
cent  of  the  total.  The  United  States  furnished  only  about  $96,000 
worth,  or  less  than  1  per  cent.  From  other  foreign  countries  there 
were  imports  to  the  value  of  $14,000,000,  or  about  44  per  cent. 

According  to  the  oflBcial  import  returns  of  hides  and  skins  for  1900, 
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consignments  came  in  under  the  designation  of  hides  to  the  vahie  of 
$17,000,000  and  under  the  designation  of  skins  to  the  value  of 
$16,000,000. 

Hides, — The  quantity  of  hides  imported  was  155,000,000  pounds,  the 
value  being,  as  stated  above,  $17,000,000.  From  the  British  East 
Indies,  which  formed  the  leading  source  of  supply,  there  was  an  impor- 
tation of  65,000,000  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $7,145,000,  or  43  per 
cent  of  the  total.  Bombay  and  Bengal  contributed  the  principal  part 
of  these  shipments. 

After  the  British  Elast  Indies  the  countries  that  sent  the  largest  con- 
signments were  Italy,  Belgium,  and  Germany.  The  imports  from 
Italy  amounted  to  11,000,000  pounds  and  had  a  value  of  $1,453,000,  or 
8.7  per  cent.  Belgium  supplied  13,000,000  pounds,  worth  $1,396,000, 
or  8.4  per  cent.  From  Germany  12,000,000  pounds  were  procured, 
the  value  amounting  to  $1,175,000,  or  7.1  per  cent.  The  Netherlands, 
France,  Australasia,  Russia,  and  Denmark  stood  foremost  among  the 
various  other  sources  of  supply.  From  the  United  States  476,000 
pounds  were  imported,  the  value  being  $53,000,  or  much  less  than  1 
per  cent  of  the  total. 

The  consignments  received  under  the  designation  of  skins  consisted 
chiefly  of  sheepskins  and  goatskins,  the  only  other  item  of  importance 
being  rabbit  skins. 

Sheepskins. — About  15,000,000  sheepskins,  having  an  aggregate 
value  of  $7,784,000,  were  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom  during 
1900.  From  Australasia,  which  was  decidedly  the  most  important 
source  of  importation,  6,769,000  were  received,  their  value  amounting 
to  $3,306,000,  or  42  per  cent  of  the  total.  While  each  of  the  Austral- 
asian colonies  contributed  to  these  imports,  New  Zealand  sent  by  far 
the  largest  shipments. 

Next  to  Australasia,  the  principal  sources  of  supply  were  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  and  Argentina,  the  former  country  contributing 
2,681,000  and  the  latter  1,419,000.  The  imports  from  the  Cape  were 
valued  at  $1,464,000,  or  19  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  the  imports  from 
Argentina  at  $1,164,000,  or  15  per  cent.  Among  the  numerous  other 
countries  engaged  in  this  trade  France,  Germany,  and  Spain  held  lead- 
ing positions.  Imports  of  73,000  sheepskins,  worth  $22,000,  were 
recorded  as  coming  from  the  United  States. 

Goatskins, — ^The  number  of  goatskins  imported  into  the  United 
Kingdom  during  19<X)  was  about  15,000,000,  their  aggregate  value 
amounting  to  $6,876,000.  The  British  East  Indies  ranked  foremost 
as  a  source  of  supply.  The  goatskins  received  from  that  source  num- 
bered 7,617,000,  and  had  a  value  of  $3,114,000,  or  45  per  cent  of  the 
total.     Bengal  furnished  the  principal  part  of  these  shipments. 

Aside  from  the  British  East  Indies  there  were  many  additional  sources 
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of  importation,  chief  among  them  being  Russia,  France,  and  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope.  Russia  sent  1,984,000  skins,  having  a  value  of  $993,000, 
or  14  per  cent  of  the  total.  From  France  1,471,000  were  imported, 
the  value  being  $771,000,  or  11  per  cent.  The  Capo  of  Good  Hope 
supplied  1,022,000,  worth  $536,000,  or  7.8  per  cent.  Among  other 
countries  from  which  imports  came  in  1900  should  be  mentioned 
Morocco,  China,  and  the  Netherlands.  Small  shipments  were  recorded 
from  the  United  States,  the  skins  received  from  that  country  number- 
ing 35,000,  with  a  value  of  $16,000. 

Rabbit  sMtis. — The  United  Kingdom  affords  a  large  market  for  rabbit 
skins.  The  number  received  from  abroad  during  1900  was  33,000,000, 
having  a  total  import  value  of  $1,046,000.  The  trade  is  controlled 
largeh'  by  Australasia,  from  which  source  24,000,000  skins  were 
imported  in  1900,  the  value  being  $673,000,  or  64  per  cent  of  the 
total.  Victoria,  New  Zealand,  and  South  Australia  were  the  principal 
factors  in  the  trade. 

Outside  of  Australasia  the  countrv  from  which  rabbit  skins  were 
imported  most  extensively  was  Belgium.  The  number  of  skins  received 
from  Belgium  in  1900  was  6,312,000,  valued  at  $243,000,  or  23  per 
cent.  The  only  other  countries  that  sent  shipments  of  any  considera- 
ble size  were  Fi*ance,  Geiinany,  and  the  Netherlands. 

VEGETABLES. 

Vegetables  form  another  item  of  considei"able  importance  among  the 
various  classes  of  imported  agricultural  produce  that  make  up  the  food 
supply  of  the  British  people.  During  1900  the  sum  expended  in  the 
importation  of  vegetables  amounted  to  $31,000,000.  The  part  played 
by  the  United  States  as  a  contributor  to  the  supply  was  comparatively 
small,  the  imports  received  from  that  source  having  a  value  of  only 
$1,411,000,  or  less  than  5  per  cent  of  the  total.  From  the  various 
other  foreign  countries  there  were  importations  valued  at  $23,000,000, 
or  74  per  cent.  The  outlying  possessions  of  the  United  Kingdom 
contributed  21  per  cent,  sending  shipments  worth  $6,461,000. 

Measured  in  value  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  vegetables  procured 
from  abroad  during  1900  were  imported  fresh.  The  aggregate  value 
of  the  fresh  vegetables  i-eceived  in  that  year  amounted  to  about 
$23,000,000.  Potatoes,  onions,  and  tomatoes  were  the  principal  varie- 
ties. Dried  vegetables,  consisting  largely  of  peas  and  beans,  with 
smaller  quantities  of  vetches  and  lentils,  were  imported  to  the  value  of 
$6,763,000.  Preserved  vegetables  were  purchased  much  less  exten- 
sivel}'. 

Potatoes.— Ot  potatoes  about  17,000,000  bushels,  worth  $11,000,000, 
were  imported.  France,  the  Channel  Islands,  Belgium,  and  Germany 
were  the  leading  sources  of  importation.  From  France  shipments 
were  received  to  the  value  of  $3,001,000,  or  28  per  cent  of  the  total. 
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the  quantity  being  4,093,000  bushels.  The  imports  from  the  Channel 
Islands  were  i-ecorded  at  1,968,000  bushels,  with  a  value  of  $2,622,000,'' 
or  24  per  cent.  Belgium  contributed  5,610,000  bushels,  worth 
$2,424,000,  or  22  per  cent.  From  Germany  2,480,000  bushels  were 
received,  the  value  amounting  to  $1,196,000,  or  11  per  cent.  Of  the 
remaining  sources  of  supply  the  most  important  were  the  Netherlands, 
Portugal,  and  the  Canary  Islands. 

Onmns, — ^The  quantity  of  onions  imported  during  1900  was  7,310,000 
bushels,  and  the  value  $4,149,000.  Spain,  Egypt,  and  the  Nether- 
lands were  the  principal  contributors.  From  Spain  2,394,000  bushels 
were  received,  having  a  value  of  $1,502,000,  or  36  per  cent  of  the 
total.  E«ypt  supplied  1,587,000  bushels,  valued  at  $1,023,000,  or  25 
per  cent.  The  imports  from  the  Netherlands  amounted  to  1,887,000 
bushels,  and  were  valued  at  $825,000,  or  20  per  cent.  Among  other 
sources  of  supply  should  be  mentioned  France,  Belgium,  Portugal, 
and  Germany. 

Tomatoes, — ^The  tomato  imports  were  recorded  at  93,000,000  pounds, 
with  a  value  of  $3,856,000.  They  came  chiefly  from  the  Channel 
Islands,  the  Canaries,  France,  and  Spain.  From  the  Channel  Islands 
there  were  .shipments  valued  at  $1,397,000,^  or  about  36  per  cent  of  the 
total,  the  quantity  received  from  that  source  amounting  to  17,000,000 
pounds.  The  Canary  Islands  supplied  21,000,000  pounds,  worth 
$1,002,000,  or  26  per  c«nt.  The  imports  from  France  amounted  to 
16,000,000  pounds  and  were  valued  at  $529,000,  or  14  per  cent.  Spain 
furnished  23,000,000  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $429,000,  or  11  per  cent. 
Amon^  other  countries  contributing  to  the  supply  Italy,  the  United 
States,  and  Portugal  stood  foremost.  From  the  United  States  5,700,000 
pounds,  worth  $195,000,  or  about  5  per  cent,  were  received. 

Peas. — Of  dried  peas  4,198*000  bushels  were  consigned  to  the  British 
market  in  1900,  the  import  value  amounting  to  $3,797,000.  Canada 
and  the  United  States  furnished  the  largest;  shipments.  The  imports 
from  Canada  amounted  to  1,586,000  bushels,  worth  $1,346,000,  or  35 
per  cent  of  the  total.  The  United  States  sent  1,085,000  bushels,  hav- 
ing a  value  of  $972,000,  or  26  per  cent.  Of  the  remaining  sources  of 
supply  the  Netherlands,  Russia,  the  British  Elast  Indies,  and  Germany 
were  the  most  important. 

Beans, — Dried  beans  were  imported  by  the  United  Kingdom  during 
1900  to  the  amount  of  8,306,060  bowels,  having  a  value  of  $2,613,000. 
They  came  in  largest  i^mjutiiJHw  from  Egypt,  Morocco,  and  Asiatic 
Turkey.     Egypt    contrlhute*   1,043,000   bushels,    Morocco  731,000 

<iThe  exceptionally  high  price  of  the  potatoes  imported  from  the  Channel  Islands 
is  explained  by  the  fact  that  these  imports  consist  chiefly  of  early  potatoes  that  are 
sent  into  the  British  market  before  the  general  crop  becomes  available.  For  a  similar 
reason  the  tomatoes  imported  from  the  Channel  Islands  bring  an  unusually  high 
price. 
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bushels,  and  Asiatic  Turkey  675,000  bushels.  The  imports  from 
Egypt  were  valued  at  $783,000,  or  30  per  cent  of  the  total;  those 
from  Morocco  at  $630,000,  or  24  per  cent;  and  those  from  Asiatic 
Turkey  at  $565,000,  or  21  per  cent.  Germany  and  Russia  stood  fore- 
most among  the  additional  sources  of  supply. 

Vetches  and  lentils. — The  imports  of  vetches  and  lentils  in  1900 
amounted  to  408,000  bushels  and  had  a  value  of  $354,000.  They  were 
received  chieflv  from  Germany,  Egypt,  and  Kussia. 

EGG8.

It  necessitates  the  importation  of  a  vast  number  of  eggs  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  British  people  for  this  article  of  food.  During 
1900  as  many  as  169,000,000  dozens  were  imported,  their  aggregate 
value  amounting  to  $26,000,000.  The  principal  contributors  to  the 
supply  were  Russia,  Germany,  Denmark,  France,  and  Belgium.  Rus- 
sia, which  has  recently  come  into  prominence  as  an  exporter  of  eggs, 
shipped  to  the  British  market  about  40,000,000  dozens,  with  an  import 
value  of  $5,400,000,  or  21  per  cent  of  the  total.  Germany  sent  ship- 
ments amounting  to  35,000,000  dozens,  and  having  a  value  of 
$4,950,000,  or  19  per  cent.  Denmark  supplied  24,000,000  dozens, 
worth  $4,494,000,  or  17  per  cent;  France,  23,000,000  dozens,  worth 
$4,222,000,  or  16  per  cent;  and  Belgium  24,000,000  dozens,  worth 
$3,569,000,  or  14  per  cent.  Additional  sources  of  importation  included 
Canada,  the  United  States,  Egypt,  and  Morocco.  The  United  States 
furnished  4,259,000  dozens,  valued  at  $760,000,  or  about  3  per  cent. 


WINES. 


The  people  of  the  United  Kingdom  annually  consume  about  20,000,- 
000  gallons  of  imported  wines.  To  meet  the  British  wants  in  this 
direction  it  cost  during  1900  the  considerable  sum  of  $25,000,000. 
The  wines  imported  in  that  3'ear  came  chiefly  from  three  countries — 
France,  Portugal,  and  Spain.  From  France  6,461,000  gallons  were 
procured,  the  import  value  amounting  to  $13,000,000,  or  53  per  cent 
of  the  total.  Portugal  supplied  4,635,000  gallons,  worth  $5,404,000, 
or  21  per  cent.  From  Spain  there  was  an  importation  of  5,490,000 
gallons,  valued  at  $3,417,000,  or  14  per  cent.  The  remaining  imports 
were  received  principally  from  the  Netherlands,  Australasia,  German}^ 
and  Italy.  It  is  probable  that  the  wines  recorded  as  coming  from  the 
Netherlands  were  largely  of  German  origin.  The  United  States  shipped 
to  the  British  market  199,000  gallons,  worth  $115,000. 


JUTE. 


Among  the  raw  materials  the  United  Kingdom  has  to  import  in 
considerable  quantities  to  supply  the  needs  of  domestic  manufacture 
should  be  mentioned  jute.  Of  this  product  281,000  tons  were  pur- 
chased during  1900,  the  import  value  amounting  to  about  $20,000,000. 
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The  principal  part  of  the  jute  imports  originated  in  the  British  East 
Indies,  from  which  source  278,000  tons  were  procured,  coming  chiefly 
from  Bengal.  The  jute  received  from  the  British  East  Indies  cost 
$19,965,000,  or  over  99  per  cent  of  the  entire  sum  spent  in  importation. 
As  regards  the  comparatively  small  shipments  that  came  from  other 
sources,  China  was  the  largest  contributor. 

HEMP. 

Hemp  is  another  raw  material  that  is  imported  quite  extensively  by  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  consignments  received  under  the  designation 
of  hemp  in  1900  amounted  to  about  100,000  tons,  worth  $16,000,000, 
and  doubtless  consisted  in  chief  part  of  Manila  fiber,  a  product  of  the 
Philippine  Islands.  Other  fibers  included  in  the  import  returns  of 
hemp  were  New  Zealand  flax,  sisal  grass,  and  sunn. 

The  statistics  of  hemp  importation  for  1900  show  receipts  from  the 
Philippines  to  the  extent  of  38,000  tons,  valued  at  $6,969,000,  or  44 
per  cent  of  the  total.  Manila  fiber  undoubtedly  formed  the  principal 
part  of  the  consignments  to  which  these  figures  relate.  This  is  prob- 
ably true  also  as  regards  imports  received  from  Hongkong,  amounting 
to  11,000  tons,  with  a  value  of  $2,125,000,  or  13  per  cent.  The  ship- 
ments recorded  as  coming  from  Hongkong  unquestionably  included 
reexports  of  Manila  fiber  originally  sent  to  that  port  by  the  Philip- 
pines. 

Under  the  designation  of  hemp  Australasia  contributed  about  13,000 
tons,  worth  $1,735,000,  or  11  per  cent.  These  consignments  presum- 
ablv  consisted  in  the  main  of  New  Zealand  flax. 

From  Italy  there  were  hemp  imports  amounting  to  11,000  tons  and 
having  a  value  of  $1,628,000,  or  10  per  cent. 

The  additional  sources  from  which  shipments  were  received  under 
the  designation  of  hemp  included  German^',  Russia,  the  British  East 
Indies,  and  Mauritius. 

TOBACCO. 

It  annually  costs  the  British  people  between  $10,000,000  and 
$20,000,000  for  their  tobjicco  supply.  The  sum  paid  during  1900  for 
imports  of  this  product  in  its  unmanufactured  forms  was  about 
$14,000,000,  the  consignments  received  aggregating  98,000,000  pounds. 

The  trade  in  tobacco  is  controlled  very  largely  by  the  United  States. 
In  1900  the  shipments  from  that  country  to  the  Bristish  market 
amounted  to  89,000,000  pounds  and  had  a  value  of  $12,000,000,  form- 
ing 84  per  cent  of  the  total. 

The  residue  of  the  tobacco  imported  by  the  United  Kingdom  is  pur- 
chased prlncipall}^  from  the  Netherlands  and  consists  in  the  main  of 
Sumatra  tobacco  brought  from  the  Dutch  East  Indies.  The  consign- 
ments received  from  the  Netherlands  in  1900  aggregated  5,729,000 
pounds  and  were  valued  at  $1,311,000,  or  about  9  per  cent. 
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Among  the  other  countries  from  which  the  United  Kingdom  pro- 
cured its  tobacco  supply  in  1900  should  be  mentioned  Germany  and 
France. 

OIL  CAKE. 

Within  the  last  few  years  the  use  of  oil  cake  in  the  United  Kingdom 
as  a  feed  for  live  stock  has  become  so  extensive  that  enormous  impor- 
tations are  now  required  to  meet  the  demand.  During  1900  more  than 
$12,000,000  worth  of  this  product  was  disposed  of  in  the  British  mar- 
ket. Measured  in  value,  over  half  of  the  shipments  received  consisted 
of  flaxseed  oil  cake.  Cotton-seed  oil  cake  was  also  imported  quite 
extensively. 

Flaxseed  oil  cake, — Of  flaxseed  oil  cake  there  were  imports  amount- 
ing to  420,000,000  pounds  and  valued  at  $6,793,000.  Germany,  Rus- 
I5ia,  and  the  United  States  were  the  leading  sources  of  supply.  From 
Germany  141,000,000  pounds  were  received,  the  value  being  $2,315,000, 
or  34  per  cent  of  the  total.  Russia  supplied  119,000,000  pounds,  worth 
$1,984,000,  or  29  per  cent.  The  imports  from  the  United  States  were 
recorded  at  118,000,000  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $1,818,000,  or  27  per 
cent. 

Among  the  various  other  countries  from  which  the  United  Kingdom 
purchased  this  kind  of  oil  cake  in  1900  the  most  important  were  the 
British  East  Indies,  Canada,  Spain,  and  Argentina. 

Cottonseed  oil  cake. — In  quantitv  the  imports  of  cotton-seed  oil  cake 
brought  into  the  British  market  during  1900  almost  exactly  equaled 
the  impoiis  of  flaxseed-oil  cake,  recorded  at  420,000,000  pounds.  The 
value  of  the  cotton-seed  oil  cake,  however,  was  considerably  less, 
amounting  to  only  $5,117,000.  The  cotton-seed  variety  came  in  chief 
part  from  the  United  States,  that  country  furnishing  283,000,000 
pounds,  valued  at  $3,728,000,  or  73  per  cent  of  the  total.  Aside  from 
the  United  States,  the  principal  source  of  supply  was  Egypt,  from 
which  country  97,000,000  pounds  were  received,  having  a  value  of 
$966,000,  or  19  per  cent.  Among  the  additional  sources  from  which 
this  product  came  Mexico  and  Finance  were  the  most  impoitant. 

COFFEE. 

While  the  people  of  the  United  Kingdom  do  not  drink  nearly  so 
nuich  coffee  as  tea,  there  is  nevertheless  a  considerable  consumption 
of  the  former  product.  The  imports  of  raw  coffee  into  the  United 
Kingdom  during  the  year  1900  were  recorded  at  85,000,000  pounds, 
with  a  value  of  $12,000,000.  Of  this  coffee  12,000,000  pounds,  worth 
$2,162,000,  or  17  per  cent  of  the  total,  came  from  the  British  East 
Indies,  which  form  one  of  the  leading  sources  of  supply.  Ifemtey 
and  Madras  furnish  most  of  the  East  Indian  coffee. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  coffee  imported  by  the  United  King- 
dom, however,  instead  of  Ijeing  received  directly  from  the  country  of 
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production,  finds  its  way  to  the  British  market  through  intermediate 
channels.  The  United  States,  which  is  one  of  the  most  important  of 
these  intermediate  points  of  shipment,  foi*warded  in  1900  12,000,000 
pounds,  worth  $1,896,000,  or  15  per  cent.  Through  the  ports  of 
Germany  indirect  shipments  were  received  to  the  extent  of  14,000,000 
pounds,  the  value  being  $1,878,000,  or  15  per  cent. 

After  the  British  East  Indies  the  largest  direct  importations  in 
1900  came  from  Costa  Rica,  the  consignments  from  that  source 
amounting  to  11,000,000  pounds,  having  a  value  of  $1,651,000,  or  13 
per  cent. 

Other  sources  of  supply  included,  in  the  order  of  their  importance, 
Colombia,  France,  Salvador,  Guatemala,  Brazil,  Nicaragua,  and  Chile. 

RICE. 

Rice  finds  considerable  favor  in  the  United  Kingdom  as  an  article  of 
food.  During  1900  this  product  in  its  various  fonns,  including  rice 
meal  and  flour,  was  imported  to  the  extent  of  705,000,000  pounds.  The 
total  import  value  was  about  $12,000,000.  The  bulk  of  the  rice 
imported  in  that  year  came  from  the  British  East  Indies,  from  which 
source  525,000,000  pounds  were  received,  the  value  amounting  to 
$8,119,000,  or  69  per  cent  of  the  total.  A  large  part  of  the  East  Indian 
shipments  came  from  Burma  and  Bengal.  Rice  was  also  purchased 
quite  extensively  from  the  Netherlands,  that  country  being  a  large 
importer  from  the  East  Indies.  The  quantity  of  rice  procured  from 
the  Netherlands  was  65,000,000  i>ounds,  and  its  value  $1,697,000,  or  14 
per  cent.  French  Indo-China  was  one  of  the  important  sources  of  sup- 
ply. Among  other  countries  from  which  considerable  shipments  were 
received  should  be  mentioned  Germany  and  Asiatic  Turkey.  Imports 
amounting  to  1,471,000  pounds,  and  valued  at  $36,(X)0,  were  recorded 
as  coming  from  the  United  States. 

FLAX. 

In  addition  to  the  large  quantities  of  jute  and  hemp  that  are  imported 
into  the  United  Kingdom  to  supply  the  peculiar  needs  of  the  manu- 
facturing industries  in  which  these  fibers  are  utilized,  there  is  a  con- 
siderable importation  of  flax.  During  1900  flax,  not  including  flax 
tow,  was  procured  from  abroad  to  the  amount  of  58,000  tons,  the  value 
amounting  to  $11,000,000.  Russia  and  Belgium  contributed  the  princi- 
pal part  of  these  imports.  From  the  foi-mer  country  43,000  tons  were 
received  and  from  the  latter  11,000  tons.  The  importations  from 
Russia  were  valued  at  $6,616,000,  or  60  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  those 
from  Belgium  at  $3,481,000,  or  32  per  cent.  Aside  from  Russia  and 
Belgium  the  leading  sources  of  supply  were  the  Netherlands  and 
Gemianv. 
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Of  flax  tow,  about  13,000  tons  were  imported  during  1900,  costing 
111,207,000.  The  importtt  of  this  product,  like  the  imports  of  flax  fiber 
proper,  came  chiefly  from  Russia  and  Belgium.

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OUR  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS,  1892-1901. 


TRADE  OF  1901. 


During  the  fiscal  year  1901  foreign  countries  purchased  American 
farm  produce  to  the  value  of  $952,000,000,  these  figures  representing 
decidedly  the  largest  agricultural  exports  in  our  history.  Compared 
with  the  record  for  1900  they  show  an  increase  of  over  $100,000,000. 

Our  agricultural  imports,  on  the  other  hand,  disclose  a  considerable 
falling  off  when  contrasted  with  the  trade  of  the  year  preceding.  The 
various  products  of  agriculture  received  from  foreign  sources  during 
1901  had  an  aggi'egate  value  of  only  $392,000,000,  or  $28,000,000  less 
than  in  1900. 

In  comparison  with  the  value  of  our  agricultural  imports  that  of 
our  agricultural  exports  shows  the  exceptionally  large  excess  of 
$560,000,000. 

The  relative  importance  of  farm  products  in  our  export  trade  was 
considerably  increased  during  1901,  such  products  comprising  in  that 
year  65.2  per  cent  of  the  merchandise  sent  abroad,  while  in  1900  they 
comprised  only  61.6  per  cent.  In  the  case  of  our  import  trade,  how- 
ever, the  proportion  that  farm  products  formed  of  the  total  was  less 
in  1901  than  in  1900,  falling  during  the  two  years  from  49.4  per  cent 
to  47.6  per  cent. 

SUMMARY  STATEMENT  OF  IMPORTS  AND  EXPORTS. 

The  extent  to  which  the  imports  and  exports  of  the  United  States 
consisted  of  products  of  agriculture,  and  the  excess  of  agricultural 
exports  over  agricultural  imports,  during  each  fiscal  year  from  1892 
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to  1901,  inclusive,  will  be  seen  from  the  oflScial*  statistics  presented 
in  the  following  summary  statement:

OMISSION  OF  HAWAHAN  AND  PORTO  RIGAN  TRADE. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  our  import  and  export  trade  with  Hawaii  and 
Porto  Rico  was  not  included,  as  previously,  in  the  foreign  commerce 
returns  of  the  United  States  for  1901,  a  comparison  of  the  statistics 
for  that  year  and  the  year  preceding  is  not  altogether  satisfactory. 
To  make  an  accurate  comparison  of  our  total  agricultural  imports  and 
exports  for  1901  and  the  year  before,  the  1901  figures  should  be 
increased  to  the  extent  of  our  trade  with  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  but 
unfortunately  complete  statistics  as  to  the  value  of  the  products  of 
agriculture  exchanged  in  that  trade  during  1901  are  not  to  be  had. 
In  1900  our  agricultural  imports  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  were 
valued  at  about  $24,000,000  and  our  agricultural  exports  to  those 
islands  at  about  $5,000,000.  From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  imports  were  decidedly  more  important  than  the  exports,  and  yet 
the  products  received  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  comprised  in  value 
only  about  5  per  cent  of  our  total  agricultuml  imports. 

LEADING   AGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS. 

Named  in  the  order  of  their  importance,  the  leading  items  among 
our  agricultural  imports  for  1901  were  sugar,  coffee,  hides  and  skins, 
silk,  vegetable  fibers,  fruits  and  nuts,  tobacco,  wool,  tea,  wines,  cocoa, 
vegetable  oils,  distilled  spirits,  seeds,  vegetables,  and  spic^^s.  The 
combined  value  of  these  16  items  amounted  to  about  $358,000,000,  or

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more  than  90  per  cent  of  the  valuation  placed  upon  our  total  import 
trade  in  products  of  agriculture. 

As  certain  of  our  agricultural  imports,  more  particularly  sugar, 
molasses,  coffee,  fruits,  tobacco,  and  hides  and  skins,  are  received  to  a 
considerable  extent  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  the  exclusion  of  sta- 
tistics  in  reference  to  our  trade  with  those  islands  in  1901  materially 
affects  any  comparison  of  such  imports  for  that  year  and  for  1900.  In 
order  to  make  an  exact  comparison  it  would  be  necessary  to  add  to  the 
figures  for  1901  the  quantity  and  value  of  our  Hawaiian  and  Porto 
Rican  purchases,  but  unfortunately  the  necessary  statistics  are  not  in 
all  cases  available. 

SUGAR. 

The  quantity  of  sugar  imported  into  the  United  States  during  1901, 
exclusive  of  that  received  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  was  3,975,005,840 
pounds,  valued  at  $90,487,800.  In  addition  to  these  imports,  690,880,832 
pounds,  worth  $27,094,095,  were  furnished  by  Hawaii  and  142,774,452 
pounds,  worth  $4,924,694,  by  Porto  Rico,  making  our  total  imports  of 
sugar  from  all  sources  decidedly  larger  than  in  1900,  although  on  the 
face  of  the  returns  the  figures  for  1901,  because  of  the  omission  of 
Hawaiian  and  Poiix)  Rican  sugar,  show  an  apparent  falling  off  of 
43,080,690  pounds  in  quantity  and  $9,763,174  in  value.  Our  imports 
of  sugar  during  1900,  including  receipts  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico, 
amounted  to  4,018,086,530  pounds,  the  value  being  $100,250,974.  In 
1901  the  average  import  price  of  all  sugars  imported  into  the  United 
States,  except  those  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  was  2.3  cents  per 
pound,  as  compared  with  2.5  cents  per  pound  in  1900. 

COFFEE. 

Our  imports  of  coffee  increased  to  a  marked  extent  during  1901,  the 
quantity  received  from  all  sources,  except  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico, 
amounting  to  854,871,310  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $62,861,399.  Ac- 
cording to  these  figures  there  was  a  gain  of  66,879,399  pounds  in 
quantity  and  $10,393,456  in  value  over  the  total  receipts  for  1900, 
which  were  repoi-ted  at  787,991,911  pounds,  worth  $52,467,943.  Aside 
from  the  imports  regularly  recorded  for  1901,  2,119,540  pounds,  worth 
$239,313,  were  received  from  Hawaii  and  31,333  pounds,  worth  $4,528, 
from  Porto  Rico,  making  the  actual  increase  for  that  year  even  larger 
than  that  shown  by  the  general  returns.  The  average  annual  import 
price  rose  from  6.7  cents  per  pound  in  1900  to  7.4  cents  per  pound  in 
1901. 

•HIDES  AND  SKINS. 

In  the  importation  of  hides  and  skins  there  was  a  decided  falling 
off  during  1901,  the  returns  for  that  year  showing  receipts  of  only 
280,909,837  pounds,  worth  $48,220,013,  as  against  345,934,778  pounds. 
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worth  $57,935,698,  in  1900.  According  to  these  returns,  which  for 
1901  are  exclusive  of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  the  decline  in  quantity 
amounted  to  65,024,941  pounds  and  the  decline  in  value  to  $9,715,685. 
In  the  average  annual  import  price  of  hides  and  skins  there  was  an 
advance  from  16.7  cents  per  pound  in  1900  to  17.2  cents  per  pound  in 
1901. 

Ooatskhu. — Of  the  hides  and  skins  imported  during  1901  a  consid- 
erable portion  consisted  of  goatskins,  the  receipts  of  this  article 
amounting  to  73,745,596  pounds,  worth  $20,577,033.  Compared  with 
the  record  for  1900,  when  81,998,818  pounds,  valued  at  $21,987,674, 
were  imported,  the  figures  for  1901  show  a  decline  of  8,253,222 
pounds  in  quantity  and  $1,410,641  in  value.  The  average  annual 
import  price  of  goatskins  rose  during  the  two  years  from  26.8  cents  to 
27.9  cents  per  pound. 

Hides  of  cattle. — There  was  also  a  falling  off  in  our  imports  of  cat- 
tle hides,  the  record  for  1901  being  129,174,621  pounds,  worth 
$14,647,413,  as  against  163,865,165  pounds,  worth  $19,408,217,  for 
1900.  In  quantity  there  was  a  decrease  of  34,690,541  pounds  and  in 
value  one  of  $4,760,804.  While  the  average  annual  import  price  of 
goatskins  advanced,  that  of  cattle  hides  declined,  dropping  from  11.8 
cents  per  pound  in  1900  to  11.3  cents  per  pound  in  1901. 

SILK. 

Our  imports  of  silk  fell  off  during  1901  to  the  extent  of  2,668,163 
pounds  in  quantity  and  $15,278,395  in  value.  The  receipts  for  that 
year  were  recorded  at  10,405,555  pounds,  worth  $30,051,365,  while  in 
1900  there  was  a  record  of  13,073,718  pounds,  worth  $45,329,760.  A 
decline  from  $3.47  to  $2.89  per  pound  in  the  average  annual  import 
price  made  the  falling  off  in  value  much  more  marked  than  that  in 
quantity. 

VEGETABLE   FIBERS. 

Of  vegetable  fibers  there  were  imports  during  1901  amounting  in 
value  to  $29,720,334,  or  $4,614,416  less  than  the  figures  for  1900, 
which  were  recorded  at  $34,334,750.  Sisal  grass,  Manila  hemp,  cot- 
ton, and  jute  were  the  principal  varieties  imported. 

Siml  grass, — The  quantity  of  sisal  grass  imported  in  1901  was  smaller 
by  6,845  tons  than  in  the  year  preceding.  The  annual  import  records 
show  a  decline  in  the  two  3'ears  from  76,921  tons  to  70,076  tons. 
Owing  to  a  marked  drop  in  the  annual  import  price,  which  fell  from 
$153.17  to  $113.77  per  ton,  the  decline  in  value  was  still  more  decided, 
the  1901  record  amounting  to  only  $7,972,564,  as  against  $11,782,263 
for  1900,  a  loss  of  $3,809,699. 

Ma7ul<i  hemp. — Our  imports  of  Manila  hemp,  all  of  which  come 
directly  or  indirectly  from  the  Philippine  Islands,  showed  a  slight  gain 
in  quantity  during  the  past  year,  but  a  decline  in  value.     The  amount 
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imported  increased  from  42,624  tons  in  1900  to  43,735  tons  in  1901,  a 
gain  of  1,111  tons,  while  the  value  of  the  consignments  received  fell 
from  $7,172,368  in  the  former  year  to  17,115,446  in  the  latter,  a  decline 
of  $56,922.  The  falling  off  in  value  was  due  to  a  smaller  import  price, 
the  average  for  1901  being  $162.69  per  ton,  as  compared  with  $168.27 
I)er  ton  for  1900. 

Cotton, — ^In  the  importation  of  foreign  cotton,  most  of  which  comes 
from  Egypt,  there  was  a  rather  marked  decline,  the  quantity  received 
falling  from  67,398,521  pounds  in  1900  to  46,631,283  pounds  in  1901, 
while  the  value  dropped  from  $7,960,945  to  $6,787,828.  The  decrease 
in  quantity  amounted  to  20,767,238  pounds  and  that  in  value  to 
$1,173,117.  The  annual  import  price  per  pound  averaged  14.6  cents 
for  1901,  as  compared  with  only  11.8  cents  for  1900,  showing  a  decided 
advance. 

Jvie, — Our  imports  of  jute,  including  jute  butts,  increased  from 
102,693  tons,  worth  $3,956,413,  in  1900  to  103,140  tons,  worth 
$4,412,482,  in  1901.  The  quantity  imported  showed  a  gain  of  447 
tons  and  the  value  one  of  $456,069.  An  advance  from  $38.53  to  $42.78 
per  ton  in  the  average  annual  import  price  contributed  largely  to  the 
marked  increase  in  value. 

FRUITS   AND   NUTS, 

Fruits  and  nuts  were  imported  to  the  value  of  $19,586,703  in  1901, 
as  compared  with  $19,263,592  in  1900,  the  increase  amounting  to 
$323,111.  Fruits  formed  the  principal  part  of  these  imports,  having 
a  value  of  $16,284,758  in  1900  and  $16,317,848  in  1901.  The  varieties 
imported  most  extensively  were  bananas  and  lemons. 

Bcmcmas. — Of  bananas  there  were  imports  in  1901  worth  $6,550,186. 
Compared  with  the  value  for  1900,  which  amounted  to  $5,877,835, 
these  figures  disclose  a  gain  of  $672,351. 

Lemons, — Our  lemon  imports  in  1901  were  considerably  smaller 
than  in  the  year  preceding,  showing  a  decline  from  160,198,056  pounds 
to  148,514,614  pounds,  while  the  value  fell  from  $3,666,881  to 
$3,616,856.  The  failing  off  in  quantity  amounted  to  11,683,442 
pounds  and  that  in  value  to  $150,025.  The  average  annual  import 
price  for  1900  was  2.3  cents  per  pound  and  that  for  1901  2.4  cents 
per  pound. 

TOBACCO. 

Tobacco  was  imported  during  1901  to  the  extent  of  26,851,253 
pounds,  or  7,231,626  pounds  in  excess  of  the  receipts  for  1900,  which 
amounted  to  19,619,627  pounds.  In  the  value  of  the  imports  there 
was  an  advance  from  $13,297,223  to  $16,290,387,  making  a  gain  of 
$2,993,164.  The  average  annual  import  price  fell  during  the  two 
years  from  67.8  cents  to  60.7  cent**  per  pound. 

WOOL. 

In  the  quantity  of  wool  imported  there  was  a  decided  falling  off 
during  1901,  the  receipts  for  that  year  amounting  to  only  103,583,505 
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pounds,  as  against  155,928,455  pounds  for  1900.  The  value  of  the 
imports  meanwhile  fell  from  $20,260,936  to  $12,529,881.  The  decrease 
in  quantity  amounted  to  52,344,950  pounds  and  that  in  value  to 
$7,T31,055.  In  the  average  annual  import  price  there  was  a  decline 
from  13  cents  per  pound  in  1900  to  12.1  cents  per  pound  in  1901. 

TEA. 

Our  purchases  of  tea  in  1901  amounted  to  89,806,453  pounds,  exceed- 
ing by  4,961,346  pounds  the  imports  for  1900,  which  were  recorded  at 
84,845,107  pounds.  The  total  import  value  adv'anced  during  the  two 
years  from  $10,558,110  to  $11,017,876,  a  gain  of  $459,766.  In  1901 
the  import  price  avei-aged  12.3  cents  per  pound,  as  compared  with  12.4 
cents  per  pound  in  1900. 

WINES. 

The  wines  imported  into  the  United  States  during  1901  had  a  total 
value  of  $8,219,236.  This  sum  was  $797,741  larger  than  the  value 
recorded  for  1900,  which  amounted  to  $7,421,495. 

COCX)A. 

Of  cocoa  we  imported  during  1901  46,901,356  pounds,  worth 
$6,761,669,  as  compared  with  only  42,759,240  pounds,  worth  $5,970,844, 
during  1900.  There  was  an  increase  of  4,142,116  pounds  in  the  size  of 
the  imports  and  one  of  $790,825  in  their  value.  The  average  annual 
import  price  advanced  from  14  cents  to  14.4  cents  a  pound. 

VEGETABLE  OILS. 

Our  imports  of  vegetable  oils  for  1901  were  valued  at  $6,647,858. 
In  comparison  with  the  value  for  1900,  which  amounted  to  $6,320,711, 
these  figures  show  a  gain  of  $327,147. 

DISTILLED  SPIRITS. 

The  amount  of  distilled  spirits  imported  rose  during  1901  to  2,877,556 
proof  gallons,  outstripping  by  395,536  proof  gallons  the  importations 
of  the  year  before,  which  were  recorded  at  2,482,020  proof  gallons. 
In  value  the  imports  increased  $552,318,  advancing  during  the  two 
years  from  $3,609,831  to  $4,162,149.  The  annual  import  price  aver- 
aged the  same  in  1901  as  in  the  year  l)efore,  amounting  to  $1.45  per 
proof  gallon. 

SEED8. 

Our  imports  of  seeds  showed  a  marked  increase  in  1901,  reaching 
a  value  of  $4,039,194,  while  the  value  recorded  for  1900  was  only 
$1,795,048.     There  was  a  gain  of  $2,244,146. 

VEGETABLES. 

Vegetables  were  imported  during  1901  to  the  value  of  $3,719,679, 
or  $784,602  in  excess  of  the  record  for  1900,  which  amounted- to 
$2,935,077. 
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Of  spices,  36,211,737 pounds  were  imported  in  1901,  the  value  being 
$3,563,109.  As  compared  with  tiie  figures  for  1900,  when  38,845,615 
pounds,  worth  $3,401,265,  were  imported,  there  was  a  decrease  of 
3,633,878  pounds  in  quantity  and  a  gain  of  $161,844  in  value.  The 
larger  value  is  accounted  for  by  a  marked  advance  in  the  aven^ 
annual  import  price,  which  rose  during  the  two  years  from  8.8  cents 
to  10.1  ceots  per  pound,

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LEADING  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS. 

During  1901,  for  the  first  time  in  several  years,  our  exports  of  cot- 
ton exceeded  in  value  our  exports  of  breadstuffs.  After  cotton  and 
breadstuffs,  which  held  the  first  and  second  places  in  our  agricultural 
export  trade,  meat  products  formed  the  largest  item.  Additional 
exports  of  leading  importance,  named  in  the  order  of  their  value, 
were  live  animals,  tobacco,  vegetable  oils,  oil  cake  and  oil-cake  meal, 
fruits  and  nuts,  dairy  products,  and  seeds.  The  10  items  mentioned 
comprised  in  value  nearly  97  per  cent  of  our  total  shipments  of  farm 
produce  for  1901. 

Following  is  a  table  that  exhibits  the  export  value  in  1900  and  1901 
of  each  of  the  10  items  under  ex)nsideration,  and  shows  the  amount  of 
increase  or  decrease  in  the  latter  year  as  compared  with  the  former:

In  comparing  the  export  statistics  of  1900  and  1901  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  figures  for  the  latter  year,  unlike  those  for  the 
former,  do  not  include  our  shipments  to  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico.  As 
our  agricultural  exports  to  these  islands  are  comparatively  small^ 
however,  the  omission  is  not  so  important  as  that  made  in  the  records 
of  the  import  trade.  During  1900,  as  has  already  been  shown,  only 
about  $5,000,000  worth  of  farm  produce  was  sent  to  Hawaii  and  Porto 
Rico,  that  sum  forming  less  than  1  per  cent  of  our  total  agricultural 
exports.  Complete  statistics  as  to  the  value  of  the  agricultui*al 
products  shipped  to  these  islands  in  1901  are  not  available. 


COTTON. 


Owing  to  the  high  price  of  cotton  during  the  pa^st  year  our  ship- 
ments of  that  product  brought  an  unusually  large  return,  the  total 
export  value  of  $315,105,047  exceeding  all  prior  records.  The  gain 
over  the  value  for  1900,  which  was  reported  at  $242,988,978,  amounted 
to  $72,116,069.  In  1901  there  was  an  average  export  price  of  9.4 
cents  per  pound  as  compared  with  only  7.8  cents  per  pound  in  1900. 
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The  increase  in  the  quantity  exported,  while  not  so  marked  as  the 
gain  in  value,  was  nevertheless  considerable,  the  shipments  advancing 
during  the  two  years  from  3,126,225,588  pounds  to  3,359,062,360 
pounds.  The  exports  for  1901  were  232,836,772  pounds  larger  than 
those  for  the  year  preceding. 

BREADSTUFFB. 

During  1901  the  United  States  sent  to  foreign  markets  breadstuffs 
having  a  total  value  of  $275,594,618.  These  figures  represent  the 
highest  value  recorded  since  the  extraordinary  shipments  of  1898. 
Compared  with  the  value  for  1900,  which  amounted  to  J|262,744,078, 
they  show  a  gain  of  $12,850,540. 

The  growth  of  our  export  trade  in  breadstuffs  for  1901  was  due  to 
increased  shipments  of  wheat.  Our  exports  of  corn,  which  in  1900 
had  a  higher  value  than  those  of  wheat,  showed  a  considerable  decline 
during  1901.  Oats,  barley,  and  rye  were  also  shipped  less  extensively 
in  the  latter  year. 

Wheat.— Out  exports  of  wheat  in  1901  amounted  to  132,060,667 
bushels,  having  a  value  of  $96,771,743.  Compared  with  the  record 
for  1900,  when  shipments  amounting  to  101,950,389  bushels  and  valued 
at  $73,237,080  were  reported,  the  figures  for  1901  exhibit  a  gain  of 
30,110,278  bushels  in  quantity  and  $23,534,663  in  value.  The  average 
annual  export  price  rose  during  the  two  years  from  71.8  cents  to  73.3 
cents  per  bushel. 

Wheat  flour. — ^While  our  exports  of  wheat  increased  to  a  marked 
extent  in  1901,  the  quantity  of  wheat  flour  sent  abroad  during  that 
year  was  somewhat  less  than  in  the  year  before.  Our  flour  shipments 
declined  from  18,699,194  barrels  in  1900  to  18,650,979  barrels  in  1901, 
a  loss  of  48,215  barrels.  Owing  to  a  decided  advance  in  the  export 
price,  however,  this  decrease  in  quantity  was  accompanied  by  a  gain 
of  $1,698,410  in  value.  The  exports  for  1901  were  worth  $69,459,296 
and  those  for  1900  only  $67,760,886.  In  the  average  annual  export 
price  there  was  an  advance  from  $3.62  to  $3.72  per  barrel. 

Converted  into  its  equivalent  in  grain,  the  flour  marketed  abroad 
during  1901  was  equal  to  83,929,406  bushels  of  wheat,  and  similarly 
the  flour  exports  of  1900  amounted  to  84,146,373  bushels  of  wheat. 
In  1901  the  combined  shipments  of  wheat  and  wheat  flour  were 
equivalent  to  215,990,073  bushels  of  grain,  as  compared  with  only 
186,096,762  bushels  in  1900.  There  was  a  gain  in  quantity  of 
29,893,311  bushels.  The  combined  value  of  the  wheat  and  wheat-flour 
exports,  which  amounted  to  $140,997,966  for  1900  and  $166,231,039 
for  1901,  showed  an  increase  of  $25,233,073. 

Indian  com. — In  the  exportation  of  Indian  corn  the  past  year  wit- 
nessed a  considerable  falling  off  from  the  record-breaking  figures  of 
1900.     The  1901  exports  amounted  to  only  177,817,965  bushels,  worth 
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$82,527,983,  as  against  209,348,284  bushels,  worth  $85,206,400,  for  the 
year  before.  The  quantity  exported  showed  a  decline  of  31,530,319 
bushels,  while  in  value  there  was  a  loss  of  $2,678,417.  A  decided 
advance  in  the  average  export  price,  which  rose  during  the  two  years 
from  40.7  cents  to  46.4  cents  per  bushel,  made  the  decrease  in  value 
much  less  marked  than  that  in  quantity. 

OaU. — Our  exports  of  oats  in  1901  were  smaller  by  4,222,603 
bushels  than  in  the  year  before,  the  amount  shipped  dropping  from 
41,369,415  bushels  to  37,146,812  bushels.  This  falling  off  in  quantity 
was  accompanied  by  a  decline  from  $12,504,654  to  $11,765,330  in 
value,  miaking  a  loss  of  $739,324.  In  the  annual  export  price  a  rather 
marked  advance  occurred,  the  average  for  1901  being  31.7  cents  per 
bushel,  as  compared  with  only  30.2  cents  per  bushel  for  1900. 

Barley, — Contrasted  with  the  exceptionally  large  exports  recorded 
for  1900,  our  shipments  of  barley  during  1901  showed  a  very  decided 
falling  off,  the  quantity  exported  declining  from  23,661,662  bushels  in 
the  former  year,  to  6,293,207  bushels  in  the  latter,  while  the  value  fell 
from  $11,216,694  to  $2,883,565.  The  decrease  in  quantity  amounted 
to  17,368,455  bushels  and  that  in  value  to  $8,333,129.  In  1900  the 
annual  export  price  averaged  47.4  cents  per  bushel,  but  in  1901  it 
dropped  to  45.8  cents  per  bushel. 

Rye, — Following  the  marked  decline  of  our  rye  exports  in  1900  a 
still  further  decrease  occurred  during  1901,  the  shipments  of  this  cereal 
falling  from  2,355,792  bushels,  worth  $1,442,055.  in  the  former  year 
to  2,326,882  bushels,  worth  $1,321,979,  in  the  latter.  In  quantity 
there  was  a  loss  of  28,910  bushels  and  in  value  one  of  $120,076.  The 
annual  export  price  averaged  56.8  cents  for  1901,  as  compared  with 
61.2  cents  for  1900. 

MEAT  PRODUCTS. 

Measured  in  value,  our  exports  of  meat  products  during  1901  were 
decidedly  the  largest  ever  recorded,  the  shipments  under  this  head 
having  a  total  valuation  of  $186,106,037.  In  comparison  with  the 
exceptionally  high  figures  for  1900,  amounting  to  $173,751,471,  there 
was  a  gain  of  $12,354,566.  A  considerable  part  of  the  increased  value 
was  traceable  to  the  class  of  exports  comprised  under  the  term  hog 
products,  this  group  showing  for  1901  an  advance  of  $7,802,086  over 
the  record  for  the  year  preceding.  In  1901  our  exports  of  hog  prod- 
ucts were  valued  at  $119,961,503,  while  in  1900  they  were  worth  only 
$112,159,417.  Notwithstanding  this  gain  in  value,  which  is  chiefly 
accounted  for  by  a  general  advance  in  price,  there  was  a  considerable 
falling  off  in  the  quantity  of  hog  products  exported.  The  shipments 
for  1901  amounted  to  only  l,462,369,849pounds,  as  against  1,538,024,466 
pounds  for  1900,  a  decrease  of  75,654,617  pounds.  A  decline  in  the 
exportation  of  bacon  contributed  largely  to  this  loss,  lard  being  the 
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only  other  hog  product  that  showed  a  falling  off  in  quantity.  The 
exports  of  hams  and  of  salted  or  pickled  pork,  which,  after  lard  and 
bacon,  are  the  principal  items  under  this  head,  both  exhibited  a  con- 
siderable gain. 

In  the  case  of  beef  products,  the  quantity  exported  during  1901 
was  15,173,685  pounds  larger  than  in  the  year  before  and  the  value 
$2,054,912  greater.  The  shipments  for  1901  were  recorded  at  538,- 
462,660  pounds,  worth  $44,225,319,  as  compared  with  523,288,975 
pounds,  worth  $42,170,407,  for  1900.  Fresh  beef,  which  formed 
decidedly  the  largest  item  in  this  class  of  exports,  was  the  principal 
factor  in  the  gain. 

Oleo  oil  was  another  item  of  considerable  importance  among  the 
meat  products  sent  to  foreign  markets  in  1901.  The  shipments  of  this 
article  have  been  growing  quite  rapidly  during  the  past  few  years,  and 
according  to  the  records  for  1901  a  still  further  increase  occurred. 

Lard. — Of  lard,  611,357,514  pounds  were  exported  during  1901,  the 
value  being  $4:6.560,148.  Compared  with  the  figures  for  1900,  when 
exports  amounting  to  661,813,6t)3  pounds  and  worth  $41,939,164  were 
recorded,  the  shipments  for  1901  disclosed  a  falling  off  of  50,456,149 
pounds  in  quantity  accompanied  by  a  gain  of  $4,620,984  in  value. 
The  decided  gain  in  value,  notwithstanding  a  decrease  in  quantity,  is 
explained  by  an  advance  from  6.3  cents  to  7.6  cents  per  pound  in  the 
average  annual  import  price. 

Bacon. — ^The  decline  in  our  bacon  exports  was  a  marked  one. 
During  1901  only  456,122,741  pounds  were  sent  abroad,  as  against 
512,153,729  pounds  in  1900.  The  loss  inquantity  amounted  to  56,030,988 
pounds.  In  the  average  annual  export  price  there  was  an  advance 
during  the  two  years  from  7.6  cents  to  8.2  cents  per  pound,  and  con- 
sequently the  decrease  in  value  was  comparatively  small,  amounting 
to  only  $1,476,889.  The  exports  for  1900  were  worth  $38,975,915  and 
those^for  1901  $37,499,026. 

Hams. — In  the  exportation  of  hams  there  was  an  increase  from 
196,414,412  pounds,  valued  at  $20,416,367,  during  1900,  to  216,571,803 
pounds,  valued  at  $22,842,778,  during  1901.  The  shipments  of  the  lat- 
ter year  were  larger  in  quantity  by  20,157,391  pounds,  and  in  value  by 
$2,426,411,  than  those  of  the  year  before.  In  1901  the  export  price 
averaged  10.5  cents  per  pound,  as  compared  with  10.4  cents  per  pound 
in  1900. 

Salted  OT  pickled  pork, — Salted  or  pickled  pork  was  shipped  in  1901 
to  the  extent  of  138,643,611  pounds,  or  5,443,928  pounds  in  excess 
of  the  exports  of  the  year  before,  which  amounted  to  133,199,683 
pounds.  The  export  value  increased  during  the  two  years  from 
$8,243,797  to  $9,926,633,  a  gain  of  $1,682,836.  In  the  average  annual 
export  price  there  was  an  advance  from  6.2  cents  to  7.2  cents  per 
pound. 
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Fresh  heef. — Our  exports  of  fresh  beef  for  1901  amounted  to  361,- 
748,333  pounds,  worth  $31,851,361,  while  in  1900  only  329,078,609 
pounds,  worth  $29,643,830,  were  exported.  The  size  of  the  shipments 
was  increased  22,669,724  pounds  and  their  value  $2,207,531.  A  slight 
advance  occurred  in  the  annual  export  price,  which  averaged  9.1  cents 
per  pound  for  1901,  as  compared  with  9  cents  per  pound  for  1900. 

Oleo  oil. — During  1901  we  exported  161,651,413  pounds  of  oleo  oil, 
valued  at  $11,846,373.  Compared  with  the  record  for  1900,  when 
146,739,681  pounds,  worth  $10,503,856,  were  shipped,  these  figures 
show  an  increase  of  14,911,732  pounds  in  quantity  and  $1,342,517  in 
value.  The  average  annual  export  price  rose  during  the  two  years 
from  7.2  cents  to  7.3  cents  per  pound. 

LIVE  ANIMALS. 

Our  export  trade  in  live  stock  showed  a  marked  development  during 
1901,  the  shipments  for  that  year  reaching  the  exceptionally  high 
value  of  $52,058,876,  or  $8,473,845  in  excess  of  the  figures  for  1900, 
which  were  recorded  at  $43,585,031. 

Cattle. — In  the  exportation  of  cattle  there  was  a  gain  of  61,932 
head  over  the  shipments  of  the  year  before,  accompanied  by  an  increase 
of  $6,931,827  in  value.  The  export  record  for  1901  was  459,218  head, 
worth  $37,566,980,  as  compared  with  397,286  head,  worth  $30,635,158, 
for  1900.  In  the  average  annual  export  price  there  was  an  advance 
during  the  two  years  from  $77.11  to  $81.81  per  head. 

Horses. — According  to  the  export  returns  for  1901  we  shipped  to 
foreign  countries  during  that  year  82,250  horses,  their  total  value 
amounting  to  $8,873,845,  while  the  number  shipped  in  1900  was  only 
64,722,  with  a  value  of  $7,612,616.  The  exports  for  1901  exceeded 
those  of  the  year  before  by  17,528  in  number  and  $1,261,229  in  value. 
The  average  annual  export  price  dropped  during  the  two  years  from 
$117.62  to  $107.89  per  head. 

TOBACCO. 

Tobacco  in  its  unmanufactured  forms,  including  stems  and  trim- 
mings,  was  exported  during  1901  to  the  value  of  $27,656,475.  When 
compared  with  the  shipments  for  1900,  which  were  worth  $29,422,371, 
these  figures  show  a  falling  off  of  $1,765,896. 

Leaf  tobacco. — Of  leaf  tobacco,  which  was  the  principal  item  under 
this  head,  we  exported  during  1901  306,900,934  pounds,  the  value  being 
$27,475,466.  The  shipments  for  1900,  which  amounted  to  334,604,210 
pounds  and  had  a  value  of  $29,163,086,  were  27,703,276  pounds  larger 
and  $1,687,620  more  valuable  than  those  of  the  succeeding  year.  The 
export  price  of  leaf  tobacco  averaged  8.7  cents  per  pound  for  1900  and 
9  cents  per  pound  for  1901. 
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VBGETABLE  OIU3. 


In  the  exportation  of  vegetable  oils  an  important  gain  was  made 
during  1901,  the  shipments  for  that  year  reaching  a  total  value  of 
$19,036,686.  The  increase  over  the  figures  for  1900,  when  exports 
worth  $16,345,066  were  recorded,  amounted  to  $2,690,630. 

Cotton-seed  oil. — Cotton-seed  oil  contributed  largely  to  the  increase, 
the  exports  of  this  product  for  1901  having  a  value  of  $16,641,321,  and 
amounting  in  quantity  to  49,356,741  gallons,  whereas  the  shipments 
for  1900  were  recorded  at  only  46,902,390  gallons,  worth  $14,127,538. 
The  gain  in  quantity  amounted  to  2,454,351  gallons  and  that  in  value 
to  $2,413,783.  There  was  a  considerable  advance  in  the  export  price, 
the  average  for  1901  being  33.5  cents  per  gallon,  as  compared  with 
30.1  cents  per  gallon  for  1900. 


OIL  CAKE  AND   OIL-CAKE   MEAL. 


Our  exports  of  oil  cake  and  oil-cake  meal  during  1901  were  the 
largest  on  record,  amounting  to  1,726,545,386  pounds.  Compared  with 
the  exports  for  1900,  which  were  recorded  at  1,631,723,300  pounds, 
being  the  heaviest  prior  to  1901,  the  shipments  for  the  latter  year 
showed  a  gain  of  94,822,086  pounds.  The  value  rose  from  $16,806,302 
in  1900  to  $18,723,672  in  1901,  an  increase  of  $1,917,370.  In  the  aver- 
age annual  export  price  there  was  an  advance  during  the  two  years 
from  1  cent  to  1.1  cents  per  pound. 


FRUITS   AND  NUTS. 


According  to  the  export  record  for  fruits  and  nuts  there  was  a  slight 
falling  off  in  1901  as  compared  with  1900,  the  total  value  of  the  ship- 
ments declining  during  the  two  years  from  $11,642,662  to  $10,826,651, 
a  loss  of  $816,011.  Fruits,  which  comprised  the  chief  part  of  this 
item,  were  exported  in  1901  to  the  value  of  $10,607,908,  while  in  1900 
a  value  of  $11,486,172  was  recorded.  A  comparison  of  these  figures 
shows  a  decline  of  $878,264.  Canned  fruits  and  dried  apples  were  the 
principal  factors  in  this  falling  off.  In  the  case  of  fresh  apples,  on 
the  other  hand,  there  was  a  considerable  increase. 


DAIRY   PRODUCTS. 


Our  exports  of  dairy  products  during  1901  amounted  in  value  to 
$9,403,722,  showing  an  increase  of  $177,202  over  the  figures  for  1900, 
which  were  recorded  at  $9,226,620. 

Btctter. — A  considerable  growth  occurred  in  the  export  butter  trade, 
the  shipments  of  this  product  increasing  from  18,266,371  pounds, 
worth  $3,143,609,  in  1900  to  23,243,626  pounds,  worth  $4,014,905,  m 
1901.  There  was  a  gain  of  4,977,165  pounds  in  quantity  and  $871,396 
in  value.  The  export  price  averaged  17.2  cents  per  pound  for  1900 
and  17.3  cents  per  pound  for  1901. 
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Cheese. — Accompanying  the  increased  sbipmentu  of  butter  there 
was  a  deolme  in  the  exportation  of  cheese.  The  quantity  of  cheese 
sent  abroad  in  1901  was  only  39,813,517  pounds,  as  against  48,419,353 
pounds  in  1900,  a  falling  off  of  8,605,836  pounds.  In  value  the  ex- 
ports declined  during  the  two  years  from  $4,943,609  to  $3,950,999,  a 
loss  of  $992,610.  The  average  annual  export  price  dropped  from 
10,2  centa  to  9.9  cents  per  pound. 


In  the  exportation  of  seeds  from  the  United  States  there  was  a  con- 
siderable falling  off  during  1901,  the  value  of  the  shipments  for  that 
year  amounting  to  only  $6,384,815,  or  $652,167  less  than  the  value 
for  1900,  which  was  recorded  at  $7,036,982.  While  the  exports  of 
cotton  seed  and  of  flaxseed  increased  somewhat  in  value  during  the 
two  years,  the  gains  in  these  items  were  more  than  offset  by  a  decided 
falling  off  in  the  shipments  of  grass  seed.

A  detailed  statement  of  the  agricultural  imports  ^  and  exports  of  the 
United  States  during  each  fiscal  year  from  1892  to  1901,  inclusive, 
embracing  ail  such  commodities  as  may  be  reasonably  classed  in  the 
agricultural  category,  is  presented  in  the  following  tables: 

'  In  comparing  the  yearly  import  returns  for  1892-1901,  tariff  changes  should  be 
taken  into  account.  The  tariff  of  1890,  which  became  law  on  October  6  of  that  year, 
remained  in  effect  until  August  27,  1894,  when  it  was  superseded  by  the  tariff  law  of 
18M.

INTRODUCTION. 


The  purpose  of  the  present  bulletin  is  to  bring  down  to  date  the 
statistics  published  a  year  ago  in  a  similar  report^*  covering  the  five- 
year  period  1896-1900. 

AGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS,  BY  COUNTRIES. 

The  foreign  sources  from  which  agricultural  products  are  annually 
imported  into  the  United  States  to  meet  requirements  not  supplied  by 
domestic  production  include  practically  every  quarter  of  the  globe. 
Our  agricultural  imports  during  the  fiscal  year  1901  had  a  total  value 
of  $392,000,000.  The  countries  that  contributed  most  extensively  to 
these  imports  were  Brazil,  Cuba,  the  United  Kingdom,  Germany, 
Japan,  France,  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  the  British  East  Indies,  Italy, 
the  Chinese  Empire,  Mexico,  the  British  West  Indies,  and  the  Nether- 
lands. From  each  of  the  countries  named  we  imported  products  of 
agriculture  aggregating  in  value  over  $10,000,000. 

Among  the  foremost  countries  Brazil  was  decidedly  in  the  lead, 
sending  to  our  markets  in  1901  $53,000,000  worth  of  agricultural 
produce.  Coflfee  was  of  course  the  principal  factor  in  our  trade  with 
Brazil.  Sugar,  hides  and  skins,  and  cocoa  were  also  leading  items 
among  the  agricultural  imports  from  that  country. 

Cuba  ranked  second  only  to  Brazil  among  the  sourcfes  of  our  agri- 
cultural imports  in  1901.  Our  trade  with  that  island  has  shown  a 
remarkable  growth  during  the  last  few  years.  In  1898  the  value  of 
the  agricultural  produce  received  from  Cuba  fell  as  low  as  $13,000,000. 
In  1899  it  increased  to  $22,000,000  and  in  1900  to  $27,000,000. 
The  year  1901  witnessed  a  still  further  growth,  showing  a  value  of 
$39,000,000,  or  nearly  $12,000,000  more  than  the  record  of  the  year 
before.  Sugar  was  of  prime  importance  among  the  agricultural  prod- 
ucts brought  from  Cuba.  Tobacco,  molasses,  fruits  and  nuts,  and 
cocoa  also  figured  largely  in  the  trade. 
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According  to  the  official  returns  of  importation  for  1901  the  United 
Kingdom  occupied  third  place  among  the  sources  from  which  products 
of  foreign  agriculture  were  purchased.  The  consignments  recorded 
as  coming  from  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  in  value  to  $80,000,000. 
They  undoubtedly  consisted  in  large  part  of  the  produce  of  other 
countries  that  was  reshipped  from  the  United  Kingdom  as  a  distribut- 
ing center.  Chief  among  these  products  were  such  articles  as  East 
Indian  hides  and  skins,  Austmlian  wools,  Manila  hemp,  Egyptian  cot- 
ton, and  the  like. 

Germany  stood  fourth  among  the  sources  from  which  agricultural 
imports  were  received  during  1901,  the  value  of  the  produce  purchased 
from  that  country  amounting  to  $28,000,000.  Beet  sugar  was  decid- 
edly the  most  important  item.  Hides  and  skins,  wines,  rice,  hops, 
bristles,  hair,  coffee,  and  indigo  ranked  high  among  the  other  articles 
shipped  to  the  United  States  from  German  ports.  Some  of  the  prod- 
ucts received  from  Germany,  like  those  coming  from  the  United 
Kingdom,  consisted  of  reexported  mercHandisc  derived  originally 
from  other  sources.  Among  the  products  mentioned,  rice,  coffee,  and 
indigo  were  notable  examples  of  such  reexports. 

From  Japan  f  21,000,000  worth  of  agricultural  products  was  received 
in  1901,  giving  that  country  fifth  place  among  the  sources  of  trade. 
Raw  silk  formed  the  principal  part  of  these  imports,  the  residue  con- 
sisting largely  of  tea  and  rice. 

France  came  next  in  importance  among  the  sources  of  our  imports, 
contributing  agi'icultural  produce  to  the  value  of  $20,000,000.  The 
principal  articles  procured  from  France  were  wines,  hides  and  skins, 
silk,  fruits  and  nuts,  argols,  and  vegetable  oils. 

Agricultural  imports  to  the  value  of  $19,000,000  were  received  from 
the  Dutch  East  Indies.  Cane  sugar  formed  a  large  part  of  these 
imports.  Coffee  was  an  item  of  considerable  importance,  as  were  also 
goatskins  and  spices. 

The  British  East  Indies  contributed  products  of  agriculture  worth 
$17,000,000.  Hides  and  skins,  jute,  spices,  indigo,  coffee,  and  tea  were 
the  principal  articles. 

Our  agricultural  imports  from  Italy  in  1901  were  also  valued  at 
$17,000,000.  They  consisted  chiefly  of  silk,  lemons,  argols,  cheese, 
olive  oil,  and  hemp. 

The  Chinese  Empire  sent  us  agricultui'al  produce  to  the  value  of 
$16,000,000.  Silk  and  tea  were  the  great  items.  Other  products 
furnished  quite  extensively  by  China  were  hides  and  skins,  opium, 
wool,  and  rice. 

From  the  neighboring  country  of  Mexico  we  imported  products  of 
agriculture  worth  $15,000,000.  Sisal  grass,  hides  and  skins,  coffee, 
cattle,  and  vanilla  beans  were  the  leading  items. 
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The  British  Wewt  Indies  contiilmted  agricultural  ioiports  to  the 
value  of  $11,000,000.  Cane  au^r  was  the  principal  item.  Other 
products  received  to  a  considerable  extent  from  that  source  were 
bananas,  cocoa,  oranges,  apices,  coffee,  and  cocoanut«. 

Our  ^rioultuntl  importH  from  the  Netherlands  in  lyoi  had  a  value 
of  $10,000,000.  They  consisted  largely  of  products  obtained  origi- 
nally from  other  countries  and  reahipped  from  Dutch  ports,  such  as 
Suniatra  tobacco,  apices,  and  co<^oa. 

The  only  other  countries  in  1901  that  contributed  produce  worth 
above  $5,00f),000  to  the  agricultural  import  trade  of  the  United  States, 
with  the  value  recorded  in  each  instance,  were  as  follows:  Canada, 
$8,904,000;  Argentina,  $7,684,000;  I^rypt,  $6,968,000;  Venezuela, 
$6,425,000;  and  Austria-Hungary,  $5,236,000. 

The  sources  from  which  i^ricultural  importis  were  received  to  a 
smaller  extent  comprised  a  long  list  of  countries  not  one  of  which 
furnished  as  much  as  2  per  cent  of  the  total.

The  official  import  returns  for  1901,  froni  which  the  statistics  pre- 
sented in  the  foregoing  table  were  compiled,  did  not  include,  as  in 
preceding  years,  any  figures  as  to  the  importation  from  Hawaii  and 
Porto  Rico,  a  fact  that  should  be  taken  into  consideration  in  compar- 
ing the  returns  of  that  year  with  previous  records.  In  1901  our  agri- 
cultural imports  from  Hawaii  were  valued  at  $28,000,000,  and  our 
agricultural  imports  from  Porto  Rico  at  $5,475,000.  To  make  the 
total  value  of  our  agricultural  imports  for  1901  properly  comparable 
with  similar  returns  for  earlier  years  it  should  be  increased  by  these 
amounts.  The  imports  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  were  excluded 
from  the  general  returns  of  importation  for  1901  on  the  theory  that 
these  island  dependencies  are  now  integral  parts  of  the  United  States. 


HAWAII. 


Our  agricultural  imports  from  Hawaii  in  1901  consisted  principally 
of  sugar.  The  amount  of  this  product  shipped  from  the  islands  to 
American  ports  during  the  year  mentioned  was  691,000,000  pounds, 
worth  $27,000,000.  Aside  from  sugar,  the  most  important  article  of 
shipment  was  coffee,  2,120,000  pounds  of  which  were  sent  to  the 
United  States,  the  value  being  $239,000.  Other  agricultural  products 
shipped  in  considerable  quantities  from  Hawaii  to  the  United  States 
were  wool,  hides  and  skins,  fruits,  and  rice.  The  shipments  of  wool 
amounted  to  726,000  pounds,  worth  $100,000.  Of  hides  and  skins 
there  were  consignments  amounting  to  1,364,000  pounds,  valued  at 
$77,000.  The  fruit  shipments  were  valued  at  $75,000.  Rice  formed 
an  item  of  $23,000,  the  quantity  shipped  being  549,000  pounds.

PORTO    RICO. 


In  the  tmde  of  Porto  Rico,  as  in  that  of  Hawaii  just  described, 
sugar  is  the  principal  article  of  shipment  to  the  United  States.  Our 
imports  of  Porto  Rican  sugar  in  1901  amounted  to  143,000,000  pounds, 
and  had  a  value  of  $4,926,000.  In  addition  to  the  sugar  imports 
1,141,000  gallons  of  molasses  were  purchased  from  Porto  Rico,  the 
value  being  $248,000.  After  sugar  and  molasses  the  largest  item  in 
our  agricultural  import  trade  with  Porto  Rico  was  tobacco,  of  which 
product  665,000  pounds,  worth  $158,(X)(),  were  received.  Fruits 
formed  another  item  of  considerable  importance  in  the  trade,  the  im- 
port value  amounting  to  $87,000.  Oranges  and  lemons  were  the 
fruits  imported  most  extensively.  The  imports  of  oranges  in  1901 
amounted  to  4,790,000  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $61,000,  while  of  lem- 
ons 707,000  pounds,  worth  $9,000,  were  received.  Still  another  item 
of  importance  was  that  comprising  hides  and  skins,  of  which  380,000 
pounds  were  imported,  the  value  being  $41,000.  Cattle  hides  formed 
the  principal  part  of  these  imports.

PHILIPPINE   ISLANDS. 

Although  our  agricultural  imports  from  the  Philippines  are  still 
recorded  in  the  general  returns  of  importation  and  accordingly  form 
a  part  of  the  summary  statement  printed  on  pages  13-14,  it  may  be  of 
interest  in  connection  with  the  statistics  of  importation  from  Hawaii 
and  Porto  Rico  just  given  to  present  a  statement  showing  in  like  detail 
the  agricultural  features  of  our  Philippine  import  trade. 
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The  agricultural  products  imported  into  the  United  States  from  the 
Philippine  Islands  during  1901  had  a  value  of  $4,375,000.  Manila 
hemp  was  decidedly  the  most  important  item.  The  imports  of  this 
fiber  amounted  to  26,000  tons,  worth  $4,254,000.  Next  to  manila 
hemp  the  largest  import  was  sugar,  of  which  4,693,000  pounds,  with 
a  value  of  $104,000,  were  received.  Among  other  agricultural  imports 
from  the  Philippines  the  most  important  were  jute,  fruits  and  nuts, 
vegetable  oils,  and  tobacco.  Of  jute  90  tons,  having  a  value  of  $6,000, 
were  imported.  Fruits  and  nuts  formed  an  item  of  $4,858,  and  veg- 
etable oils  one  of  $4,460.  The  imports  of  tobacco  amounted  to  5,174 
pounds  and  had  a  value  of  $1,224.

AGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS,  BY  CONTINENTS. 

During  1901  the  various  countries  of  Europe  sent  to  our  markets 
products  of  agriculture  having  an  aggregate  value  of  $127,000,000,  or 
nearly  one-third  of  our  total  agricultural  imports.  Although  Europe 
thus  appears  to  be  the  principal  source  of  our  import  trade  in  agri- 
cultural produce,  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  merchandise  received  from  European  ports  came  originally  from 
countries  outside  of  Europe.  The  imports  recorded  from  Europe  con- 
sist quite  largely  of  articles  produced  in  other  regions,  and  especially 
in  the  tropical  possessions  of  certain  European  countries,  from  which 
they  are  finally  distributed  in  the  form  of  reexports. 

Next  to  Europe,  North  America  was  the  continent  from  which  the 
agricultural  imports  of  the  United  States  in  1901  were  most  exten- 
sively supplied.     The  products  of  ugi'iculture  procured  from  countries 
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on  this  continent  and  from  adjacent  islands  amounted  in  value  to 
$89,000,000,  forming  23  per  cent  of  the  total. 

South  America  contributed  about  21  per  cent,  sending  us  products 
of  agriculture  to  the  value  of  $83,000,000. 

From  Asia  we  purchased  agricultural  produce  worth  $77,000,000, 
or  about  20  per  c«nt  of  the  total. 

Oceania  and  Africa  each  contributed  a  trifle  over  2  per  cent..  The 
agricultural  produce  received  from  Oceania  had  a  value  of  $8,368,000, 
while  from  Africa  there  were  imports  worth  $8,227,000.

AGBIGULTURAL  IMPORTS,  BY   PRINCIPAL  ARTICLES. 

As  regards  value,  the  leading  items  in  our  agricultural  import  trade 
for  1901  ranked  in  the  following  order:  Sugar,  coffee,  hides  and  skins, 
silk,  vegetable  fibers,  fruits  and  nuts,  tobacco,  wool,  tea,  wines,  cocoa, 
and  vegetable  oils.  Each  of  the  twelve  items  mentioned  had  a  value 
in  excess  of  $5,000,000,  while  the  remaining  articles  of  importation  all 
fell  below  that  amount. 

SUGAR. 

During  1901  the  United  States  Imported  $90,000,000  worth  of  sugar. 
Over  a  quarter  of  this  sugar  was  contributed  by  Cuba,  from  which 
island  imports  having  a  value  of  $26,000,000  were  received.  Next  to 
Cuba  the  Dutch  East  Indies  were  the  principal  source  of  supply, 
furnishing  $17,000,000  worth.  From  Germany,  which  contributes  the 
principal  part  of  the  beet  sugar  shipped  to  the  United  States,  there 
were  imports  valued  at  $16,000,000.  Brazil  supplied  unusually  large 
consignments  of  sugar  in  1901,  the  value  amounting  to  $5,348,000. 
Our  imports  from  the  British  West  Indies  in  that  j-ear  were  valued 
at  $5,059,000.  British  Guiana  sent  shipments  worth  $4,803,000. 
From  Austria-Hungary,  which  is  another  important  beet-sugar  coun- 
try, we  purchased  $3,727,000  worth.     The  only  other  countries  that 
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supplied  imports  valued  above  $1,(H)(),000  were  Santo  Domingo,  Peru, 
Belgium,  and  Egypt.  The  shipments  received  from  Santo  Domingo 
were  worth  $2,959,000,  and  those  from  Peru  $2,702,000.  From 
Belgium  sugar  was  imported  to  the  value  of  $1,725,000,  and  from 
Egypt  to  the  value  of  $1,654,000. 

COFFEE. 

Our  coffee  imports  for  1901  amounted  in  value  to  $(>3,000,<HX>. 
Over  two-thirds  of  these  imports  came  from  Bmzil,  that  country  send- 
ing shipments  worth  $45,000,000.  After  Brazil  the  largest  contribu- 
tors to  our  coffee  trade  in  the  year  mentioned  were  Venezuela  and 
Guatemala.  The  imports  from  Venezuela  were  valued  at  $4,639,000 
and  those  from  Guatemala  $3,186,000.  The  shipments  received  from 
Mexico  were  unusually  small,  having  a  value  of  only  $1,960,000. 
Costa  Rica,  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  and  Colombia  were  the  only  other 
sources  of  importation  sending  shipments  worth  more  than  $l,OtK),000. 
The  value  of  the  imports  from  Costa  Rica  was  $1,511,000;  from  the 
Dutch  East  Indies  $1,360,000;  and  from  Colombia  $1,192,000. 

HIDE8    AND   8KINS. 

Of  hides  and  skins  the  United  States  imported  $48,0(X),000  worth  in 
1901.  The  principal  sources  of  supply  were  the  British  East  Indies, 
the  United  Kingdom,  France,  Argentina,  and  Germany.  From  the 
British  East  Indies  there  were  imports  amounting  in  value  to  $8,333,0(^0. 
The  United  Kingdom,  which  is  an  important  distributing  center  for 
the  produce  of  other  countries,  and  especially  of  the  British  colonial 
possessions,  forwarded  to  the  United  States  hides  and  skins  valued  at 
$5,538,000.  France  sent  consignments  worth  $4,386,000.  From 
Argentina  hides  and  skins  were  imported  to  the  value  of  $4,146,000. 
Our  imports  from  Germany  were  valued  at  $3,656,000.  After  the 
countries  mentioned  the  most  important  sources  of  supply  were  Mex- 
ico, Brazil,  and  European  Russia.  From  Mexico  there  were  imports 
worth  $2,668,000;  from  Brazil,  $2,062,000;  and  from  European  Rus- 
sia, $2,008,000.  Other  sources  that  contributed  imports  exceeding 
$1,000,000  in  value  were  Venezuela,  Canada,  Uruguay,  the  Chinese 
Empire,  and  Aden.

In  the  importation  of  silk  during  1901  the  United  States  expended 
$30,000,000.  Japan  received  nearh^  half  of  this  sum,  the  imports  from 
that  country  having  a  value  of  $15,000,000.  The  remainder  of  the 
silk  imported  came  largely  from  Ital}^  and  China.  The  silk  received 
from  Itiily  was  valued  at  $7,182,000,  while  the  Chinese  Empire  con- 
tril)uted  shipments  worth  $6,366,000.  France,  which  was  the  only 
other  country  furnishing  consignments  in  excess  of  $1,000,000,  sup- 
plied imports  to  the  value  of  $1,710,000. 
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VEGETABLE   FIBERS. 

Our  imports  of  vegetable  fibers  during  1901  amounted  in  value  to 
nearly  $30,000,000.  They  came  chiefly  from  Mexico,  Egypt,  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  the  British  East  Indies. 
The  imports  from  Mexico  had  a  value  of  $8,136,000.  From  Egypt 
imports  worth  $5,205,000  were  received.  The  United  Kingdom  for- 
warded shipments  to  the  value  of  $5,013,000.  Our  imports  from  the 
Philippine  Islands,  consisting  chiefly  of  manila  hemp,  were  valued 
at  $4,260,000.  The  British  East  Indies  sent  consignments  worth 
$4,178,000.  None  of  the  remaining  sources  of  supply  furnished 
inaports  worth  $1,000,000. 

FRUITS   AND   NUTS. 

The  fruits  and  nuts  imported  into  the  United  States  during  1901  cost 
about  $20,000,000.  From  Italy,  which  contributed  larger  imports 
than  any  other  countr}^  consignments  worth  $4,170,000  were  received. 
Next  to  Italy  the  British  West  Indies  were  the  most  important  source 
of  supply,  furnishing  shipments  to  the  value  of  $3,431,000.  Other 
cx)untries  of  leading  importance  in  the  trade  were  Spain,  France,  Costa 
Rica,  and  Honduras.  Spain  contributed  $1,870,000  woi-th,  and  France 
$1,521,000  worth.  The  imports  from  Costa  Rica  were  valued  at 
$1,297,000,  and  the  imports  from  Honduras  at  $1,070,000. 

TOBACCO. 

Our  tobacco  imports  in  1901  were  considerably  larger  than  for  sev- 
eral years,  having  a  value  of  $16,000,000.  The  increase  occurred  chiefly 
in  our  purchases  from  Cuba,  which  were  exceptionall}'^  heavy  during 
the  past  year.  The  consignments  received  from  that  island  were  valued 
at  $9,835,000,  forming  60  per  cent  of  our  total  impoils.  Aside  from 
Cuba  the  Netherlands  formed  the  principal  source  of  importation. 
The  shipments  received  from  Dutch  ports,  consisting  principally  of 
Sumatra  tobacco,  had  a  value  of  $5,609,000. 

WOOL. 

The  value  of  the  wool  imported  into  the  United  States  during  1901 
was  $13,000,000.  From  the  United  Kingdom,  which  was  the  principal 
source  of  importation,  consignments  were  received  having  a  value  of 
$5,321,000.  These  consignments  undoubtedly  consisted  in  large  part 
of  wool  imported  into  the  British  market  from  other  sources,  and 
especially  from  Australasia.  The  shipments  of  wool  sent  direct  from 
British  Australasia  to  the  United  States  amounted  in  value  to 
$2,045,000.  European  Russia  was  one  of  the  important  sources  of 
supply,  sending  consignments  worth  $1,291,000.  Another  country 
that  contributed  quite  extensively  to  our  foreign  wool  supply  was 
Argentina,  from  which  source  imports  worth  $1,179,000  were  received. 
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Our  tea  imports  for  19()1  cost  *11,0<)0,000.  They  came  cbiefly  from 
Japan  and  China.  The  importations  received  from  Japan  had  a  value 
of  $1,966,00<),  while  from  the  Chinese  Empire  consignmenta  worth 
$4,864,000  were  imported. 

During  1!X)1  we  expended  over  $8,000,000  in  the  importation  of 
winei4.  France  way  the  principal  contributor,  the  shipments  received 
from  that  country'  having  a  value  of  $5.:il4,000.  Next  to  France  the 
moat  important  source  of  supply  was  Germany,  from  which  country 
consignments  worth  $1,249,000  were  received.  Of  the  remaining 
sourcci)  of  importation,  Spain  and  Italy  sent  the  largest  shipments. 


Our  imports  of  cocoa  during  1901  were  valued  at  $6,762,000.  This 
product  was  imported  moat  extensively  from  the  British  West  Indies, 
the  shipments  received  from  that  source  having  a  value  of  $2,011,000. 
Of  the  remaining  Hources  of  supply  Dut^^h  Guiana,  Brazil,  and  Kcuador 
were  the  most  important. 


Vegetable  oils  were  imported  during  1901  to  the  value  of  $6,648,000. 
They  came  in  large-^t  quantities  from  the  United  Kingdom,  Italy,  and 
France.  The  vegetable  uils  impoiied  from  the  United  Kingdom  had  a 
value  of  $1,5110,000  and  were  probably  to  a  considerable  extent  reex- 
ports. From  Italy  imports  worth  $1,410,000  were  received.  France 
contributed  shipments  having  a  value  of  $1,219,000. 

Following  is  a  table  that  shows  the  value  of  the  twelve  leading  items 
in  our  agricultural  import  trade  for  each  of  the  five  years  1897-1901:

The  tables  presented  on  the  following  pages  embrace  all  the  agricul- 
tural imports  of  the  United  States  during  the  five  fiscal  years  1897-1901, 
exhibiting  for  each  article  the  extent  of  the  annual  importations 
received  from  the  various  sources  of  supply.  For  convenience  in 
classification,  the  articles  are  divided  into  two  groups,  consisting, 
respectively,  of  animal  matter  and  vegetable  matter.  The  tables  are 
arranged  in  two  series,  the  first  relating  to  the  value  and  the  second 
to  the  quantity  of  the  articles  impoi*ted.  To  facilitate  comparison, 
cross  references  are  given  from  each  table  of  values  to  the  correspond- 
ing table  of  quantities,  and  vice  versa.  In  some  cases,  however,  val- 
ues only  are  given,  no  returns  being  made  as  to  quantity.  An  index 
to  the  articles  covered  by  the  tables  is  printed  on  pages  129-132.  The 
tables  are  as  follows  :

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DISTRIBUTION  OF  THE  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  OF 

THE  UNITED  STATES,  18971901. 


INTRODUCTION. 


The  present  bulletin  has  been  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  bringing 
down  to  date  statistics  published  a  year  ago  in  a  sunilar  report  *  cov- 
ering the  five-year  period  1896-1900. 

AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS,  BY  COUNTRIES. 

Of  the  $952,000,000  worth  of  farm  produce  shipped  from  the  United 
States  during  the  fiscal  year  1901,  more  than  half  was  disposed  of  in 
the  British  market.  Our  agricultural  exports  to  that  destination  in 
the  year  mentioned  had  the  exceptionally  high  value  of  $496,000,000. 
Cotton  was  decidedly  the  largest  factor  in  the  trade.  Aside  from 
cotton  the  most  important  articles  of  shipment  were  wheat  and  wheat 
flour.  Another  grain  sent  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  large  quantities 
was  Indian  corn,  which  ranked  fourth  among  the  exports  for  1901. 
Live  cattle  formed  the  fifth  item  in  point  of  value,  followed,  in  the 
order  named,  by  fresh  beef,  bacon,  hams,  and  lard.  The  only  addi- 
tional articles  having  a  value  in  excess  of  $6,000,000  were  tobacco  and 
oats. 

After  the  United  Kingdom,  the  foreign  countries  affording  the 
largest  markets  for  products  of  American  agriculture  in  1901  were 
Germany,  the  Netherlands,  France,  Belgium,  Canada,  Italy,  Denmark, 
Spain,  British  Africa,  and  Cuba. 

Our  agricultural  exports  to  Germany  in  that  year,  like  our  agricul- 
tural exports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  were  unusually  large,  having  a 
value  of  $145,000,000.  In  the  case  of  Germany  also,  the  leading  farm 
product  purchased  from  the  United  States  during  1901  was  cotton. 
Next  to  cotton,  Indian  corn  formed  the  largest  item.  Other  articles 
of  considerable  importance,  named  in  the  order  of  their  value,  were 
lard,  wheat,  oil  cake,  tobacco,  oleo  oil,  and  wheat  flour. 

To  the  Netherlands  we  sold  in  1901  $51,000,000  worth  of  agricul- 
tural products.     Wheat  and  corn  were  the  principal  exports  to  that

country.  Oleo  oil  also  formed  an  important  item  in  the  Dutch  trade. 
Other  articles  shipped  quite  extensively  were  wheat  flour,  lard,  cotton- 
seed oil,  oil  cake,  and  cotton. 

The  American  farm  produce  sent  to  France  during  1901  had  a  value 
of  $50,000,000,  or  slightly  less  than  that  sent  to  the  Netherlands.  In 
our  agricultural  exports  to  France  cotton  was  of  far  greater  value  than 
all  other  products  combined.  Aside  from  cotton  the  principal  articles 
of  shipment  to  that  destination  were  cotton-seed  oil,  tobacco,  corn,  oats, 
and  lard. 

Belgium  furnished  a  market  in  1901  for  $35,000,000  worth  of  our 
agricultural  exports.  Wheat,  cotton,  and  com  formed  the  largest 
items.  Lard  was  also  an  article  of  leading  importance.  Other  prod- 
ucts of  agriculture  shipped  to  Belgium  in  considerable  abundance  were 
oil  cake,  leaf  tobacco,  and  bacon. 

About  $28,000,000  worth  of  United  States  farm  produce  was  mar- 
keted during  1901  in  the  neighboring  country  of  Canada.  Wheat, 
cotton,  and  corn  were  decidedly  our  largest  exports  to  that  destination. 
Another  product  shipped  quite  extensively  was  tobacco.  Horses  and 
cattle  also  formed  items  of  considerable  value.  Among  numerous 
other  articles  those  of  chief  importance  were  flaxseed,  hides  and  skins, 
pork,  bacon,  and  hams,  oats,  oranges,  and  wheat  flour. 

To  Italy  we  made  shipments  of  agricultural  produce  valued  at 
$25,000,000.  After  cotton,  which  formed  a  large  part  of  the  trade, 
the  articles  marketed  there  most  extensively  were  tobacco,  cotton-seed 
oil,  and  wheat. 

Our  agricultural  exports  to  Denmark  in  1901  had  a  value  of  over 
$13,0(X),000.  Aside  from  Indian  corn,  which  was  decidedly  the  fore- 
most item,  they  consisted  chiefly  of  oil  cake,  cotton,  oleo  oil,  lard, 
wheat,  and  wheat  flour. 

The  shipments  of  American  farm  produce  to  Spain  in  1901  were 
unusually  large,  having  a  value  of  $12,699,000.  Cotton  foimed  the 
bulk  of  the  trade.  Other  items  of  some  importance  were  tobacco, 
wheat,  Indian  corn,  and  sausage  casings. 

Exceptionally  heavy  exports  of  agricultural  produce  were  also  sent 
to  British  Africa  in  1901,  the  record  for  that  year  showing  a  value  of 
$12,637,000.  These  exports  went  chiefly  to  British  South  Africa. 
Horses  and  mules  for  anny  purposes  comprised  an  important  part  of 
the  trade.  Additional  products  of  American  agriculture  shipped  quite 
extensively  to  British  South  Africa  were  wheat  and  wheat  flour,  corn 
and  corn  meal,  canned  meats,  and  hay. 

To  Cuba,  which  was  the  only  other  foreign  country  in  1901  that 
purchased  over  $10,000,000  worth  of  United  States  farm  produce, 
shipments  were  sent  amounting  in  value  to  $12,624,000.  Lard, 
wheat  flour,  and  cattle  formed  the  largest  items  among  our  agricul- 
tural exports  to  Cuba.     Other  United  States  products  marketed  there 
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quite  abundantly  were  indian  corn,  bams,  pork,  eggs,  bacon,  milk, 
beans  and  peas,  and  malt  liquors. 

In  addition  to  the  eleven  countries  mentioned  above,  to  each  of 
which  we  sent  over  $10,000,000  worth  of  agricultural  produce,  there 
were  several  destinations  of  less  importance  that  made  purchases 
exceeding  $5,000,000,  as  follows:  Sweden  and  Norway,  $7,086,000; 
Japan,  $6,299,000;  Mexico,  $6,265,000;  Hongkong,  $5,172,000;  and 
the  British  West  Indies,  $5,136,000. 

The  various  countries  that  have  thus  far  been  named  received 
together  over  nine-tenths  of  our  agricultural  exports  for  1901.  The 
remainder  of  the  trade  was  distributed  among  numerous  other  des- 
tinations, none  of  which  received  shipments  amounting  in  value  to  1 
per  cent  of  the  total.

AGRICULTURAL   EXPORTS  TO   ISLAND   DEPENDENCIES. 

While  our  exports  to  the  Philippine  Islands  were  included  in  the 
general  trade  returns  for  1901,  as  will  be  seen  b\'  referring  to  the  sum- 
mary statement  of  agricultural  exports  printed  above,  our  exports  to 
Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  were  not  similarly  recorded.     In  the  case  of 
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Hawaii  the  usual  statistics  of  exportation  from  the  United  States  were 
not  collected,  and  it  is  accordingly  impossible  to  present  any  figures  a^ 
to  the  agricultural  products  shipped  to  that  destination  in  1901.  As 
regards  our  trade  with  Porto  Rico,  however,  special  returns  were  made, 
from  which  a  statement  of  our  agricultural  exports  to  that  island  can 
be  presented. 


PORTO   RICO. 


The  agricultural  produce  shipped  from  the  United  States  to  Porto 
Rico  during  1901  amounted  in  value  to  $3,490,000.  Rice  was  decidedly 
the  most  important  item.  Of  this  product  37,000,000  pounds,  worth 
$1,310,000,  were  sent  to  the  island.  Next  to  rice,  the  largest  export 
was  wheat  flour,  the  shipments  of  which  amounted  to  220,000  barrels 
and  had  a  value  of  $820,000.  Salted  or  pickled  pork  was  another  lead- 
ing item,  and  also  lard.  Of  the  former  product  4,577,000  pounds, 
woi-th  $296,000,  were  shipped,  while  the  exports  of  lard  amounted  to 
4,086,000  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $290,000.  Among  the  various  other 
articles  sold  to  the  island  the  most  impoilant  were  cheese,  bacon,  corn 
meal,  malt  liquors,  hams,  and  potatoes.  Cheese  was  exported  to  the 
extent  of  650,000  pounds,  worth  $75,000,  and  bacon  to  the  extent  of 
921,000  pounds,  >vorth  $66,000.  The  shipments  of  corn  meal  were 
valued  at  $62,000,  amounting  to  about  30,000  barrels.  Malt  liquors 
formed  an  item  of  $59,000.  The  exports  of  hams  were  recorded  at 
641,000  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $56,000.  Potatoes  also  showed  an 
export  value  of  $56,000,  the  quantity  shipped  amounting  to  77,000 
bushels.  Additional  agricultural  products  sent  to  Porto  Rico  in  con- 
siderable quantities  during  1901  were:  Fresh  beef,  butter,  baans  and 
peas,  bread  and  biscuit,  wines,  sausages,  oleomargarine,  canned  meats, 
and  refined  sugar.

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PHILIPPINE   ISLANDS. 


The  value  of  the  agricultural  produce  shipped  from  the  United  States 
to  the  Philippine  Islands  in  1901  was  $2,500,000.  Leading  articles  of 
exportation,  named  in  the  order  of  their  value,  were  malt  liquors, 
oats,  hay,  distilled  spirits,  potatoes,  mules,  and  horses. 

Of  malt  liquors  618,000  dozen  quarts  were  sent  to  the  islands,  the 
value  being  $762,000.  Oats  were  exported  to  the  extent  of  1,258,000 
bushels,  worth  $546,000,  and  hay  to  the  extent  of  17,000  tons,  worth 
$324,000.  Distilled  spirits  fonned  an  item  of  $316,000,  the  quantity 
being  167,000  proof  gallons.  Of  potatoes  there  were  exports  amount- 
ing to  209,000  bushels,  with  a  value  of  $131,000.  The  number  of 
mules  shipped  was  1,175,  valued  at  $118,000,  while  the  horses  num- 
bered 1,578  and  had  a  value  of  $115,000.  Among  the  various  other 
producl^  of  agriculture  marketed  in  the  Philippines  during  1901  the 
most  important  were  onions,  wines,  wheat  flour,  milk,  fruits,  and  malt.

AGRICULTURAL   EXPORTS,  BY   CONTINENTS. 

Nearly  nine-tenths  of  the  agricultural  produce  exported  from  the 
United  States  during  1901  found  a  market  in  Europe.  The  aggre- 
gate value  of  the  products  of  American  agriculture  shipped  to  the 
various  countries  of  that  continent  during  the  year  mentioned  was 
$847,000,000.  Those  figures  are  far  in  excess  of  any  previously 
recorded.  Compared  with  similar  statistics  for  1900  they  show  a 
gain  of  over  $100,000,000.  They  make  it  clear  that  the  recent 
growth  of  our  agricultural  export  trade  has  occurred  chiefly  in  the 
business  done  with  European  countries. 

Aside  from  our  European  trade  the  most  important  foreign  markets 
for  domestic  farm  produce  were  those  afforded  by  the  neighboring 
countries  of  North  America.  The  agricultural  products  shipped  from 
the  United  States  to  North  American  destinations  had  a  value  of 
160,000,000. 

Our  agricultural  exports  to  Africa  in  1901  were  unusually  large  for 
that  continent,  having  a  value  of  nearly  $15,0(K),000.  This  was  a  gain 
of  about  $3,000,000  over  the  returns  for  1900. 
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In  our  trade  with  Asia,  on  the  other  hand,  a  considerable  decline 
occurred  during  1901,  the  record  for  that  year  falling  to  about 
$U,000,000,  or  more  than  18,000,000  less  than  in  1900. 

The  agricultural  exports  of  the  United  States  to  South  America  in 
1901  were  valued  at  about  $11,000,000.  They  showed  an  increase  of 
nearly  $2,000,000  over  the  figures  of  the  preceding  year. 

In  the  case  of  Oceania,  also,  the  official  returns  for  1901  would  doubt- 
less have  shown  an  increased  exportation  were  it  not  for  the  omis- 
sion of  the  shipments  to  Hawaii.  With  the  exclusion  of  the  products 
sent  to  Hawaii  our  agricultural  exports  to  Oceania  in  that  year  had  a 
value  of  $i,600,000.

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COTTON. 


Cotton  was  by  far  the  most  important  of  our  agricultui-al  exports 
in  1901.  The  shipments  of  this  product  had  an  aggregate  value  of 
^16,000,000.  Nearly  half  of  the  cotton  sent  abroad  during  the  year 
mentioned  found  a  market  in  the  United  Kingdom,  that  country 
receiving  consignments  worth  $147,000,000.  Germany,  which  ranked 
next  to  the  United  Kingdom  as  a  consumer  of  American  cotton, 
made  purchases  amounting  to  $77,000,000.  France  stood  third  among 
our  foreign  markets,  buying  $35,000,000  worth.  To  Italy,  which 
occupied  fourth  place,  we  sold  cotton  to  the  extent  of  $17,000,000. 
Spain  ranked  fifth  among  the  purchasing  countries,  the  shipments  to 
that  destination  having  a  value  of  about  $11,000,000. 

After  the  five  countries  mentioned,  which  together  took  about  90 
per  cent  of  the  cotton  exported  from  the  United  States  during  1901, 
the  principal  foreign  markets  for  this  product  were  Belgium,  Canada, 
Japan,  European  Russia,  and  the  Netherlands.  The  shipments  to 
Belgium  were  valued  at  $7,408,000.  (Canada  made  purchases  to  the 
extent  of  $6,127,000.  In  the  case  of  Japan  our  sales  were  smaller 
than  for  several  years,  amounting  to  only  $4,086,000.  To.  European 
Russia  we  sold  $2,499,000  worth,  and  to  the  Netherlands,  $2,466,000, 
worth. 

The  only  other  countries  that  took  exports  of  cotton  worth  over 
$1,000,000,  with  the  values  recorded  in  each  instance,  were  as  fol- 
lows: Mexico,  $1,761,000;  Austria-Hungary,  $1,686,000;  and  Den- 
mark, $1,177,000. 

BREAD8TUFF8. 

The  brcadstuffs  shipped  from  the  United  States  to  foreign  markets 
during  1901  had  an  aggregate  value  of  $276,000,000.  More  than  half 
of  these  exports  went  to  the  United  Kingdom,  the  consignments 
received  by  that  country  amounting  in  value  to  $160,000,000.  Aside 
from  the  United  Kingdom  the  largest  foreign  markets  in  1901  were 
those  afforded  by  Germany,  the  Netherlands,  Belgium,  and  Canada. 
To  German}^  we  sent  $30,000,000  worth  of  breadstuffs,  and  to  the 
Netherlands,  $23,000,000  worth.  Belgium  made  pun^hases  to  the 
extent  of  $16,000,000,  while  to  Canada  there  were  shipments  valued  at 
$11,000,000. 

Foremost  among  other  destinations  were  Denmark,  France,  Hong- 
kong, Cuba,  Portugal,  British  Africa,  the  British  West  Indies,  and 
Brazil.  The  exports  to  Denmark  were  valued  at  $6,466,000,  and  those 
to  France  at  $4,498,000.  Hongkong  received  consignments  worth 
$3,982,000.  Cuba,  which  made  larger  purchases  than  for  several 
years,  took  shipments  worth  $3,180,000.  To  Portugal  we  sent  exports 
having  a  value  of  $3,119,000.  In  the  trade  with  British  Africa  exports 
of  breadstuffs  worth  $3,060,000  were  recorded.     The  principal  part  of 
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these  exports  found  a  market  in  British  South  Africa.  To  the  British 
West  Indies  we  sold  $2,890,000  worth,  and  to  Brazil  $2,727,000  worth. 
The  only  other  countries  that  received  consignments  valued  above 
$1,000,000  were  the  following:  Sweden  and  Norway,  $1,638,000;  Mex- 
ico, $1,185,000;  Japan,  $1,109,000;  and  Portuguese  Africa,  $1,040,000. 

MEAT  PRODUCTS. 

American  meat  products  were  marketed  abroad  during  1901  to  the 
value  of  $186,000,000.  The  United  Kingdom  took  $118,000,000  worth, 
or  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  total  exports.  After  the  United  Kingdom, 
Germany  and  the  Netherlands  were  our  largest  customers.  To  Ger- 
many we  sold  $21,000,000  worth,  and  to  the  Netherlands  $13,000,000 
worth. 

Extensive  sales  were  also  made  to  Belgium,  Cuba,  Sweden  and  Nor- 
way, and  France.  Our  exports  to  Belgium  had  a  value  of  $5,778,000. 
Cuba  purchased  to  the  extent  of  $5,000,000.  The  shipments  to  Sweden 
and  Norway  were  valued  at  $4,419,000,  and  those  to  France  at 
$2,512,000. 

Other  countries  that  bought  over  $1,000,000  worth  of  American 
meat  products  were  the  following:  Denmark,  $1,997,000;  Canada, 
$1,994,000;  Brazil,  $1,354,000;  the  British  West  Indies,  $1,332,000; 
and  British  South  Africa,  $1,033,000. 

LIVE  ANIMAIiS. 

The  live-stock  export  trade  of  the  United  States  during  1901 
amounted  in  value  to  $52,000,000.  The  United  Kingdom  furnished 
the  principal  foreign  market,  taking  shipments  worth  $40,000,000. 
Among  the  other  destinations  of  this  trade,  British  South  Africa, 
Cuba,  and  Canada  were  the  most  important.  To  British  South  Africa 
we  sent  live  animals  worth  $5,909,000.  Cuba  received  consignments 
valued  at  $2,080,000,  while  our  exports  to  Canada  had  a  value  of 
$1,777,000. 

TOBACCO. 

Tobacco  in  its  various  unmanufactured  forms  was  exported  during 
1901  to  the  value  of  $28,000,000.  The  United  Kingdom,  Italy,  Ger- 
many, and  France  made  the  largest  purchases.  To  the  United  King- 
dom we  sent  shipments  valued  at  $8,821,000.  Italy  furnished  a  market 
for  consignments  worth  $4,458,000.  Our  exports  to  Germany  were 
valued  at  $3,914,000,  and  our  exports  to  France  at  $3,063,0(X).  Among 
other  countries  of  destination,  those  receiving  the  largest  shipments 
were  Belgium,  the  Netherlands,  and  Canada.  The  exports  to  these 
countries  were  valued  as  follows:  Belgium,  $1,707,000;  the  Nether- 
lands, $1,567,000;  and  Canada,  $1,020,000. 

VBGETABLE  OILS. 

The  vegetable  oils  exported  from  the  United  States  in  1901  had  a 
value  of  $19,000,000.     Among  the  various  foreign  markets  to  which 
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shipments  were  sent,  the  Netherlands,  France,  and  the  United  King- 
dom ranked  foremost.  The  Netherlands  made  purchases  to  the  amount 
of  ^,118,000,  France  to  the  amount  of  $3,398,000,  and  the  United 
Kingdom  to  the  amount  of  $2,064,000.  Additional  destinations  of 
leading  importance  were  Belgium,  GeniMlny,  Italy,  and  Austria- 
Hungary.  Our  exports  to  Belgium  were  worth  $1,730,000,  and  our 
exports  to  Germany,  $1,687,000.  Italy  and  Austria-Hungary  each 
received  shipments  to  the  value  of  $1,369,000. 

OIL  CAKB  AND  OIL-CAKE  MEAL. 

Of  oil  cake  and  oil-cake  meal  the  United  States  sent  abroad  in  1901 
shipments  having  a  value  of  nearly  $19,000,000.  Germany  and  the 
United  Kingdom  afforded  the  principal  markets.  Our  exports  to  Ger- 
many were  worth  $6,286,000,  and  our  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
$4,461,000.  Extensive  shipments  were  also  made  to  the  Netherlands, 
that  country  taking  consignments  valued  at  $3,037,000.  Of  the 
remaining  destinations  to  which  we  exported  oil  cake  and  oil-cake 
meal  in  1901,  Denmark  and  Belgium  were  the  most  important.  To 
Denmark  there  were  shipments  worth  $2,775,000,  while  our  exports 
to  Belgium  had  a  value  of  $2,335,000. 

FRUITS   AND   NUTS. 

In  our  agricultural  export  trade  for  1901,  fruits  and  nuts  formed 
an  item  of  nearly  $11,000,000.  Shipments  of  these  products  went  to 
a  large  number  of  destinations,  the  most  important  among  which  were 
the  United  Kingdom,  Germany,  and  Canada.  The  United  Kingdom 
made  purchases  to  the  extent  of  $4,606,000.  To  ^Germany  we  sold 
$1,717,000  worth  and  to  Canada  $1,648,000  worth.  Of  the  remaining 
countries  of  destination,  those  receiving  the  largest  shipments  were 
the  Netherlands,  British  Australasia,  Belgium,  British  South  Africa, 
France,  Cuba,  and  Mexico. 

DAIRY   PRODUCTS. 

Dairy  products  worth  $9,404,000  were  exported  from  the  United 
States  during  1901.  The  principal  part  of  these  exports  went  to  the 
British  market,  where  consignments  valued  at  $6,914,000  were  re- 
ceived. Next  to  the  United  Kingdom,  Cuba  was  the  destination  of 
the  largest  shipments,  our  sales  to  that  island  amounting  to  $456,000. 
Other  countries  that  bought  dairy  products  from  the  United  States  in 
considerable  quantities  were  Canada,  Brazil,  the  British  West  Indies, 
the  Chinese  Empire,  Japan,  and  Mexico. 

SEEDS. 

Of  seeds  the  United  States  exported  during  1901  $6,385,000 
worth.  The  bulk  of  the  trade  was  distributed  among  four  countries — 
the  Netherlands,  the  United  Kingdom,  Germany,  and  Canada.  To 
the  Netherlands  we  sent  shipments  worth  $1,638,000.     The  United 
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Kingdom  made  purchases  to  the  extent  of  $1,534,000,  and  Germany  to 
the  extent  of  $1,288,000.  Our  exports  to  Canada  were  valued  at 
$1,217,000.  Among  other  foreign  markets,  Belgium  and  France  stood 
foremost. 

DISTRIBUTION  OP  AGRIC7ULTURAL   EXPORTS,  IN   DETAIL. 

The  tables  presented  on  the  following  pages  embrace  all  the  agri- 
cultural exports  of  the  United  States  for  the  fiscal  years  1897-1901, 
showing  in  the  case  of  each  article  the  extent  of  the  shipments  sent  to 
the  several  countries  of  destination.  For  convenience  in  classification 
the  articles  are  divided  into  two  groups,  consisting,  respectively,  of 
animal  matter  and  vegetable  matter.  The  tables  are  arranged  in  two 
series,  the  first  relating  to  the  value  and  the  second  to  the  quantity  of 
the  aiiiicles  expoi'ted.  To  facilitate  comparison  cross  references  are 
given  from  each  table  of  values  to  the  corresponding  table  of  quanti- 
ties, and  vice  versa.  In  some  cases,  however,  values  only  are  given,  no 
returns  being  made  as  to  quantity.  An  index  to  the  articles  covered 
by  the  tables  is  printed  on  pages  199-202.     The  tables  are  as  follows:

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AGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS  OF  GERMANY,  1897-190L' 


INTRODUCTION. 

Germany  ranks  next  to  the  United  Kingdom  as  an  importer  of 
agricultural  produce.  According  to  the  official  trade  returns  for  1901, 
which  are  the  latest  now  available,  the  imports  of  such  produce  into 
Germany  during  that  year  had  an  aggregate  value  of  $791,000,000. 
Products  of  agriculture  comprised  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  entire 
import  trade,  which  amounted  to  $1,290,(K)0,000. 

The  total  value  of  the  merchandise  imported  by  Germany  during 
each  of  the  five  years  1897-1901,  and  the  extent  to  which  that  mer- 
chandise consisted  of  agricultural  produce,  will  be  seen  from  the  fol- 
lowing statistics:

SOURCES  OF  IMPORTATION. 

Among  the  various  sources  from  which  the  German  people  import 
products  of  agriculture  to  supplement  their  home  supply  the  United 

« The  statistics  of  importation  given  in  the  present  bulletin  are  based  upon  the 
official  trade  returns  of  Germany  as  published  in  '^Statistik  des  Deutschen  Reichs: 
Auswiirtiger  Handel  des  deutschen  Zollgebiets." 

Ah  the  original  German  returns  of  value  are  stated  in  terms  of  1,000  marks  ($238), 
they  have  been  converted  merely  into  hundreds  of  dollars.  Whenever  in  the  orig- 
inal returns  the  value  was  less  than  600  marks  it  is  so  indicate<i  by  a  footnote.  Where 
quantities  that  were  originally  stated  in  metric  quintals  have  been  converted  into 
p>oundH  the  results  are  given  in  hundreds  of  pounds. 

It  should  be  explained  that  the  German  stati.stics  of  value  are  obtained,  not  from 
the  declarations  of  importers,  but  by  applying  to  the  declared  quantities  an  average 
price  fixed  annually  by  an  official  commission.  This  price  represents  the  value  at 
(he  German  frontier,  exclusive  of  customs  duty. 
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States  is  decidedly  the  most  important.  Germany's  agricultural 
imports  from  the  United  States  in  1901  were  valued  as  high  as 
$173,000,000,  forming  about  22  per  cent  of  the  entire  trade. 

After  the  United  States  the  principal  sources  of  importation  in  1901 
were  Russia  and  Austria- Hungary.  These  three  countries — the  United 
States,  Russia,  and  Austria-Hungary — together  furnished  nearly  one- 
half  of  Germany's  agricultural  imports  during  the  year  mentioned. 

Of  the  remaining  sources  of  supply  the  most  important  were  the 
British  East' Indies,  Argentina,  Italy,  France,  the  Netherlands,  Brazil, 
Belgium,  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  British  Austral- 
asia, Denmark,  Switzerland,  and  Roumania. 

UNITED  STATES. 

As  was  stated  above,  the  agricultural  produce  purchased  by  Ger- 
many from  the  United  States  during  1901  amounted  in  value  to 
$173,000,000.  Grain,  cotton,  and  lard  were  the  leading  items.  The 
grain  and  grain  products  imported  had  an  aggregate  value  of 
$63,000,000.  Most  of  this  sum  was  paid  for  wheat  and  corn.  The 
imports  of  wheat  were  valued  at  $39,000,000  and  the  imports  of  corn 
at  $20,000,000.  Of  cotton  there  were  imports  worth  $57,000,000. 
Lard  formed  an  item  of  $19,000,000. 

Other  products  of  American  agriculture  imported  quite  extensively 
were  oil  cake,  oleo  oil,  cotton-seed  oil,  sausage  casings,  tobacco,  fruits 
and  nuts,  and  seeds.  The  imports  of  oil  cake,  including  oil-cake  meal, 
were  valued  at  $5,749,000.  Oleo  oil  was  purchased  to  the  extent  of 
$4,829,000,  and  cotton-seed  oil  to  the  extent  of  $4,286,000.  The  im- 
port value  of  sausage  casings  was  $2,707,000,  of  tobacco  $2,213,000, 
of  fruits  and  nuts  $2,195,000,  and  of  seeds  $2,112,000. 

Aside  from  the  various  articles  mentioned  the  only  items  among 
Germany's  agricultural  imports  from  the  United  States  that  had  a 
value  in  excess  of  $1,000,000  were  bacon,  tallow,  oats,  and  rye. 
Bacon  was  imported  to  the  value  of  $1,869,000,  and  tallow  to  the 
value  of  $1,523,000.  The  oat  imports  amounted  to  $1,334,000  and  the 
rye  imports  to  $1,025,000. 

RUSSIA. 

From  Russia  Germany  purchased  agricultural  produce  worth 
$129,000,000,  receiving  from  that  source  about  16  per  cent  of  the 
total  imports.  Large  quantities  of  rye,  wheat,  barley,  and  oats  of 
Russian  production  were  imported,  as  were  also  considerable  quantities 
of  bran.  Aside  from  grain  and  grain  products,  which  comprised  over 
half  of  the  trade,  the  principal  articles  received  from  Russia  were  eggs, 
flax  and  flaxseed,  hemp,  and  geese. 
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AU8TRIA-HUNGAKY. 


The  agricultural  products  imported  into  Germany  from  Austria- 
Hungary  had  a*  value  of  $84,000,000,  forming  about  11  per  cent  of  the 
total.  As  in  the  case  of  Germany's  trade  with  Russia,  grain  and  grain 
products  formed  the  leading  item.  The  principal  imports  under  this 
head  were  barley  and  malt.  Eggs  and  cattle  were  also  imported  quite 
extensively  from  Austria-Hungary. 


BRITISH    EAST   INDIES. 


The  British  East  Indies  supplied  about  6  per  cent  of  the  agricultural 
produce  imported  into  Germany  during  1901,  the  value  amounting  to 
|44,(X)0,000.  Vegetable  fibers  were  an  important  factor  in  the  trade. 
Cotton  and  jute  were  the  principal  varieties  received.  Oilseeds,  such 
as  I'ape,  flax,  sesame,  and  poppy,  also  constituted  an  important  item. 
Cattle  hides  and  rice  were  additional  imports  of  considerable  value. 


ARGENTINA. 


From  Argentina  Germany  received  agricultural  products  worth 
$42,(K)0,000,  or  about  5  per  cent  of  the  total.  Wool  stood  foremost 
among  these  imports.  Cattle  hides,  wheat,  Indian  cx)rn,  and  flaxseed 
were  also  leading  items. 

ITALY. 

Agricultural  imports  valued  at  $35,000,000  and  forming  4.5  per  cent 
of  the  total  came  from  Italy.  Silk  was  decidedly  the  most  valuable 
product  furnished  b}'^  that  country.  Fruits  and  nuts  also  formed  an 
important  item,  the  leading  articles  under  this  head  being  almonds, 
grapes,  oranges,  and  lemons.  Among  other  imports  from  Italy  hemp, 
eggs,  and  olive  oil  were  the  most  valuable. 

FRANCE. 

The  importations  of  agricultural  produce  from  France  had  a  value 
of  nearly  $35,000,000,  forming  4.4  per  cent  of  the  total.  Wool  and 
wine  were  the  principal  items.  Fruits  and  nuts,  hides  and  skins,  silk, 
and  horses  were  also  imported  quite  extensively  from  France. 

NETHERLANI>8. 

Agricultural  produce  valued  at  132,000,000,  or  4  per  cent  of  the 
total,  was  supplied  by  the  Netherlands.  Among  the  articles  pur- 
chased most  extensivel}'^  from  that  source  were  tobacco,  meat,  cheese 
and  butter. 

BRAZIL. 

From  Brazil  there  were  agricultural  imports  worth  $25,000,000,  or 
3.2  per  cent  of  the  total.  Coffee  was  the  leading  factor  in  this  trade. 
Other  products  received  in  considerable  quantities  from  Brazil  were 
cattle,  hides,  and  tobacco. 
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BELGIUM. 

The  agricultural  produce  supplied  by  Belgium  had  a  value  of 
$22,000,000,  or  2.8  per  cent  of  the  total.  Wool  and  horses  were  the 
principal  imports  from  that  country. 

UNITTEI)   KINGDOM. 

Imports  of  agricultural  produce  to  the  value  of  $21,000,000,  or  2.7 
per  cent  of  the  total,  were  recorded  as  coming  from  the  United  King- 
dom. Wool  formed  the  largest  item.  Other  imports  of  considerable 
value  from  that  source  were  meat,  hides  and  skins,  and  sausftge 
casings. 

DUTCH   RAHT   INDIBB. 

From  the  Dutch  East  Indies  Germany  imported  agricultural  produce 
worth  $19,000,000,  or  2.4  per  cent  of  the  total.  Tobacco  and  coffee 
were  the  principal  items. 

BRITISH    AURTRAIiASIA. 

The  imports  from  British  Australasia  were  likewise  valued  at 
$19,000,000,  or  2.4  per  cent  of  the  total.  Wool  formed  a  large  part 
of  these  imports.  The  only  other  item  of  much  importance  was 
wheat. 

DENMARK. 

From  Denmark  Germany  purchased  agricultural  produce  to  the 
value  of  $13,000,000,  or  1.6  per  cent  of  the  total.  Horses,  cattle,  and 
meat  were  the  leading  items. 

SWITZERLAND. 

Agricultural  imports  valued  at  $13,000,000,  or  1.0  per  cent  of  the 
total,  were  also  received  from  Switzerland.  The  articles  imported 
most  extensivel}'  from  that  source  were  silk,  cattle,  and  cheeae. 

ROUMANIA. 

The  products  of  agriculture  imported  into  Germany  from  Roumania 
in  1901  had  a  value  of  $10,000,000,  or  1.3  per  cent  of  the  total.  They 
consisted  largely  of  grain,  the  principal  varieties  received  being  wheat, 
corn,  and  barley.  Rape  seed  was  also  purchased  to  a  considerable 
extent  from  Roumania.

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GENERAL   OHAHAOTER   OF  AGRICULTURAL   IMPORTS. 

Of  the  agricultural  produce  imported  into  Germany  during  1901 
about  45  per  cent  consisted  of  raw  materials  for  manufacture.  Prod- 
ucts for  human  food  comprised  about  42  per  cent  and  feed  stuffs  for 
live  stock  about  9  per  cent.  Miscellaneous  products  of  agriculture 
falling  outside  of  these  three  classes  formed  about  4  per  cent. 

In  the  importation  of  raw  materials  Germany  expended  ^354,000,000, 
or  $6. 19  per  capita.  The  sum  paid  for  food  products  was  $332,000,000, 
or  $5.81  per  capita,  while  imported  feed  stuffs  cost  $74,000,000,  or 
$1.29  per  capita.  Miscellaneous  agricultural  products  formed  an  item 
of  $32,000,000. 

Of  the  agricultural  raw  materials  imported  for  use  in  the  German 
manufacturing  industries  the  United  States  furnished  21  per  cent, 
receiving  in  payment  $72,000,000.  Practically  the  same  sum  \yas  paid 
to  the  United  States  for  food  products,  this  country  supplying  22  per 
cent  of  the  total  imports  under  that  head.  In  the  case  of  feed  stuffs 
for  live  stock,  the  imports  of  which  had  a  value  of  $27,000,000,  the 
United  States  was  the  source  of  87  per  cent. 

Following  is  a  table  that  shows  the  value  of  the  raw  materials,  food 
products,  and  feed  stuffs  imported  into  Germany,  with  the  proportion 
received  from  the  United  States  and  from  other  sources,  during  1901:

GRAIN   AND   GRAIN    PRODUCTK. 


Grain  and  grain  products  play  a  leading  part  in  the  agricultural 
import  trade  of  (xermany.  During  1901  the  supplies  from  abroad 
cost  |>178,0()0,000,  of  which  sum  $63,000,000,  or  35  per  cent,  wjis  paid 
to  the  Unitc^d  States.  The  imports  from  sources  other  than  the  United 
States  amounted  in  value  to  $115,000,000.  Wheat,  corn,  barley,  rye, 
bran,  oats,  and  malt  were  the  principal  items. 

WAiat.—ln  1901  Oermany  imported  78,000,000  bushels  of  wheat, 
valued  at  $67,000,000.  Over  half  of  this  wheat  was  furnished  by  the 
United  States,  the  imports  from  that  country  amounting  to  45,000,000 
bushels,  worth  $39,000,000.  Among  the  remaining  sources  of  supply 
Russia,  Argentina,  Roumania,  and  British  Australasia  stood  foremost. 

C(>r7i. — Germany's  imports  of  corn  for  1901  were  recorded  at 
47,000,000  bushels,  with  a  value  of  $29,000,000.  More  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  corn  imported  cama  from  the  United  States,  where 
purchases  amounting  to  82,000,000  bushels  and  valued  at  $20,000,000 
were  made.  After  the  United  States  the  principal  sources  of  impor- 
tation were  Argentina,  Roumania,  and  Russia. 

Barley, — Of  barley  Germany  made  imports  worth  $25,000,000,  the 
quantity  being  41,000,000  bushels.  Russia  and  Austria-Hungary 
contributed  the  principal  part.  Hardly  more  than  1  per  cent  wiis 
furnished  by  the  United  States,  from  which  country  472,0(K)  bushels, 
valued  at  $322,000,  were  received. 

Ryf. — The  amount  of  rye  imported  into  German}"  during  1901  was 
34,000,000  bushels,  and  the  value  $21,000,000.  About  90  per  cent 
came  from  Russia.  The  remainder  was  purchased  chiefly  from  the 
Unit(^d  States  and  from  Roumania.  The  United  States  supplied 
1,513,000  Imshels,  valued  at  $1,025,000. 

Bran, — Of  bi-an  756,000  tons  were  imported  by  Germany  in  1901, 
the  value  being  $16,000,000.  Russia  and  Austria-Hungary  were  lead- 
ing sources  of  supply,  but  considerable  quantities  were  also  received 
from  Argentina,  the  Netherlands,  and  the  United  States.  The  last- 
named  country  furnished  24,000  tons,  worth  $497,000. 
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Oats. — The  amount  of  oats  imported  was  28,000,000  bushels,  with 
a  value  of  $11,000,000.  Russia  contributed  about  85  per  cent  of  this 
grain,  the  principal  part  of  the  residue  coming  from  the  United  States, 
which  country  supplied  3,417,000  bushels,  worth  $1,334,000. 

MalU — In  1901  Germany  imported  6,377,000  bushels  of  malt, 
valued  at  $5,264,000.  Nearly  the  entire  importation  came  from 
Austria-Hungaiy.  No  imports  whatever  were  recorded  from  the 
United  States. 

VEOBTABLE   FIBERS. 

Vegetable  fibers  formed  an  item  of  $102,000,000  in  the  agricultural 
import  trade  of  Germany  for  1901.  Purchases  amounting  to 
$57,000,000,  or  56  per  cent  of  the  total,  were  made  from  the  United 
States.  Cotton  was  naturally  the  leading  product.  Jute,  flax,  and 
hemp  were  also  imported  to  a  considerable  extent. 

Cottmi. — The  importations  of  cotton  for  1901  amounted  to  825,- 
000,000  pounds,  valued  at  $75,(X)0,000.  About  three-fourths  of  the 
imported  cotton  had  its  origin  in  the  United  States,  the  purchases 
from  that  source  aggregating  589,0(X),000  pounds,  worth  $57,000,000. 
The  remainder  came  chiefly  from  British  India  and  Egypt. 

Jute, — Of  jute  116,000  tons  were  imported,  the  value  being 
$7,833,000.  Practically  the  entire  importation  came  from  British 
India. 

Flcux, — The  imports  of  flax  during  1901  amounted  to  40,000  tons 
and  had  a  value  of  $7,428,000.  Most  of  the  flax  purchased  by 
Germany  was  of  Russian  origin.  No  imports  from  the  United  States 
were  recorded. 

Hemp. — Of  hemp  Germany  imported  42,000  tons,  worth  $5,901,000. 
Russia  and  Italy  were  the  leading  sources  of  supply.  The  imports  from 
the  United  States  were  insignificant. 

ANIMAL   FIBERS. 

The  sum  expended  by  Germany  in  the  importation  of  animal  fibers 
during  1901  amounted  to  $93,000,000.  Less  than  1  per  cent  of  the 
produce  imported  under  this  head  was  supplied  by  the  United  States, 
the  shipments  received  from  that  country  having  a  value  of  $95,000. 
Wool  and  silk  comprised  the  principal  part  of  the  item. 

Wool.— In  1901  Germany  imported  382,000,000  pounds  of  wool, 
worth  $67,000,000.  Argentina  and  British  Australasia  contributed 
most  extensivel}'^  to  the  supply,  but  considerable  imports  were  also 
recorded  from  Belgium,  France,  the  United  Kingdom,  British  South 
Africa,  and  Austria-Hungary.  Less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  total 
originated  in  the  United  States,  from  which  source  534,000  pounds, 
worth  $90,000,  were  received. 

Silk. — The  imports  of  silk  for  1901  amounted  to  9,733,0(K)  pounds, 
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with  a  value  of  $26,000,000.  Italy,  Switzerland,  and  France  were  the 
leading  sources  of  supph^ .  Small  shipments  were  reported  as  coming 
from  the  United  States,  but  they  were  unquestionably  reshipments  of 
imported  silk. 

MEAT  AND   MEAT   PRODUCTS. 

In  the  importation  of  meat  and  meat  products  Germany  expended 
during  1901  the  considerable  sum  of  $59,000,000,  more  than  one-half 
of  which  was  paid  to  the  United  States.  The  shipments  received  from 
the  latter  country  amounted  in  value  to  $84,000,000,  forming  57  per 
cent  of  the  total.  The  principal  imports  under  this  head  were  meat, 
sausage  casings,  and  lard,  and  of  these  products  lard  was  the  one 
imported  most  extensively. 

Lard, — During  1901  Germany  imported  $20,000,000  worth  of  lard, 
the  quantity  received  amounting  to  216,000,000  pounds.  Nearly  98 
per  cent  of  the  total  importation  came  from  the  United  States,  that 
country  supplying  211,000,000  pounds,  worth  over  $19,000,000.  Of 
the  remaining  imports  Austria-Hungary  contributed  the  principal  part. 

Meat. — For  imported  meat  of  various  kinds  Germany  paid  in  1901 
about  $15,000,000,  25  per  cent  of  this  sum  going  to  the  United  States, 
where  purchases  amounting  to  $8,619,000  were  made.  In  the  case  of 
such  imports  as  cured  beef,  bacon,  hams,  and  salted  or  pickled  pork 
the  United  States  was  the  principal  contributor.  Fresh  beef  was 
imported  most  extensively  from  the  Netherlands  and  Denmark.  The 
amount  of  fresh  beef  received  from  the  United  States  was  small. 
Fresh  mutton  came  in  largest  quantities  from  Austria-Hungary.  0\ 
this  meat  there  were  no  imports  from  the  United  States.  The  fresh 
pork  imported  came  largely  from  Austria-Hungary,  the  Netherlands, 
and  Russia.  No  shipments  of  this  product  were  reported  from  the 
United  States.  Austria-Hungary,  Russia,  France,  and  Belgium  were 
the  principal  sources  of  supply  for  fresh  poultry.  Imports  were 
received  from  the  United  States,  but  only  to  a  small  extent.  British 
Australasia  supplied  the  largest  amount  of  canned  meat,  the  United 
States  standing  second.  Most  of  the  sausage  imported  came  from 
Switzerland.  The  shipments  received  from  the  United  States  were 
small. 

Sausage  casings. — In  1901  Germany  imported  $10,000,000  worth  of 
sausage  ca&ings,  amounting  in  quantity  to  47,000,000  pounds.  The 
United  States  was  the  principal  source  of  supply,  furnishing  17,000, 0(X) 
pounds,  worth  $2,707,000.  After  the  United  Staters,  Russia,  Denmark, 
and  the  United  Kingdom  were  the  countries  from  which  the  largest 
importations  came. 

LIVE   ANIMAIJ^. 

The  liv^e  animals  imported  into  German}^  during  1901  had  an  aggre- 
gate value  of  $45,000,000.     They  came  principall}'  from  sources  other 
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than  the  United  States,  that  country  sending  shipments  to  the  value  of 
only  $110,000,  or  less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  total.  Horses,  cattle,  and 
live  poultry  were  the  principal  items  in  this  group  of  imports. 

Horses. — About  100,000  horses  were  impoiiied  into  Germany  during 
the  year  mentioned,  at  a  recorded  value  of  $19,000,000.  Of  these 
horses  only  470,  worth  $108,000,  came  from  the  United  States.  Bel- 
gium, Denmark,  Russia,  and  Austria-Hungary  were  the  leading  sources 
of  supply. 

Cattle,- -Oi  cattle  Germany  imported  238,000  head,  valued  at 
$16,000,000.  They  came  principally  from  Austria-Hungary,  Switzer- 
land, and  Denmark.    No  imports  from  the  United  States  were  admitted. 

Poultry. — The  importation  of  live  poultry  amounted  to  66,000,000 
pounds.  For  these  imports  Germany  paid  $7,656,000.  Most  of  this 
sum  went  to  Russia  and  Austria-Hungary,  where  the  largest  purchases 
were  made.  The  imports  from  the  United  States  were  exceedingly 
small. 

SEEDS. 

Seeds  formed  an  item  of  $37,000,()(M)  in  Germany's  import  trade  for 
1901.  The  shipments  that  came  from  the  United  States  were  valued 
at  $2,112,000,  forming  less  than  6  per  cent  of  the  total  importation. 
Flaxseed  was  the  principal  variety  imported,  but  rape  seed  and  grass 
seed  also  formed  items  of  considerable  value. 

Flaxseed, — ^The  amount  of  flaxseed  imported  into  Germany  during 
1901  was  9,327,000  bushels,  and  the  value  $15,000,000.  Argentina, 
British  India,  Russia,  and  the  United  States,  in  the  order  named,  were 
the  principal  sources  of  supply.  The  imports  from  the  United  States 
amounted  to  856,000  bushels,  worth  $1,392,000. 

Mape  seed. — Of  rape  seed,  including  also  radish  seed,  there  were 
imports  aggregating  365,000,000  pounds,  and  having  a  value  of 
$8,374,000.  The  principal  part  of  these  imports  came  from  British 
India.  Next  to  that  source  the  leading  countries  of  supply  were 
Roumania  and  Russia.  The  United  States  stood  fourth  among  the 
sources  of  importation,  furnishing  4, 837,000  pounds,  valued  at  $120,000. 

(rvass  seed. — Grass  seed  was  imported  to  the  extent  of  74,000,000 
pounds,  the  value  l)eing  $6,593,000.  Austria-Hungary,  Russia,  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  the  United  St}itc\s  were  the  countries  from 
which  the  largest  shipments  came.  From  the  United  States  4,321, 0<X) 
pounds  were  received,  the  value  being  $443,000,  or  nearly  7  per  cent 
of  the  total. 

HIDES   AND   SKINS. 

During  1901  hides  and  skins  valued  at  $37,000,000  were  imported 
into  Gennany.  The  United  States  contributed  less  than  3  per  cent  of 
these  imports,  the  consignments  received  from  that  source  having  a 
value  of  only  $862,000.  Cattle  hides  and  calfskins  were  the  kinds 
imported  most  extensively. 
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Cattle  hideii.  — Cattle  hides  were  imported  to  the  extent  of  168,000,000 
pounds,  the  shipments  received  having  an  aggregate  value  of 
$20,000,000.  They  came  from  numerous  sources,  but  the  principal 
countries  of  supply  were  Argentina,  British  India,  and  Brazil.  From 
the  United  States  there  were  imports  amounting  to  3,951,000  pounds 
and  valued  at  $432,000. 

Calfskins, — Of  calfskins  32,000,000  pounds  were  imported,  the  value 
being  $8,164,000.  Russia,  Austria-Hungary,  and  France  furnished 
most  of  the  calfskins  imported  by  Germany.  The  receipts  from  the 
United  States  were  small,  amounting  to  only  65,000  pounds,  worth 
$8,000. 

FRUITS   AND   NUTS. 

Germany  expended  $36,000,000  during  1901  in  the  importation  of 
fruits  and  nuts.  Of  these  imports  a  little  over  6  per  cent  came  from 
the  United  States,  that  countr}"  sending  shipments  valued  at  $2,195,000. 

The  fruits  imported  during  1901  cost  $22,000,000.  About  one-tenth 
of  this  sum  went  to  the  United  States,  from  which  source  shipments 
worth  $2, ISO, 000  were  received,  consisting  chiefly  of  dried  fruits  other 
than  tropical.  Nuts  formed  an  item  of  $14,000,000,  of  which  the 
United  States  furnished  only  $15,000  worth. 

The  principal  varieties  of  fruit  imported  were  apples,  oranges  and 
lemons,  raisins,  grapes,  pears,  and  currants. 

Aj}j)les. — Apples  were  procured  chiefly  from  Austria-Hrfngary, 
Fran(^e,  Italy,  and  Belgium.  The  United  States  supplied  $94,000 
worth,  or  less  than  3  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Oranges  and  lemons. — Oranges  and  lemons  came  in  largest  quanti- 
ties from  Italy  and  Spain.  The  imports  from  the  United  States  were 
extremely  small. 

Halsifis. — Asiatic  Turkey  was  the  principal  source  of  supply  for 
raisins,  but  considerable  importations  also  came  from  Spain  and 
Greece.  The  quantity  of  raisins  received  from  the  United  States  was 
small,  forming  less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Orapes, — (xrapes  were  imported  most  extensively  from  Italy.  Of 
the  remaining  sources  of  supply  France  and  Spain  furnished  the 
largest  shipments.  No  imports  were  recorded  from  the  United 
States. 

7^m/v<.  -Austria-Hungary,  France,  Belgium,  and  Italy  supplied 
most  of  the  pears  imported.  The  shipments  received  from  the  United 
States  were  extremely  small. 

0/r7'fl'7/^.v.  -Practically  all  of  the  currants  imported  came  from 
Greece.  The  only  other  source  of  supply  of  any  considerable  impor- 
tance was  Turkey.  No  shipments  were  received  from  the  United 
States. 

Nuts, — As  regards  the  nuts  imported,  a  distinction  is  made  between 
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those  used  for  food  and  those  used  for  the  extraction  of  oil.  Almonds, 
which  were  imported  most  largely  from  Italy,  stood  first  among  the 
food  nuts  received  during  1901.  Among  the  oil  nuts  the  principal 
item  was  copra,  which  came  in  largest  quantity  from  British  West 
Africa.  Small  shipments  of  almonds  and  of  copra  from  the  United 
States  were  recorded,  but  they  were  doubtless  re-exports. 

COFFEB. 

Imports  of  coffee  valued  at  $35,000,000  were  brought  into  Germany 
during  1901,  the  quantity  received  being  381,000,000  pounds.  A 
small  part  of  these  imports,  amounting  to  464,000  pounds,  worth 
$48,000,  consisted  of  re-exports  from  the  United  States  that  were 
marketed  in  Germany.  More  than  half  of  the  total  quantity  imported 
came  from  Brazil.  After  that  counti*y  the  principal  sources  of  supply 
were  Guatemala  and  the  Dutch  East  Indies. 

TOBA(XX>. 

For  imported  tobacco  Germany  paid  in  1901  $27,(X)0,000,  the  ship- 
ment's received  amounting  to  134,000,000  pounds.  The  Dutch  East 
Indies,  the  Netherlands,  Bmzil,  and  the  United  States  were  the  lead- 
ing sources  of  supply.  From  the  United  States  25,000,000  pounds, 
worth  $2,213,000,  were  procured,  these  imports  amounting  in  value  to 
about  S  per  cent  of  the  total. 

The  tobacco  imported  into  Germany  during  1901  was  principally 
leaf  tobacco.  Of  tobacco  stems  only  about  5,000,000  pounds  were 
received. 

Aside  from  the  leading  articles  already  mentioned,  the  principal 
agricultural  imports  of  Germany  during  1901  were  as  follows:  Eggs, 
oil  cake,  vegetables,  vegetable  oils,  wines,  rice,  butter,  cocoa,  cheese, 
and  oleo  oil. 

RGGS. 

During  1901  Germany  expended  $25,000,000  in  the  importjition 
of  eggs,  including  egg  yolks.  The  imports  amounted  in  quantity  to 
257,000,000  pounds.  Austria- Hungary  and  Kussia  were  the  principal 
contributors  to  this  trade.  Less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  imports  came 
from  the  United  States. 

OIL  CAKE. 

The  importations  of  oil  cake,  including  oil-cake  meal,  amounted  in 
1901  to  1,181,000,000  pounds,  and  had  a  value  of  *15,000,000.  The 
United  Stiites,  which  was  the  leading  source  of  suppl}-,  furnished 
444,000,000  pounds,  the  value  )>eing  $5,749,000,  or  40  per  cent  of  the 
total.  Next  to  the  United  States  Russia  was  the  principal  contributor. 
Among  the  remaining  sources  of  importation  France,  Austria-Hungary, 
and  the  Netherlands  stood  foremost. 
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VBGETABLBS. 


Vegetables  formed  an  item  of  $12,000,000  in  the  import  trade  of 
Germany  for  1901.  They  were  imported  in  largest  quantities  from 
the  Netherlands,  Russia,  Austria-Hungary,  and  France.  The  United 
States  contributed  less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  total. 


VE(JRTABLE   OII^. 


The  vegetable  oils  imported  had  an  aggregate  value  of  nearly 
$12,000,000.  Of  this  sum  $4,522,000,  or  39  per  cent,  went  to  the 
United  States,  chiefly  in  payment  for  cotton-seed  oil,  the  principal 
supply  of  which  came  from  that  country. 

Next  to  cotton-seed  oil,  which  was  the  variety  imported  most  exten- 
sively, the  leading  item  under  this  head  was  oliv^e  oil.  Most  of-  the 
olive  oil  imported  into  Germany  was  supplied  by  Italy,  although  con- 
siderable quantities  were  received  also  from  France. 


WINiM. 


In  the  importation  of  wines  Germany  expended  $9,605,000  during 
1901.  After  France,  which  was  the  leading  source  of  supply,  the 
principal  contributors  were  Spain,  Austria-Hungary,  Portugal,  and 
Italy.  The  shipments  received  from  the  United  States  formed  less 
than  1  per  cent  of  the  total. 

RICE. 

Of  rice  Germany  imported  $9,291,000  worth.  British  India,  Siam, 
and  the  French  East  Indies  supplied  the  principal  part.  The  imports 
from  the  United  States  were  insignificant. 

BUTTER. 

During  1901  Germany  imported  40,000,000  pounds  of  butter,  valued 
at  $6,891,000.  Austria-Hungary,  the  Netherlands,  and  Russia  were 
the  countries  from  which  the  largest  shipments  came.  The  United 
States  furnished  less  than  2  per  cent  of  the  total. 

COCOA. 

The  imports  of  cocoa  amounted  in  value  to  $6,382,000.  Ecuador, 
Brazil,  Portuguese  West  Africa,  Santo  Domingo,  and  the  British  West 
Indies  were  the  most  important  of  the  various  sources  of  supply. 

CHEESE. 

Germany's  imports  of  cheese  for  1901  were  recorded  at  37,000,000 
pounds,  with  a  value  of  $5,264,000.  After  the  Netherlands  and  Swit- 
zerland, which  contributed  the  principal  part  of  these  imports,  France, 
Italy,  and  Austria-Hungary  were  the  leading  sources  of  supply.  Less 
t;han  1  per  cent  came  from  the  United  States, 
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Thfi  ITiiited  States  »uppliefi  most  of  the  oleo  oil  puixihaKed  by  Ger- 
many. Of  the  53,000,000  pounds  imported  in  1901, 50,OI)0,(MMI  pounds 
were  of  American  oriffin.  The  total  import  value  wa«  $5,149,(HK),  and 
the  value  of  the  shipments  received  from  the  United  States  $4,S20,00O.

SOURCES  OF  THE  AGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS  OF  THE 

UNITED  STATES,  1898-1902. 


AGRICULTURAL   IMPORTS,  BY   COUNTRIES. 

Nearly  $4:14,000,000  worth  of  agricultural  produce  was  imported 
into  the  United  States  during  the  fiscal  year  1902.  Brazil,  the  United 
Kingdom,  Cuba,  Japan,  France,  Italy,  and  Mexico  stood  foremost  in 
the  long  list  of  countries  from  which  this  produce  came.  Of  the 
remaining  sources  of  supply  the  most  important  were  Germany,  the 
British  East  Indies,  the  Chinese  Empire,  the  Dutch  East  Indies, 
Egypt,  the  British  West  Indies,  and  Argentina. 

Bi*azil  far  outranked  all  other  countries  as  a  factor  in  the  trade, 
furnishing  agricultural  products  valued  at  ^2,000,000.  Aside  from 
coffee,  which  was  decidedly  the  largest  item,  the  principal  articles 
received  from  Brazil  were  sugar,  hides  and  skins,  cocoa,  and  fruits 
and  nut8. 

Next  to  Brazil  the  United  Kingdom  was  the  leading  source  of  sup- 
ply. In  the  markets  of  that  country  we  made  purchases  amounting 
to  $36,000,000.  These  purchases  embraced  a  large  variety  of  articles, 
some  of  the  most  important  being  wool,  hides  and  skins,  manila 
hemp,  alcoholic  liquors,  vegetable  oils,  vegetables,  cotton,  and  feath- 
ers. From  the  nature  of  the  items  mentioned  it  will  be  seen  that  our 
imports  from  the  United  Kingdom  consisted  to  a  considerable  extent 
of  products  originating  in  other  countries. 

During  1901  Cuba  stood  second  only  to  Brazil  as'  a  source  of  impor- 
tation, but  owing  to  the  exceptionally  small  shipments  of  sugar  last 
year  the  island  dropped  into  third  place,  supplying  only  $29,000,000 
worth  of  agricultural  produce,  or  nearly  $10,000,000  less  than  in  the 
year  before.  Sugar  was  of  course  the  principal  item  among  the 
impoiis  from  Cuba.  Other  products  received  from  that  source  in 
considerable  quantities  were  tobacco,  fruits  and  nuts,  molasses-,  and 
cocoa. 

Our  imports  of  agricultural  produce  from  Japan  during  1902  were 

exceptionally  large,  having  a  value  of  $26,000,000.     Silk  was  by  far 

the  most  important  item,  with  tea  ranking  second.     Rice  was  another 

product  imported  quite  extensively  from  Japan. 
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Unusually  large  imports  came  also  from  France  in  1902,  the  value 
being  $23,000,000.  The  products  supplied  most  extensively  by  that 
country  were  wines  and  spirits,  hides  and  skins,  silk,  fruits  and  nuts, 
argols,  vegetables,  horses,  and  olive  oil. 

From  Italy  products  of  agriculture  worth  $21,000, 000  were  received. 
The  principal  item  was  silk.  Other  leading  iinports  from  Italy  were 
lemons,  argols,  cheese,  olive  oil,  and  hemp. 

Mexico  sent  us  agricultural  products  valued  at  $20,000,000.  More 
than  half  of  this  sum  was  paid  for  a  single  item — sisal  grass.  Hidas 
and  skins,  colfee,  and  cattle  were  also  imported  in  considerable  quantities 
from  Mexico. 

Our  agricultural  imports  from  Germany  were  smaller  than  for  sev- 
eral years,  having  a  value  of  only  $19,000,000.  Hides  and  skins  formed 
the  largest  item.  Beet  sugar,  which  was  the  leading  import  from 
Gerpiany  in  previous  years,  fell  into  second  place.  Wines,  spirits, 
and  malt  liquors  comprised  one  of  the  important  items,  as  usual.  Other 
agricultural  products  shipped  to  us  in  large  quantities  b}-  Germany 
were  rice  and  rice  flour,  bristles,  hops,  seeds,  and  vegetable  oils. 

The  British  Ea.st  Indies  supplied  product:;  of  agriculture  worth 
$18,000,000.  Large  importations  of  hides  and  skins  were  received 
from  that  source.  Other  products  imported  quite  extensiveh'  from 
the  British  East  Indies  were  jute,  spices,  indigo,  vegetable  oils,  coflFee, 
and  tea. 

From  the  Chinese  Empire  agricultural  imports  worth  $17,000,000 
were  received.  The  item  of  leading  importance  was  silk.  Large  con- 
signments also  of  tea,  hides  and  skins,  v/ool,  and  rice  came  to  us  from 
China. 

The  agricultural  products  furnished  by  the  Dutch  East  Indies  had  a 
value  of  $14,000,000.  Sugar  was  the  principal  article.  Among  other 
imports  from  that  source  were  coffee,  spices,  and  hides  and  skins. 

Egypt  contributed  agricultural  produce  to  the  value  of  $11,000,(XKL 
Aside  from  cotton,  which  formed  by  far  the  largest  item,  sugar  was 
the  only  import  of  any  considerable  value  supplied  by  Egypt. 

From  the  British  West  Indies  we  received  agricultural  products 
worth  $10,604,000.  Bananas,  sugar,  cocoa,  and  coffee  were  the  leading 
items. 

Our  agricultural  imports  from  Argentina  during  1902  amounted  in 
value  to  $10,573,000.  The}'  consisted  principally  of  hides  and  skins, 
wool,  and  flaxseed. 

Among  the  various  other  sources  of  our  agricultural  import  trade 
for  1902  the  only  countries  that  contributed  shipments  aggregating 
over  $5,000,000  in  value  were  the  following:  The  Netherlands, 
$9,306,000;  Canada,  $8,965,000;  European  Russia,  $6,138,000;  and 
Venezuela,  $6,016,000.

AGRICULTUKAL   IMPORTS   FROM    ISI^NI)   I'OSSESSIONS. 

During  1902  the  several  island  possessions  of  the  United  States 
contributed  quite  extensively  to  the  volume  of  agricultui^al  imports 
received.  From  Hawaii  we  imported  products  of  agriculture  having 
an  aggregate  value  of  $24,000,000;  Porto  Rico  sent  shipments  worth 
$6,529,000;  while  from  the  Philippines  imports  to  the  value  of 
$6,510,000  were  recorded.  The  total  value  of  the  agricultural  prod- 
ucts received  from  these  three  sources  amounted  to  about  $37,000,000.* 

«In  1902  no  agricultural  imports  were  recordeil  as  coming  from  Guam.  The  rec- 
ords for  1901,  however,  showed  imports  from  that  source  amounting  in  value  to|l,040. 
These  imports  for  1901  consisted  of  250  pounds  of  coffee,  worth  $40,  and  $1,000  worth 
of  fruits  and  nuts. 
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HAWAII. 


Among  our  agricultural  imports  from  Hawaii  in  1902  sugar  was 
of  course  the  leading  factor.  The  amount  received  was  720,653,000 
pounds,  and  the  value  $23,920,000.  Next  to  sugar  coffee  formed  the 
principal  item,  the  consignments  of  the  year  aggregating  1,083,000 
pounds,  worth  $114,000.  Two  animal  products — wool  and  hides — 
were  also  purchased  in  large  quantities  from  Hawaii.  The  importa- 
tion of  hides,  including  skins,  was  recorded  at  851,000  pounds,  with  a 
value  of  $78,000.  Our  receipts  of  Hawaiian  wool,  although  smaller 
than  usual,  amounted  to  151,000  pounds,  worth  $39,000.  Fruits  and 
nuts  to  the  value  of  $71,000  comprised  an  item  of  considei*able  impor- 
tance. The  only  other  agricultural  import  from  Hawaii  with  a  value 
in  excess  of  $10,000  was  rice.  Of  this  product  341,000  pounds,  worth 
$15,000,  were  received. 

The  following  table  shows  in  detail  the  quantity  and  value  of  agri- 
cultui'al  products  shipped  from  the  Hawaiian  Islands  to  the  United 
States  during  1901  and  1902,  as  reported  to  the  Treasury  Department 
by  the  customs  officials  on  the  islands:

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PORTO    RICO. 


Our  agricultural  import  trade  with  Porto  Rico,  like  that  with 
Hawaii,  consists  largely  of  the  single  item— sugar.  In  1902  the  Porto 
Rican  sugar  consigned  to  the  United  States  was  valued  at  $5,890,000, 
the  shipments  aggregating  183,817,000  pounds.  Molasses  was  pur- 
chased from  the  island  to  the  extent  of  1,614,000  gallons,  worth 
$323,000.  Aside  from  sugar  and  molasses,  the  principal  item  was 
tobacco,  of  which  666,000  pounds^  worth  $112,000,  were  imported. 
Hidas  and  skins,  fruits  and  nuts,  coffee,  and  alcoholic  liquors  were  the 
only  other  articles  of  much  importance.  Of  hides  and  skins  664,000 
pounds,  worth  $68,000,  were  imported.  The  imports  of  fruits  and 
nuts  had  a  value  of  $71,000.  Oranges  were  the  leading  fruit.  Porto 
Rican  coffee  was  purchased  to  the  extent  of  228,000  pounds,  wort^ 
$27,000.  The  alcoholic  liquors  procured  from  Porto  Rico  cost  $25,000, 
the  consignments  received  amounting  to  41,000  proof  gallons,  and 
consisting  in  the  main  of  rum.

'  Manila  hemp  formed  the  principal  part  of  our  agricultural  imports 
from  the  Philippines  during  1902.  The  quantity  of  this  fiber  brought 
to  our  ports  from  the  islands  was  34,000  tons,  with  a  value  of  $6,31 8,000. 
The  only  other  item  of  much  importance  was  sugar,  of  which  11,424,000 
pounds,  worth  $188,000, •were  received.

AGRICULTURAL   IMPORTS,  BY   CONTINENTS. 

As  in  previous  years,  nearly  a  third  of  the  agricultural  produce 
imported  into  the  United  wStates  was  purchased  from  European 
nations.  It  is  probable,  however,  that  a  considerable  portion  of  this 
produce  originated  in  countries  remote  from  Europe,  some  of  the 
European  ports  being  extensive  distributing  points  for  merchandise 
derived  from  other  quarters  of  the  globe.  The  value  of  the  agricul- 
tural produce,  whether  of  European  origin  or^not,  that  came  to  the 
United  States  from  the  portrf  of  Europe  during  1902  was  $132,989,000. 

After  iiurope.  South  America  was  the  continent  that  contributed 
most  in  1902  to  the  agricultural  import  trade  of  the  United  States. 
South  American  countries  and  islands  furnished  products  of  agricul- 
ture having  an  aggregate  value  of  $93,190,000,  and  forming  23  per 
cent  of  the  total  amount  imported.    . 

Large  shipments  were  also  received  from  distant  Asia,  the  agricul- 
tural produce  supplied  by  that  continent  forming  20  per  cent  of  the 
total,  and  amounting  in  value  to  $82,496,000. 

The  adjacent  countries  of  North  America  sold  us  agricultural  prod- 
uce to  about  the  same  extent  as  Asia,  the  value  being  $82,025,000,  or 
20  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Africa  and  Oceania  together  contributed  less  than  6  |>er  cent  of  the 
agricultural  produce  received  from  abroad.  The  imports  from  Africa 
were  valued  at  $12,441,000,  and  those  from  Oceania  at  $11,604,000.

AGRICITLTURAI.   IMl'OUTS,  BY    PRINCIPAL    ITEMS. 

Named  in  the  order  of  their  value,  the  princial  agricultural  impoits 
of  the  United  States  for  1902  ranked  as  follows:  Coffee,  animal  fibers, 
hides  and  skins,  sugar,  vegetable  fibers,  fruits  and  nuts,  alcoholic 
liquoi-s,  tobacco,  tea,  vegetable  oils,  cocoa  and  chocolate,  and  vegeta- 
bles. The  smallest  of  these  twelve  items  had  a  value  in  excess  of 
^5,000,000.

COFFEE. 


During  1902  the  United  States  expended  $71,000,000  in  the  impor- 
tation of  coflfee.  Three-fourths  of  the  supply  came  from  Biuzil,  the 
consignments  received  from  that  country  having  a  value  of  $54,000,000. 
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Venezuela,  which  is  another  South  American  country  that  engages 
extensively  in  coflfee  growing,  sent  us  J)4,181,()00  worth.  From 
Mexico  we  made  purchases  aggregating  $2,8375000.  (iruatemala  con- 
tributed shipments  to  the  value  of  $2,045,000.  Other  sources  from 
which  we  imported  coflFee  in  considerable  quantities  last  year  were 
Costa  Rica,  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  and  Colombia. 

ANIMAL   FIBBK8. 

Our  import  trade  in  the  animal  fibers,  silk  and  wool,  for  1902 
amounted  in  v  ilue  to  $60,000,000.  We  bought  from  foreign  countries 
$42,000,000  worth  of  silk  and  $18,000,000  worth  of  wool. 

Silk. — Nearly  one-half  of  the  silk  imported  came  from  Japan,  our 
purchases  from  that  country  amounting  to  $21,000,000.  Italy  sold  us 
$10,000,000  worth.  From  the  Chinese  Empire  we  received  shipments 
valued  at  $8,386,000.     France  sent  consignments  worth  $2,627,000. 

Wool, — Of  the  wool  imported  during  1902  over  one-third  was  pro- 
cured in  the  markets  of  the  United  Kingdom,  the  sum  paid  being 
$6,186,000.  Argentina  sent  much  larger  shipments  than  usual,  their 
value  amounting  to  $3,826,000.  From  British  Australasia  consign- 
ments worth  $2,129,000  were  received.  Wool  was  also  imported  quite 
extensively  from  European  Russia  and  the  Chinese  Empire. 

HIDEH    AND   8KINS. 

Hides  and  skins  were  imported  last  year  to  the  value  of  $58,000,000. 
The  British  East  Indies,  the  United  Kingdom,  Argentina,  and  France 
were  the  leading  sources,  of  supply.  From  the  British  East  Indies 
we  received  consignments  aggregating  $9,736,000  in  value.  The 
United  Kingdom  supplied  $5,776,000  worth,  Argentina  $5,614,000 
worth,  and  France  $5,501,000  worth.  Large  shipments  also  came  from 
Germany  and  from  Mexico.  The  imports  from  Germany  were  valued 
at  $4,305,000,  and  those  from  Mexico  at  $3,490,000.  Additional  coun- 
tries that  sold  us  hides  and  skins  in  considerable  quantities  were  Euro- 
pean Kussia,  the  Chinese  Empire,  Brazil,  Uruguay,  Canada,  Venez- 
uela, Aden,  and  the  Netherlands, 

SUGAR. 

Sugar  was  imported  much  less  extensively  in  1902  than  during  the 
years  immediately  preceding.  The  decrease  in  importation  is  paiily 
explained  by^  the  fact  that  large  (|uantiti(\s  of  sugar  were  withheld 
from  shipment  in  the  countries  of  origin  awaiting  possible  changes  in 
the  United  States  tariflf.  Our  imports  from  all  sources,  except  Hawaii 
and  Porto  Rico,  had  an  aggregate  value  of  only  $55,000,000.  Cuba 
continued  to  be  the  largest  contributor,  sending  shipment,s  worth 
$18,000,000.  The  Dutch  East  Indies,  which  rank  next  to  Cuba  as  a 
source  of  supply,  sold  us  $12,000,000  worth.     Aside  from  Cuba  and 
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the  Dutch  Piast  Indies  the  countries  furnishing  the  hirgest  quantities 
were  Bi*azil,  Germany,  British  Guiana,  and  the  British  West  Indies. 
From  Brazil  there  were  imports  valued  at  $4,909,000.  Our  purchases 
from  Germany  were  exceptionally  small,  amounting  to  only  $3,597,000. 
British  Guiana  and  the  British  West  Indies  contributed  to  about  the 
same  extent,  the  former  sending  $3,372,000  worth,  and  the  latter 
$3,227,000  worth.  Austria-Hungary,  Santo  Domingo,  Peru,  and 
Egypt  stood  foremost  among  the  remaining  sources  of  importation. 

VEGETABLE   FIBERS. 

During  1902  vegetable  fibers  formed  a  much  larger  item  than  usual  in 
our  agricultural  import  trade,  having  an  aggregate  value  of  $4:3,(MX),000. 
Mexico,  Egypt,  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  the 
British  East  Indies  were  the  sources  from  which  the  supply  chiefly 
came.  From  Mexico  we  imported  $12,000,000  worth,  and  from 
Eg}'pt  $9,526,000  worth.  The  United  Kingdom  sent  shipments  val- 
ued at  $7,126,000.  There  were  imports  from  the  Philippines  worth 
$6,319,000,  and  from  the  British  Ea^t  Indies  worth  $i,4U,000. 

FRUITS   AND   NUTS. 

The  United  States  expended  $21,000,000  during  1902  for  imports  of 
fruits  and  nuts.  Our  largest  purchases  were  made  from  the  British 
West  Indies,  Italy,  and  Spain.  The  imports  from  the  British  West 
Indies  were  valued  at  $4,389,000,  and  those  from  Italy  at  $4,387,(X)0. 
Spain  sent  shipments  worth  $2,502,000.  Importations  were  also 
received  to  a  considerable  extent  from  Costa  Rica,  Greece,  France, 
and  Cuba. 

ALCOHOLIC   LIQUORS. 

In  the  importation  of  alcoholic  liquors  the  United  States  expended 
last  year  the  considerable  sum  of  $15,000,000.  Finance,  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  Germany  were  the  countries  from  which  the  largest 
quantities  came.  Our  purchases  from  Finance  amounted  in  value  to 
$6,858,000.  The  United  Kingdom  supplied  $3,214,000  worth,  and 
Germany  $2,345,000  worth. 

TOBACCO. 

Our  imports  of  tobacco  during  1902,  like  our  liquor  imports,  had  a 
value  of  about  $15,000,000.  The  tol)acco  (*ame  chiefly  from  tw^o 
sources — Cuba  and  the  Netherlands.  From  Cuba  we  purchased 
$8,578,000  worth,  while  the  Netherlands  sent  shipments  valued  at 
$4,836,000.  It  was  through  the  hitter  country  we  obtained  our  supply 
of  Sumatra  tobacco. 

TKA. 

For  imported  tea  the  United  States  paid  last  year  $9,390,000.  The 
shipments  received  from  Japan  were  vahied  at  $4,185,000,  and  those 
from  the  Chinese  Empire  at  $3,737,000.     With  the  exception  of  the 
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British  East  Indies,  where  we  made  purchases  aggregating  $396,000, 
Japan  and  China  were  the  only  important  sources  of  supply. 

VB(}ETABLB  OILS. 

An  unusually  heavy  importation  of  vegetable  oils  occurred  in  1902, 
the  shipments  received  having  an  aggregate  value  of  $8,719,000.  Our 
largest  purchases  were  made  in  the  United  Kingdom,  from  which 
source  we  received  consignments  worth  $2,293,000.  Italy  sent  ship- 
ments valued  at  $1,839,000,  while  from  France  we  imported  $1,362,000 
worth.  Other  countries  that  contributed  quite  extensively  last  year 
to  our  import  trade  in  vegetable  oils  were  Germany,  the  British  East 
Indies,  and  the  Netherlands. 

COCOA   AND   CHOCOLATE. 

Our  imports  of  cocoa  and  chocolate  for  1902  had  an  aggregate  value 
of  $7,054,000.  The  British  West  Indies  fonned  the  leading  source  of 
supply,  sending  shipments  worth  $1,969,000.  Other  countries  that 
contributed  largely  to  this  trade  were  Dutch  Guiana,  Brazil,  and 
Ecuador.  The  imports  from  Dutch  Guiana  were  valued  at  $992,000, 
and  those  from  Brazil  at  $946,000.  Ecuador  sent  consignments  worth 
$787,000. 

VBOETABL£8. 

The  vegetables  imported  during  1902  made  an  item  of  $7,040,000. 
The  United  Kingdom  and  Canada  were  the  countries  from  which  the 
largest  shipments  came.  From  the  former  country  we  received 
$1,965,000  worth,  and  from  the  latter  $1,024,000  worth.  Belgium  and 
France  were  also  important  sources  of  supply.  The  consignments 
from  Belgium  wore  valued  at  $987,000,  and  those  from  France  at 
$760,000. 

SOURCES  OF   AGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS,    IN   DETAIL. 

The  tallies  presented  on  the  following  pages  embrace  all  the  agri- 
cultural imports  of  the  United  States  that  were  statistically  recorded 
during  the  five  fiscal  years  1898-1902,  exhibiting  for  each  article  the 
extent  of  the  annual  importations  received  from  the  various  sources  of 
supply.  For  convenience  in  classificjition  the  articles  are  divided  into 
two  groups,  consisting  respectively  of  animal  matter  and  vegetable 
matter.  The  tables  are  arranged  in  two  series,  the  first  relating  to  the 
value  and  the  second  to  the  quantity  of  the  articles  imported.  To 
facilitate  comparison,  cross  references  are  given  from  each  table  of 
values  to  the  corresponding  table  of  quantities,  and  vice  versa.  In 
some  cases,  however,  values  only  are  given,  no  returns  having  been 
made  as  to  quantity.  An  index  to  the  articles  covered  by  the  tables 
is  printed  on  pages  147-150.
